QUICKSILVER IN OREGON. 


800 Flasks Monthly. 


TACOMA, Washington, Dec. 20.—A mount- 
ain of queer-looking ore which was found 
in Lane County, Oregon, a few years ago 
has turned out to be one of the biggest 
quicksilver mines in the United States. 

The surrounding country is farm land. Not 
long ago the farmers discovered the ore in 
question to be cinnabar, whence quicksilver 
is derived. They bored three tunnels, all 
running through pure cinnabar ore. Re- 
cently they sold their mine for $45,000 to 
Tacoma and Port Townsend men, who will 
| erect a smelter upon it. 

Richard Chilcott, one of the owners, has 
just returned from New York, where he 
found that the unsold supply of quicksilver 
in the country amounted to only 5,500 flasks 
of seventy-six pounds each. He says his 
mine will produce 890 flasks monthly. Ship- 
ments to New York in car lots will com- 
mence next month.

Souvenirs of Robert Louis Stevenson 
Given by His Widow. 


BOSTON, Mass., Dec. 20.—Robert Louis 
Stevenson’s stepson and co-laborer. Lloyd 
Osborn, is the medium through which the 
Boston Public Library is about to come into 
of a unique collection of Ste- 
vensonia. It is the gift of Mrs. Stevenson 
to the city which her husband had never 
visited, but in which he numbered many of 


his warmest friends, met all over the world, 
in the novelist’s long quest for health. 

The collection consists of the original 
blocks of the wood cuts with which Mr. 
Stevenson’s merry but unskilled hand illus- 
trated a set of chap books which he and 
Mr. Osborn put together while at a Swiss 
health resort. 

It was purely for the purpose of whiling 
away the long Winter evenings, that Mr. 
Stevenson and Lloyd Osborn, then only a 
lad, sat up the toy printing shop, and their 
temporary home, in Davos Platz. In 1881 
they printed the first of their litle chap 
books, among them, ‘Moral Emblems,” 
“Phe Graver and the Pen,” ‘‘The Blue 
Scalper,”’ “ Not I, and Other Poems,” and 
“The Black Canyon.”’ The last was by 
Mr. Osborn. Some of the-verses have amus- 
ing titles, such as “ The Industrious Pirate,” 
The Pirate and Apothecary,” and “ Lord 
Nelson and the Tar.” -

DREYFUS SECRET PAPERS 


Said to Have Been Handed to the 
Court of Cassation. 


DUPUY DEFENDS THE ARMY 


Objects to Motion to Confer the Fran- 
chise Upon Soldiers—Death Penalty 
for Officials Guilty of Treason. 


PARIS, Dec. 20.—The Courrier du Soir 
says this evening: 

“The Dreyfus secret dossier was hand2d 
to the Court of Cassation this evening, un- 
der the pledge that it shoufd not be com- 
municated to the counsel for Dreyfus or to 
any one outside the court.” 

The Chamber of Deputies indulged in @n- 
other Dreyfus debate to-day. M. Joseph 
Fourniére, Socialist Deputy for the Aisne 
Department, moved a resolution conferring 
the franchise upon soldiers, and demanded 
urgency for it. He then proceeded to ex- 
pound his views, which provoked a great 
uproar. 

The Premier, M. Dupuy, replied: 

‘I should have thought that the Dreyfus 
affair had already done the country enough 
harm, M. Fourniére’s new proposal would 
be most pernicious. The country wants and 
has a devoted army to safeguard her inde- 
pendence, and we do not wish to give its 
officers the means of descending to the 
forum. We must rally around the army.” 

The motion for urgency was then defeat- 
ed by 477 votes agaiiist 26. 

In the Senate a stormy discussion took 
place over a bill increasing the penalties for 
espionage and treason. There were frequent 
references to Dreyfus. 

Eventually the bill, which prescribes death 
for State officials who are guilty of treason 
in time of peace, was adopted. 


A DIRIGIBLE BALLOON’S TRIP. 


Traveled from London. to St. Romain, 
Near Havre, in 4 hours 57 Minutes 


—Narrow Escape at Sea.

LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Daily Chron-

first trip from London to the Continent in 
a steerable balloon. For weeks past the 
large balloon in the grounds of the Crys- 
tal Palace has been awaiting a northerly 
cr northwesterly wind. It started at 
The passen- 
gers were Percival Spencer, the famous 
aeronaut, to whom the balloon belongs, 
and Lawrence Swinburne of The Daily 


| Chronicle staff. 


The balloon’s cubic capacity is 56,000 
feet, and its weight, empty, ten and a 
half hundredweight. The steering appa- 
ratus consists of a sail twelve feet square, 
weighing ten pounds, and a trail rope 500 
feet. long, with a hundred-pound weight 
at the end. When-steering becomes nec- 
essary the balloon descends until the 
rope trails on the ground, and by atta¢H- 
ing the upper end to one side or other of 
a ring above the car the sail is brought 
round to catch the wind. In this manner 
a course four or five points from the di- 
rection of the wind can be sailed. 

The balloon was reported by Lloyds 
signalman to be crossing Beachy Head 
at 1:30. Soon after 4 o’clock it was re- 
ported to be passing over Fecamp. Mr. 
Swinburne telegraphs The Chronicle that 
the balloon descended safely at St. Ro- 
main, fourteen miles east of Havre, at 


| 4:35, and that the steering apparatus was 


employed twice during the trip. The 
aeronauts had one narrow escape when 
the balloon descended too close to the 
waves and shipped water in midchannel. 

Although the general purpose of the 


trip was to add to the knowledge con- 


cerning dirigible balloons, special interest 
attaches to it owing to the light it may 
throw upon the fate of Andrée, whose 
balloon in which he attempted to reach 
the north pole was rigged with a precise- 
ly similar steering apparatus. 

This is the fourteenth successful cross- 
channel trip, several other attempts hav- 
ing had fatal results. 


PROHIBITS TOBACCO CHEWING. 


Chesapeake and Ohio Road's Effort to 
Keep Stations and Cars Cleaner. 


CINCINNATI, Ohio, Dec. 20.—An effort is 
being made by the Chesapeake and Ohio 
Railroad officials to improve the sanitary 
conditions of the stations and the passenger 
coaches by issuing an order tabooing tobac- 


co chewing. Copies of the order have been 
generously distributed at the shops and 
yards in Covington and in the stations on 
the Kentucky and Ohio sides of the river, 
and have caused a considerable stir among 
railroad men and tobacconists. 

The railway authorities believe that while 
they will not be able to stop chewing they 
will to some extent be able to prevent spit- 
ting about the stations and coaches. 


SAMUEL GOMPERS RE-ELECTED. 


Retains the Post of President of the 
American Federation of Labor. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Dec. 20.—Samuel 
Gompers was to-day re-elected President of 
the American Federation of Labor by a 
practically unanimous vote at the closing 
session of the eighteenth annual convention 
of that organization.

PANIC AT A NEWARK FIRE. 


Four Hundred Men and Girls in a Mad 
Struggle to Reach Safety. 


NEWARK, N. J., Dec. 20.—The plant of 
the Chrome Paterit Leather Company, at 
Avenue A and Murray Street, was destroyed 
by fire this evening. The flames broke out 
in the drying room, and within a few min- 
utes spread to every part of the big build- 
ing, which is three stories high and 250 
feet square. 

One hundred girls and three hundred men 
were at work in the works when the flames 
broke out. They had to flee, and could not 


even wait to secure their street clothing. 
The girls screamed and jostled each other 
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while getting out, and there was a panic. 
No one seems to have been severely hurt, 
although several were knocked down and 
badly bruised. Many of the employes lost 
their heads and wanted to jump from up- 
per windows, but were restrained by cooler 
ones and forced to take the safer means of 
exit. Some of the girls fainted and had 
to be carried. Others after getting out of 
the building ran screaming hysterically to 
their homes, and this gave rise to the belief 
that several had been burned to death. A 
big crowd which’ the lice had difficulty 
in handling or, gathered. 

The firemen could do little after they ar- 
rived, owing to the rapidity with which the 
flames spread.

DEATH OF EDWARD BAIN. 


Was Known in Wisconsin as the 


“Man Who Never Sleeps.” 


KENOSHA, Wis., Dec? 20.—Edward Bain, 
President of the Bain Wagon Company, 
whose death is announced from Pasadena, 
Cal., was familiarly known as the “man 
who never sleeps.’’ 

For the last sixteen years he did not sleep 
an hour in his bed. It was his custom to 


take almost daily trips to Chicago, where 
he spent the time in riding in street cars. 
At night ne was always to be found either 
at a theatre or a billiard hall, where the 
music and the clicking of billiard balls pro- 
duced a soporific effect and afforded him 
short periods of repose. He was born in 
Kinderhook, N. Y., seventy-five years ago. 
The cause of his death was pulmonary 
apoplexy. 

In his younger days he often remained at 
work in his factory throughout the whole 
night, and it was loss of sleep at that time 
that resulted in chronic insomnia.

Newark Girl to Attend Funeral of 
Fiance on Day Set for Wedding. 
NEWARK, N. J., Dec, 20.—Miss Bertha 
Dixon of 30% Webster Street, this city, was 
to have been married to-morrow at her 
home to Frederick H. Baldwin of New 
Providence. Instead she will attend the 
funeral of her intended husband, he having 
died at the home of Miss Dixon’s parents 

on Sunday night. 

Mr. Baldwin and Miss Dixon had partly 
fitted up their future home at New Provi- 
dence, and on Dec. 10 Mr. Baldwin came to 
this city to purchase more furniture. He 
was taken ill the same day, and his trouble 
developed into pneumonia.

YACHT LOST OFF CONEY ISLAND. 


Watchman Saw the Boat Go Down 
with Three People on Board. 


James McFarland, a watchman on the old 
iron pier at Coney Island, reported to the 
police yesterday afternoon thet at 11 o’clock 
in the morning a sloop yacht had foundered 
half a mile off the pier. McFarland said 
his attention had been attracted by tne dis- 
tress signals raised by the yacht.

He thinks 
there might have been a collision between 
the two boats. : 

There was a heavy fog at the time, but 
with the aid of glasses he saw three _ per- 
sons on board the yacht. He started for 
her in a small boat, but before he had gone 
fifteen feet from the pier the vessel went 
down.

In addition to Miss Kate Maloney and 
Miss Ferguson, who, as reported yesterday, 
jumped from the second-story window and 
were internally injured, and Louis Kramer, 
the window trimmer, who was badly burned, 
J. O. Button, manager of the book depart- 
ment of the ven & Geddes store, and 
Albert Weinbreicht, bookkeeper, were in- 
jured. Three firemen, John Osterloo, John 
Welch, and William O’Connell, fell into the 
cellar of the Ford & Overstreet store, and 
were seriously injured, and three other fire- 
men were severely burned, 

Insurance in all lines covers about 80 per 
cent. of the losses. 


Chicago’s Mayor Says He May Be a 
Candidate for Re-election. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—‘‘ All that I care to 
say about ex-Gov. Altgeld’s candidacy for 
Mayor is that he is in bad company,’ de- 
clared Mayor Harrison this morning. 

“T have never said I was a candidate for 
re-election, but I think I shall be, If any- 
thing on earth could force me to become a 
candidate it was the declaration of Charles 
T. Yerkes in Springfield in May, 1897, just 


after the Humphrey bill fight. He declared 
‘The Mayor of Chicago has just eighteen 
months to serve.’ That is the one thing 
that would make me become ae candidate. 

“I have no statement to make in reply to 
the ex-Governor. If I*had time hanging 
heavily on my hands, dyspepsia, and a few 
other things, I might talk, but I have some- 
thing else to do just now. His statement 
that I trained with the traction companies 
and betrayed the people, I am pretty sure, 
will not go very far with the people. The 
people of Chicago understand this situation 
pretty well, I believe.”’ 

“What effect do you think his candidacy 
will have on your candidacy, or prospective 
candidacy?’’ the Mayor was asked. 

** None whatever,” he replied. 


City Councfl Allows Northwestern El- 
evated’s Franchise to Expire. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—By its adjournment 
to Jan. 4 the ‘City Council permits the fran- 
chise of the Northwestern Elevated Road 
to expire Jan. 1, the date to which it was 
extended last year. The company will now 
have to seek the Council again and make 
terms with the city authorities or forfeit the 


right to further proceed under the fran-- 


chise now held. Mayor Hgfrison said this 
morning: 

“JT shall treat the company fairly in the 
matter. and I am in favor of that elevated 
road. The people in that section of the 
city want it, and I shall assist them in get- 
ting it, if posible. But when the company 
gets another extension of time it will have 
to show the city authorities that it is a 
bona fide affair. They will have to put up 
a forfeit either in cash or in the shape of 
a bond, signed by some large surety com- 
pany. We want no more wind, and the 
bonds of the company now held by the city 
are not considered sufficient for a further 
extension.” 

The company has on deposit with the city 
$200,000 of its own bonds, transferred for 

100,000 worth of city bonds, the original 
orfeit. Under the terms of the ordinance 
this forfeit falls to the city Jan. 1, 1899, but 
there is no question of an ultimate exten- 
sion and the waiver of the forfeit.

SHOT HIS FRIEND IN FUN 


Young Frederick Fatally Hurt Little 
Willie Collins. 


WERE PLAYING AT SOLDIER 


The Wounded Boy Was Taken to the 
Hospital and His Playmate Was 
Put Under Arrest. 


120 West Thirty-fifth Street last night, Har- 
old Frederick, seven years old, shot and fa- 
tally wounded his playmate, Willie Collins, 
four and a half years old. The wounded 
child was taken to Bellevue Hospital, where 
at a late hour his life was despaired of, 
while the Frederick boy was sent to the 
Gerry society’s building under arrest. 

The mother of the boy who did the shoot- 
ing is the janitress of the apartment house 
on Thirty-fifth Street. Her husband is a 
janitor in another building. Her sister; who 
lived in Philadelphia, died several days ago 
and the funeral took place yesterday. Mrs. 
Frederick, in order to attend the burial, sent 
for her friend Mrs. William Collins of 548 


Grand Street, and arranged with her to look | 


after the house. 

Mrs. Collins, with her son William and a 
younger boy moved to the home of Mrs. 
Frederick in the basement of 120 West 
Thirty-fifth Street yesterday afternoon. 
While she was sitting in one of the rooms, 
reading the newspapers after supper, 
sent the children into an adjoining room to 
play. The sounds of mirth told her that the 
little ones were enjoying themselves, and 
occasionally she would hear her friend’s 
boy, who was taking the part of an Ameri- 
can soldier, cry out, ‘*Get out, you old 
Spaniard, or I'l] kill you.” 

From time to time the voice of her own 
child crying out ‘I'll fight: see if I don’t,” 
would come through the open door, and she 
would smile in an amused way at the brave 
tone of the two little play-soldiers. 
other boy and Harold Frederick’s five-year- 
old brother Johnnie took part in the mimic 
fray as privates. Altogether the children 
were having a most enjoyable evening of it. 

For an hocr or so the play went on, and 
Mrs. Collins was about to call the children 
to put them io bed when a pistol shot rang 
out.

FIRE KILLS THREE WOKEN 


The Handsome Home of C. H. Ray- 
mond in 73d Street Burned. 


WIFE AND HER SISTER DEAD 


Servant Also a Victim—Library and 
Valuable Collections Destroyed— 
Patent Fire-Escapes Unused. 


Fire of mysterious origin in the handsome 
home of Col. Charles H: Raymond, at 260 
West Seventy-third Street, early yesterday 
morning, resulted in the loss of three lives, 
several persons were more or less injured, 
and the interior fittings and furnishings of 
the house, which were very rich and valu- 
able, were destroyed. Following is the list 
ef casualties: 

Mrs. JULIA UNDERWOOD, formerly of 

* Zenesville, Ohio, and recently of Washington, 
D. c., a guest at the house, was killed al- 
most instantly by leaping from a front win- 
dow of the third story. 

Mrs. HARRIET FER, a professional cook, em- 
ployed in the house, was found by the firemen 
burned to a crisp. near the top of the stair- 
way leading from the parlor floor to the 
second floor. 

Mrs. VICIORIA RAYMOND, wife of Col. 
Raymond, fell while trying to climb onto a 
ladder from a window of the second floor. She 
received compound fractures of both legs 
and internal injuries. She was taken to 
Roosevelt Hospital, and died there at $ 
o’clock last night. 

WILLIAM DOERR, a conductor for the Metro- 
politan Traction Company, who lives at 272 
West End Avenue, was climbing a ladder to 
help Mr. and Mrs. Raymond, when Mrs. Ray- 
mond struck him in her fall, knocking him to 
the ground. His ankle was seriously sprained, 
and he received some comparatively slight 
cuts on the scalp and hands. He was also 
taken to Roosevelt Hospital, and afterward 
removed to his home. 

Col. CHARLES H. RAYMOND, general agent 
for the metropolitan district for the Mutual 
Life Insurance Company, was carried down 4 
ladder by Fireman Otto Fink, but was suf- 
fering all day yesterday from the effects of 
inhaling smoke and from shock. He also re- 
ceived some more or less serious cuts from 
broken glass. 

MARGARET MULLARKEY, a 
was prostrated from shock. 
JOHN CAHILL, a fireman of Engine Company 
No. 40, caught his finger in a door, and it 
was so severely lacerated that it probably 

will have to be amputated. 

FREDERICK W. DEISSROTH, fireman of Hook 
and Ladder Company No. 4, hand cut and 
wrist sprained. 

JOHN T. ANDARIESE, fireman, 
Ladder Company No 4, hand 
lacerated. 


FIREMAN FINK’S DARING ACT. 


William Ferguson, the butler, was the 
only person in the house when the fire oc- 
curred who was able to be about yesterday. 
He slept on the fourth floor, in the rear, 
and his escape being cut off at the stair- 
way, he jumped to the roof of a two-story 
extension and got to the street by way 
of an adjoining house. 

The rescue of Col, Raymond by Fire- 
man Fink was a most daring performance. 
Fink climbed a scaling ladder after the 
flames were bursting from the parlor win- 
dows, and as he reached Mr. Raymond, who 
was in his night clothing in the centre of 
the window of the second story, the latter 
directed the fireman to go back, saytng: 
2 You can’t carry me, I’m too heavy for 
you!’’ 

Col. Raymond weighs about 225 pounds, 
but Fink saw he was an old man, and 
apparently almost exhausted, so he seized 
his hand and jerked him from the window 
sill. As Raymond ‘tame toward him 
Fink quickly ducked his head, catching fhe 
hedvy man so that.he would be astfide his 
neck. Fink seemed about to fall, the 
spectators say, as he caught the burden, 
but he held on’and made his way safely 
down the ladder. Before he reached the 
ground Col. Raymond had fainted. 

The stories relating to the discovery of 
the fire and the theories as to its origin are 
conflicting. Margaret Mullarkey, the cham- 
bermaid, is said to have given the first 
alarm, and it is known that some of the 
first spectators to gather saw her running 
up and down in front of the house, shriek- 
ing. She was too ill to be seen yesterday, 
and a friend who talked with her for a 
while in the afternoon said that she did 
not talk connectedly and seemed almost 
crazed from the shock. She is an unmarried 
woman of about twenty-eight years. 

Samvel Fee, the husband of Mrs. Fee, the 
cook, who was burned to death, has a the- 
ory as to the cause of the fire, which he 
arrived at from a knowledge of his wife’s 
habits, but which is not credited by the gre- 
men or police. He says his wife always got 
up before 6 o’clock in the morning te make 
a cup of coffee for Mrs. Raymond, and that 
she was in the habit of carrying a lighted 
candle with her to the basement from her 
room, on the fourth floor. 

Fee thinks that gas must have been es- 
caping from the large gas grate in the par- 
lor or from one of the chandeliers, and 
that when Mrs. Fee opened the door of the 
stairway leading to the parlor floor e gas 
ignited from her candle, knocking down 
and overcoming her. ia id 


HOOK AND LADDER LATE. 


Some people in the neighborhood are said 
to have heard a crash resembling an ex- 
plosion, and to have seen the blaze imme- 
diately afterward. Ferguson, the butler, 
said yesterday that he was sleeping in the 
rear room on the fourth floor, and was first 


awakened by a crash. He quickly dressed, 
as it was time for him to arise anyway, but 
when he started to go down stairs he found 
the hallway full of smoke. 

He knew at once that the house must be 
on fire, and not daring to venture down the 
stairway, he went to the window and 
jumped to the roof of the two-story exten- 
sion. While waiting a few moments before 
deciding to jump, he said he noticed that 
the time was just 6:30. The first alarm, ac- 
cording to the police record, was turned in 
by some unknown citizen at 6:33. It could 
not be learned yesterday who this person 
was. 

When the firemen arrived they found Mrs. 
Underwood dead on the sidewalk in front 
of the stoop. She had jumped from the 
window of the third story, directly above 
the front steps, and had rolled down these 
steps in her tall. Her skull was crushed in 
and she evidentiy died instantly. Sev- 
eral neighbors saw her jump. They say 
she was apparently in no immediate dan- 
ger from the flames below her, and probably 
pa | herself from the window from sheer 
right. 

Her body was taken to the West Sixty- 
eighth Street Police Station, as was that 
of Mrs. Fee, immediately after the fire. 
Both were afterward removed to an under- 
taking establishment in Twenty-third 
Street. 

The first firemen to arrive were those of 
Engine Company No. 4, in West Sixty- 
eighth Street, and ladders, so much needed 
at the moment, were not at hand and did 
not arrive until several minutes later. Mrs. 
Raymond was then on the window sill of 
the second floor, being held by her hus- 
band, who wag behind her inside the room. 
Smoke was pouring from this window, and 
Mrs. Raymond seemed about to break from 
her husband’s grasp and jump, while the 
crowd whick had then gathered in the 
street was shouting to her to wait for the 
ladders. 


PATENT FIRE ESCAPES UNUSED. 


Meantime several members of the engine 
company entered the house at 262, adjoin- 
ing, occupied by the family of the late Jo- 
seph J. O’Donohue, coffee merchant. These 
firemen formed a living chain from an up- 


per window, and tried to reach Mrs. Ray- 
mond in this way, but their efforts failed. 
Then Hook and Ladder Company No. 4 ar- 
rived, and a ladder was placed in position. 

Doerr, the conductor, who was looking on 
could not wait for an experienced man to 
seale the ladder, but, pushing in front of 
the firemen, started upward. He was on 
only the third or fourth rung, when Mrs. 
Raymond half fell, half jumped upon him, 
knocking him over. One of his feet caught 
in the ladder in his fall, causing a serious 
sprain of his ankle. Then Fireman Fink 
ran up the ladder and rescued Col. Ray- 
mond, as told. 

It was ascertained afterward that the 
house was provided with patent fire escapes, 
one in the front and one in the rear. One 
of these contrivances could be seen from 
the street after the fire. It was attached 
to the casing of the west window of the sec- 
ond story—in the room where Col. and Mrs, 
Raymond were.

metallic cylinder, The spring is strong 
enough to crevent a heavy fall, and the per- 
son who grasps the rope descends as the 
rope unwinds. Why these escapes were not 
used yesterday when the —e came 
ean be accounted for only by the supposi- 
tion that they were entirely forgotten in 
the panic. 

There is a private watchman employed by 
the people fivin in Seventy-third Street 
between the Boulevard and West End Ave- 
nue, where the fire occurred, but he could 
not be found yesterday to give any facts 
that he might know regarding the starting 
of the fire. The block is occupied by many 
wealthy families. Ex-Mayor Grant lives 
across the street from the burned house. 

The Raymond house was built in the 
French Renaissance style, being erected, 
with others beside it, about ten.years ago 
by the Stokes estate. Col. Raymond is said 
to have paid about $40,000 for it. Its con- 
tents were even more valuable and were 
alone insured for $42,000, the building bein 
insured separately for $15,000. Col. Raymon 
has for a long time been a collector of rare 
bric-a-brac, pictures, statuary, and books. 
His librarv. on the second noor in the rear 
of his bedroom, is said to have been one 
of the best privaté collections in the city. 
Hardly .anything was -saved. from «the 
flames. P 


THINK FURNACE FLUE DEFECTIVE. 


The fire started on the parlor floor and 
probably in the parlor, the firemen think. 
It gutted the entire house above that point, 
but did not extend to the basement, as that 
was soon flooded by water after the firemen 
arrived. There was little of much value 
there, however. Some of Col. Raymond's 
most cherished articles in his collections 
were placed in sterage iast Summer, and 
these, it is said, had not been taken to the 
house and were thus saved. This was the 
statement of Dr. G. M. White, Col. 
mond’s family physician, end he said he was 
not absolutely sure that these articles had 
been saved. Col. Raymond, of course, was 
too ill to be seen. 

The loss was roughly estimated yesterdav 
by friends of the family to be about $60,000 
—perhaps more. The insurance, which was 
$57,000 In all, was divided as follows: Liv- 
erpool, London and Globe Insurance Com- 
pany, $15,000 on the building and $10,000 
on the contents. Phoenix Assurance Compa- 
ny of London, $20,000 on furniture, and the 
Westchester Insurance Company of this 
city, $12,000 on the furniture. 

Samuel Fee said yesterday that his wife 
had had in her room the papers showing 
wis title to property he had inherited in 
Tretand worth about $10.000. He was fear- 
ful that they had been destroyed. 

The belief of the firemen as to the cause 
of the fire from the suverficial examinations 
made yesterday was that the flue f the fur- 
nace was defective. A brick behind 
wooden casing that was around the mantel 
in the parlor was found to be missing. This 
wooden casing was nearly all burned away. 
and it looked as if this had been the seat of 
the fire. 

The firemen were of the belief that the 
blaze had been burning at least an hour 
and perhaps more when they arrived. 
Fee, they think, may have failed to notice 
the smoke when she first went down stairs, 
but discovering it afterward, started to 
nrouse the sleepers and was overcome on 
the stairway. 

The neighbors opened their houses for 
shelter to those injured, and Margaret Mul- 
larkey is being cared for in the home of 
George Crawford a few doors away. ‘The 
house of J. J. O’Donohue, Jr., adjoining the 
burned one, suffered some from smoke' and 
water, but the damage was not serious. 


LACK OF FIRE FACILITIES. 


The firemen say that if there had been a 
hook and ladder apparatus near at hand 
the life of Mrs. Raymond, and perhaps that 
of Mrs. Underwood, might havé been saved. 
Fire Chief Bonner about three years ago 
had arranged to build a station for-a hook 
and ladder company at Seventy-fourth 
Street and West’ End Avenue, but’ many 
residents filed strong protests, saying they 
did not want stables so near them. 

The project had to be abandoned on this 
account, but a few months later the Chief, 


still persisting that it was necessary to 
protect the many private houses in the 
neighborhood, planned to build such a sta- 
tion in Seventy-fifth Street. Again protests 
were filed, and again the Chief was beaten 
in his efforts. The nearest hook and ladder 
companies now are at Ninety-seventh Street 
and Amsterdam Avenue on the north and 
tee re te Street and Eighth Avenue on 
the south, 

Col. Raymond, after his rescue, was taken 
to the home of Dr. White, at 272 West Sev- 
enty-seventh Street. He was nursed by 
Mrs. White and attended by Dr. Frank C. 
Hollister of 264 West Seventy-seventh 
Street, while Dr. White went to the hos- 
pital and*attended Mrs. Raymond till her 
death. Dr. White summoned Dr. Charles 
McBurney to assist him. and both used their 
best efforts to save the woman. About 5 
o'clock in the afternoon, however, they gave 
up all hope. 

Mrs. Raymond was the first President of 
the New York Red Cross Society, and was 
alwayga prominent and energetic Red 
Cross @™@@ charity worker, doing much hard 
work ng the recent war. Although near- 
ly sixty’ years old. she was prominent in 
giving assistance to sick and convalescent 
soldiers returning to their homes from Mon- 
tauk Point. 

Mrs. Underwood, her sister, was the 
widow of Isaac Newton Underwood, well 
known throughout Ohio as a newspaper 
man. For several years before his death. 
about four years ago, he was the editor of 
a newspaper in Zanesville. After he died 
she rented her Zanesville home and moved 
to apartments in Washington. She had vis- 
ited the Raymonds here several times. 

Col. Raymond is a member of several 
New York clubs and of the Grand Army of 
the Republic. He was born in Albany 
about sixty-four years ago, became a clerk 
in the State Insurance Department. and aft- 
erward Deputy Superintendent of Insurance. 
He went to the war in 1861 with the Al- 
bany Zouaves, and before the close of the 
war was a Colonel. After the war he came 
to New York and became Secretary and 
afterward President of the Widows and 
Orphans’ Benefit Life Insurance Company. 

When that company sold out its business 
in 1871 he became identified with the Mut- 
ual Life. and has been general agent of the 
metropolitan district for that company for 
twenty-five years. His brother, George P. 
Raymond of Newark, is general agent of 
the New Jersey district for the Mutual. His 
only daughter is Mrs. G. T. Maxwell of 14 
West Seventy-seventh Street.

SHOT BY A NEW YORK SOLDIER.

THE FORT ADAMS EXPLOSION. 


Two More Bodies Were Recovered 
from the Ruins Yesterday. 


NEWPORT, R. IL., Dec. 20—Two more 
bodies were to-day taken from the ruins of 
the Light Battery stables, at Fort Adams, 
showing a total of five deaths in all. The 
list is as follows: 

Private Sullivan, Battery A, Seventh Ar- 
tillery; Private W. F. Butler, Battery H, 
Seventh Artillery; Private Frederick W. 
Kull, Battery H, Seventh Artillery; Private 
Henry I. Harris, Battery H, Seventh - 
tillery; unknown private. The bodies of 
Butler and Kull were taken out to-day. 

A number of the soldiers Were granted 
furloughs yesterday and left the fort before 
the fire broke out. Some of them returned 
and were seen at work about the burning 
stables. It is thought that the. unidentified 
body is that of one of these, but there Is 
no way of learning its identiy until all the 
men return. 
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CAPTAINS PLEAD GUILTY 


Fate of Meeks and Bleecker Now 
with the Court-Martial. 


DENY THEY MEANT CENSURE 


Board of Inquiry To-night Will In- 
vestigate the Charges Against 
Seventy-first’s Officers. 


Capt. Wiliam F. Meeks and Capt. An- 
thony J. Bleecker of the Seventy-first Regi- 
ment pleaded guilty to the charges made 
against them before the court-martial or- 
dered by Major Gen. Roe, at the Seventy- 
first. Regiment Armory, last night, with- 
drawing their pleas of not guilty, which 
they had entered on the previous night. In 
making the new plea, their counsel, Henry 
8. Van Duzer, made some minor reserva- 
tions; which were practically in the form 
of justification, and contended, as he had 
on the first night, that no censure was in- 
tended, but that his clients had written his- 
tory; and had written it truly. After the 
pleas had been made and counsel for the 
accused and Judge Advocate Grout had 


made arguments, the court went into ex- 
ecutive session for the purpose of consider- 
ing its recommendations which will be for- 
warded to the Adjutant General through 
Major .Gen. Roe. ntil the Governor has 
passed upon the findin the decision of 
the court will uot be made public. 

Subpoenas had been served on many mem- 
bers of the regiment, and it seemed the in- 
tention of the accused to put the prosecution 
to the proof that they were the authors and 
publishers of the articles in which charges 
against Lieut. Col. Smith and Major Whit- 
tle had been made, so there was manifest 
disappointment when Mr. Van Duzer with- 
drew the plea of not guilty. He said that 
Capts. Meeks and Bleecker did not at first 
desire to be placed in the position of deny- 
ing- what were the facts and what were 
their acts in the matter, but that he had ad- 
vised them to plead not guilty on account of 
the form of the charges. He said it was a 
fact that the newspaper articles were never 
signed by the accused. and he denied the 
correctness of the clause in the charges that 
the article of the accused ‘‘ was for the 
purpose of conveying censure toward other 
officers in the military service. He now 
desired to withdraw the former plea of not 
guilty and to enter one of guilty except for 
the clause quoted above. 

Mr. Van Duzer made an argument, during 
| which he said that, although his clients 

had pleaded guilty under the specifications, 

they were in reality not guilty. He also 
said that what his clients did was in no 
spirit of censure, but probably because they 

did not’know of any other way in which to 

proceed and to have the truth about the 

regiment they loved so well made public. 

They felt they owed it to their men and to 

the heroic dead of the regiment that the 

truth should come out. If they were to be 
disciplined for that, he said, then he had 
failed to grasp the meaning of the word 
| discipline. He then read the records of both 

Captains, and said that during ten years in 

the Seventh Regiment, Capt. Bleecker, then 

a private, had missed but one roll call, while 
| against Capt. Meeks since he entered the 

Seventy-first as a private in 1895, there 
| were no charges ot any kind.

Mrs, Hammers- 
ley had taken the gown and worn it to a 
theatre party. Two days later, it was said, 
she came back to have it altered. It was 
altered, but didn’t suit her. She said it was 
a perfect botch. It was altered so many 
times that it underwent a complete change 
in time, and even then Mrs. Hammersley 
could not be suited, so Mrs. Baylos brought 
a civil suit. 

Mrs. Hammersley said she ordered the 
dress, but it did not fit at all. It was so 
tight that when she wore it in the street 
it caused her to frequently gasp for breath, 
and she dared hot move her arms or even 
smile or bow to an acquaintance, fearing a 
catastrophe.

Ever since Oct. 10, 1867, more than thirty- 
one years, Mr. Avery has directed the af- 


fairs of the Elgin Company. Mr. Avery wag 
not one of the original organizers of the 
company, though he became connected with 
it about two years after it was formed—in 
1864. Under his management the company 
has enjoyed the reputation of being a steady 
dividend payer. Dividend payments were 
suspended for a time during the panic of 
1893, but were resumed in ay, 1897, and 
have been-continued since at the rate of 6 
per cent. 

Mr. Avery retires from the Presidency of 
the company solely because he wishes to en- 
oy more leisure. He will still remain in the 

irectorate. Mr. Hulburd, who succeeds 
Mr. Avery, is the head of Hulburd, Warren 
& Co. and Vice President of the Equitable 
Trust Company.

PEACE TREATY ARTIGLES | WOMEN AND GIRLS IN STORES. 


Copy from Madrid Supplies Omis- 
sions in Previous Versions. 


TERMS FOR THE PHILIPPINES 


Spain Retains All War Material—The 
$20,000,000 to be Paid Within 3 
Months of Treaty’s Ratification. 


LONDON, Dee. 21.—The Madrid corre- 
spondent of The Morning Post gives to-day 
a translation of the seventeen articles of 
the Spanish-American treaty. His word- 
ing—with the exception of the eighth, 
twelfth, and seventeenth articles—is almost 
identical with that given by the Paris cor- 
respondent of The Times, M. de Blowitz, on 
Dec. 14, and then cabled to The Associated 
Press. 

The text of the treaty, as it appeared in 
the dispatch of M. de Blowitzto The Times, 


did not contain the eighth, twelfth, and 
seventeenth articles, and was incomplete 
as to the contents of the third and fifth. 
The Morning Post’s Marrid correspondent 
supplies these omissions. 

Article III., after defining minutely the 
geograplical position of the ceded Philip- 
pines, adds: 

“The United States shall pay to Spain 
$20,000,000 within three months after the ex- 
change of ratifications of this treaty.” 

Article V., after providing for the re- 
patriation of Spanish soldiers in the Philip- 
pines, adds: 

“The evacuation of the Philippines and 
Guam shall be made —_ conditions simi- 
lar to those regulating the evacuation of the 
Antilles and within a period to be fixed by 
both Governments. 

‘Flags and stands of colors, ships of war 
not captured, small arms, cannon of every 
calibre, with their carriages and acces- 
sories; powder, munitions, cattle, material, 
and effects of every kind belonging to the 
sea and land forces of Spain, in the Philip- 
pines and Guam, shall remain the property 
of Spain. 

“ Pieces of heavy calibre which are not field 
artillery mounted in fortifications and on 
the coasts shall remain in position for a 
period of six months from the exchange of 
ratifications, and during that period the 
United States may purchase said material 
from Spain if both Governments arrive at 
a satisfactorv greement thereon.” 

“ Article VIII.—In fulfillment of what-is 
agreed in Articles IL, II., and III, of this 
treaty Spain relinquishes in Cuba ahd cedes 
in Puerto Rico and the other islands of the 
West Indies. in the Island of Guam, and in 
the Philipppine archipelago all buildings, 
moles, barracks, fortresses, establishments, 

ublic roads, and other real property which 

y custom or right are of the public domain 
and as such are vested in the Crown of 
Spain. 

** Be it nevertheless declared that this re- 
linquishment or cession, as the case may be, 
to which the preceding refers, shall in no 
way lessen the property or rights’which be- 
long by custom and law to the peaceful 

ossession of goods of all kinds tn the prov- 
nees and elities, public or private estab- 
lishments, civil or ecclesiastical corpora- 
tions, or whatever other collective body 
Serge | juridical entity for the acquire- 
ment and owning of goods in the afore- 
mentioned relinquished or ceded territories, 
and to particular individuals, whatever may 
be their nationality. 

“The said relinquishment or cession, as 
the case may be, includes all documents 
which exclusively refer to the said relin- 
quishment or ceded sovereignty which exist 
in the archives of the peninsula. When 
these documents, existing In said archives, 
only bear ir part on the eaid sovereignty, 
copies of the said part shall be supplied 
whenever requested. Analogous rules shall 
be reciprocally observed in favor of Spain 
with respect to documents existing in the 
archives of the above-mentioned islands, 

“In the aforementioned relinquishment or 
cession are comprised those rights of the 
Crown of Spain and of its authorities over 
archives and official registers, as well ad- 
ministrative as judicial, of the said islands 
which refer to them and to the rights and 
properties of their inhabitants. The said 
archives and registers must be carefully 
preserved, and individuals, without excep- 
tion, shall heave the right to obtain, in ac- 
cordance with the laws, authorized copies 
of contracts, wills, and other documents 
which form parts of notarial protocols or 
which are kept in administrative and judi- 
cial archives, whether they be in Spain or In 
the aforementioned islands. 

“ Article XII.—Judicial proceedings pend- 
ing on the exchange of ratifications of this 
treaty in the territories over which Spain 
renounces or cedes sovereignty shall be 4de- 
termined in conformity with the following 
rules: 

“ First—Sentences pronounced in_ civil 
cases between individuals or in criminal 
matters before the aforementioned date, 
and against which there is, according to 
Spanish law, neither appeal nor.annulment, 
shall be considered determined and shall be 
executed in due form by the competent au- 
thority in the territory, within which sald 
sentences should be carried out. 

“Second—Civil lawsuits between iIndif- 
viduals, which shall not have been decided 
on the above mentioned date, shall pursue 
their course before the tribunal in which 
each is being tried or before the one which 
shall replace It. 

“ Third—Actions in criminal matters pend- 
ing on the aforementioned date before the 
supreme tribunal of Spain against citizens 
of territory which, according to this treaty, 
ceases to be Spanish, shall remain under its 
jurisdiction un-il final sentence has peen 
pronounced; but, once sentence has been 
pronounced, its execution shall be intrusted 
to the competent authority of the place 
wherein the action arose.”’ 

* Article XVII.—This treaty shal] be rati- 
fied by the Queen Regent and the President 
of the United States, with the consent and 
approbation of the Senate, and ratifications 
exchanged in Washington within six 
months. or earlier if pcssible.” 

Then follow the signatures of all the Peace 
Commissioners, and the seals. 


TOWN OFFICERS ARE INDICTED. 


Women at Lexington Working Hard 
to Close Saloons on Sunday. 


LEXINGTON, Dec. 20.—Tne Fayette 
County Grand Jury this afternoon indicted 
the Mayor of Lexington, Joseph B. Simrall, 


the four Police Commissioners, and 101 sa- 
loon keepers. The latter are indicted be- 
cause they kept their places of business 
open on Sundays, and the officials because 
they permitted the -aloons to be kept cpen. 
Only twenty-three saloons in the city es- 
caped. 

This wholesale indicting is caused by the 
local Women’s Christian Temperance Union, 
which has been trying in various ways to 
have the Sunday laws enforced. The union 
has frequently petitioned the officials to 
close the saloons on Sunday, but during the 
past Summer and Fall the saloons have run 
wide open on Sundays. Drunken men have 
interfered with ladies going to church, la- 
dies have been insulted on the streets by 
drunken men on Sundays, and the women 
of the Temperance Union finally hit upen 
gre plan which worked s0 successfully to- 

ay. 


They secured the help of the Bible College 
students, who visited the saloons on Sun- 
days and procured enoagh evidence to cause 
the indictments. An attorney will be em- 

loyed to prosecute the saloon men, and 
hey will be forced to pay the maximum fine 
of $50 if possible. Hereafter the ladies will 

rsue the same tactics to stop Sunday 
fiquor selling.

Mrs. Frederick Nathan Tells the Social 
Reform Club About Her 
Work. 


Mrs, Frederick Nathan, President of the 
Consumers’ League of the City of New 
York, spoke last evening before the Social 
Reform Club on the question of the en- 
forcement of the mercantile law concerning 
women and children. She began by giving 
a brief account of the work of the league 
and the Social Reform Club in getting the 
bill framed, and of the opposition which it 
encourtered in the Legislature by many 
retail merchants, who-sent a lawyer to 
Albany to fight it. Girls and boys had been 
made to work from early morning until 10 
o’clock and later at night, and there were 
instances during the Christmas holidays 
when girls who were paid $3 and $4 a week 
were kept until after midnight, and were 
not even given a super for their extra hours 
of labor. Many of the merchants who were 
opposed to the bill actually argued that if 
the bill became a law it would deprive them 
of some 600,000 hours of labor. 

There was a long fight over the bill, Mrs. 
Nathan continued, and then it was passed 
with an amendment, which its friends con- 


sidered better to accept, as the law as it 
Was passed was an entering wedge for 
more legislation further on. The duty of 
enforcing the law was delegated to the 
Board of Health in the different cities, as 
the State considered that it would have to 
pay too much for additional Factory In- 
spectors, under whose jurisdiction it would 
otherwise have fallen. The Board of Health 
in this city, which was then under the 
Presidency of Mr. Wilson, appointed a num- 
ber of mercantile Inspectors, who, however, 
did not have sufficient authority to make 
employers answer the questions put to them. 

When Michael C. or a was appointed 
President of the Health Department the 
Inspectors were dispensed with. But he 
was very courteous to the Consumers’ 
League, and wrote that he would be glad 
to send Inspectors to any stores that were 
pointed out. Data were sent, and the work 
was done as well as could be under the 
circumstances, but the Inspectors generally 
confined themselves to asking for informa- 
tion from the employers only, and not 
from the employes as well, which was done 
= the members of the league, as the em- 
ployers often concealed the true state of 
affairs. The members of the league, how- 
ever, were handicapped Sd want of author- 
ity, and in one place when Mrs. Nathan 
asked questions the proprietor told her to 
mind her own business. The law now com- 
pels proprietors to answer Inspectors under 
pain of arrcst. 

Mrs. Nathan expressed the opinion that 
provision should be made for the employ- 
ment of an adequate special corps of mer- 
cantile Inspectors. as there were still many 
violations of the law. During the past year 
799 such violations in the city were report- 
ed. Especially was the law violated on the 
east side, and Mrs, Nathan related an in- 
stance whére a five-year-old girl was daily 
carried to a fruit stand and was compelled 
to = all day long. Her dinner was brought 
to her. 

The large dry goods stores, Mrs. Nathan 
went on to say, were in favor of the law 
and had asked for its enforcement. Many 
members of the Retail Dealers’ Association 
who formery opposed the law now want to 
have it strictly enforced. One of them said 
it was a good thing, but he thought ft 
should be repealed if it is not enforced, al- 
though he believed that would be a step 
backward. 

During the past year 46,260 inspections 
have been made, and Mrs. Nathan hoped 
that all citizens would see that the law is 
enforced. She quoted eminent medical au- 
thorities here and in England to show the 
injury done to women who are kept stand- 
ing long. 


WILL EXTEND THEIR BUILDING. 


H. O’Neill & Co. to Make a Big Addi- 
tion to Their Present Store. 


H. O’Nelfll & Co. will begin the erection 
of a ten-story addition to their present 
store, on Sixth Avenue and Twentieth 
Street, with the coming of the New Year. 
The plans and specifications are in course 
of preparation by architects, and will be 
submitted this week. The»proposed addi- 


tion will run back from the rear of their 
stores 150 feet, and will extend from Twen- 
tieth to Twenty-first Street, 200 feet. Dwell- 
ing houses now occupy the ground on which 
the new structure will stand, but the prop- 
erty has been eos from time to time 
by O’Neill & Co. with this object in view. 

Warner S. Young, one of O’Neill & Co.’s 
managers, said last night: ‘‘ The buildin 
is to be a modern steel frame one, and will 
be fire-proof. It is intended to relieve the 
congested condition of the main store and 
to accommodate new departments. Work 
on it will be pushed forward as rapidly as 
possible.”’ 


TELEPHONES AND EASEMENTS. 


How the Laying of Cables May Affect 
Property Owners. 


THE NEW YORK TIMEs is in receipt of the 
following communication: 

The Bell Telephone Company are now runnin 
nests of their wires in leaded cables throug 
private property, yards, etc., .n Madison Ave- 
nue, and west toward Fifth Avenue. Are the 
owners of real estate aware that by giving con- 
sent they are fastening an easement on the 
title to their property which will prevent them 
ever giving a good title and clear warranty deed 
to the same, except subject to the rights granted 
to the telephone company? The men asking for 
the rights represent to the owners that they 
give nothi away and avoid having men go on 
the roofs of their houses. This is not true. They 
have now reached as far as the block between 
Sixtieth and Sixt---first Streets. It is a great pity 
they are deceiving the public. 

General Superintendent Thurber of the 
Bell Telephone Company, when the forego- 
ing letter was shown to him, admitted that 
the company was running its wires in the 
district referred to. ‘‘ This is an improve- 


ment,” he said, ‘“‘that the company has 
been carrying on for years, following the 
growth of the telephone service. Thus far 
property owners have been perfectly willing 
to have us make the change. The permits 
which they sign for the laying of under- 
ground cables are revocable on ninety days’ 
notice, and the company agrees to make 
good any damage that might be done. The 
clause making the permit revocable makes 
oo making of an easement out of the ques- 
tion.”’ 

Simon Sterne, when seen last night, called 
attention to the fact that twenty years 
would have to elapse before an easement 
could be fastened on the property. ‘ But,” 
said he, ‘“‘ the clause in the permit making 
it revocable only after ninety days’ notice 
may cause much inconvenience to owners 
who might desire 42 make alterations, im- 
provements, &c. e danger to the prop- 
erty owner is that the question seems of so 
slight importance that the wires might be 
allowed to remain on the property up to the 
twenty-year limit after the granting of the 
permit had passed out of mind.”

THE CHURCH AND THEATRE 


Minister and. Playwright at the 
Nineteenth Century Club. 


A MORAL QUESTION INVOLVED 


The Rev. Thomas BR. Slicer Finds Plays 
and Players He Admires, and Bron- 
son Howard Talks of Clergymen. 


The Nineteenth Century Club took up for 
discussion at its meeting at Delmonico’s 
last night ‘‘The Moral Ministry of the 
Stage.” “There was a large attendance. 
President John A. Taylor presided. The 
speakers were the Rev. Thomas R. Slicer, 
pastor of All Souls’ Unitariam Church, and 
Bronson Howard, the playwright. 

As to questions of morality, he said: 

“We must be moral. We are doomed, as 
human beings, to morality. A single indi- 
vidual may be deeply religious, but he can’t 
be moral. Robinson Crusoe might have 
been religious on his island, but he could 
not be moral until Friday came. It takes 
two to be moral. Whatever the stage is, it 
is that because of the potent wish of the 
public. The stage is no better than the 
public to which it appeals. It would do 
well, however, to put into some facile drama 
that book of George Meredith’s, ‘The Ego- 
ist.’ It would then show the majority of 
us what we are and the rest what we have 
so narrowly escaped.” [Laughter.] 

He said that the stage does harm when it 
puts before young girls such a play as ‘‘ The 
Tree of Knowledge” or “Tess of the 
D’Urbervilles,” as they are true pictures of 
“sane, normal life.’ 

*“‘No actor or actress,” he said, ‘* whose 
effrontery of immorality is a by-word 


among the people, should be allowed to in- 
teapret the moral sentiments of a great 

He compared two recent plays, as enacted 
in this citv, ‘‘ The Little inister’’ and 

The Christian,” and said: ‘I want to dis- 
tinguish between the morality that runs 
easily on its own gear and that which has 
to be driven in like a wedge. I saw ‘ The 
Christian’ twice, but have not yet discov- 
ered why it should have been called ‘ The 
Christian.” There was one Christian in the 
book, but he was left out of the play; that 
was the dog. [Laughter.] John Storm is 
not a Christian. He tries to be good, and 
is led aright by his love for Glory, and 
is led into evil by his grief because he fails 
to get her. We all feel that we should 
be glad if that ‘concert hall’ had been 
the means of grace if it could have been 
the hope of Glory. [Laughter.] 

“We enjoy and profit by the kind of pure 
fun that dear Rosina Vokes used to give 
us. If she hasn’t got a halo, when I get 
there I'll lend her mine. [Laughter. Vu 
lend it to Rosina part of the time an art 
of the time to Charles Lamb. [Laughter 
and my cee 

“In conclusion, I wish to align myself witn 
those who would raise the stage to what it 
ought to be by creating in the public a de- 
sire to have it what it ought to be.”” [Long 
applause. } 

Mr. Slicer advocated an endowed theatre, 
where talent could be cultivated and devel- 
oped to the highest capacity. 

Bronson Howard devoted himself chiefly, 
as he said, to the criticism of the stage by 
the pulpit. He said: “It is the clergy alone 
that has challenged the personal character 
of actors and actresses. I have never yet 
seen anybody that wanted a bad picture 
tis because it was painted by a good man. 
Laughter.] It is society that corrupts the 
stage, not the stage that corrupts society. 
We can only say to you, keep your society 
from our stage door. f{Laughter.] 

In the Heralds College, London, I saw a 
curious book made by the monks. It was 
a genealogy of an Nglish nobleman. At 
the end of the book in its little genealogical 
circle was the name of the nobleman, and 
at the ae also in its genealogical 
circle, as progenitor.of the noble house, was 
the name of God. The clergy, it seems to 
me, has merely reversed the process and 
put the name of God at the end. [Laugh- 
ter.) It has taken upon itself the care of 
the morality of the world. It claims to be 
responsible for the morulity of society.” 

e seid the atom is a mirror of life, not a 
teacher of morality. It should be free to 
deal with all life. ‘“‘ We are repeatedly told 
that the young girl cannot safely go to the 
theatre. Let her parents keep her away. 
I do not accept responsibility for her moral 
teaching. That responsibility rests with 
her parents and teachers. There is no more 
a@ question of morality in the drama than in 
mathematics. But it has a moral use, I 
object to the word ‘ mission.’ It has too sa- 
cred a meaning, The stage—art—has no 
morals. But if the world had preserved the 
art and drama of Greece we would not have 
had the Dark Ages, in which religion itself 
produced the Inquisition and the burning 
of witches in New England. Religion need- 
ed in those dark days her two helpmeets— 
art and science.” [Long ee.) 

Supper was served after the discussion. 


THE KEELY MOTOR COMPANY. 


Stockholders Hardly Know What to Do 
Now that Keely Is Dead—Mys- 
terious Communication. 


PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 20.—The first 
meeting of the stockholders of the Keely 
Motor Company since the death of John W. 
Keely, the inventor, was held in this city 
to-day. Charles S. Hill, attorney for the 
inventor’s widow, stated that Keely’s 
secret did not exist in manuscript, but that 
Keely had made a suggestion before his 
death that T. B. Kinraid of Boston was the 
one man who could successfully carry out 
his idea. <A long and spirited discussion 
ensued as to what course should be pur- 
sued. It was finally agreed to leave the 
entire matier in the hands of the Board of 
Directors. 

After Mr. Hill had made his statement he 
announced that he had a secret which he 
would impart to one man. This communi- 
cation, he said, was of a nature to encour- 
age the stockholders and to induce them to 
leave everything in Kinraid’s hands for one 
year. John J, Smith, one of the Directors 
of the company, was appointed to confer 
with the lawyer. Meantime the stockhold- 
ers elected the following Directors: B. L. 
Ackerman, George H. astings, John J. 
Smith, A. M. Clomney of New York, and 
Lancaster Thomas, Sylvester Snyder, and 
John Marston of this city. 

To-night Mr. Smith reported that he was 
not yet thoroughly satisfied as to what 
would be most desirable, but that the secret 
imparted to him by Mr. Hill offered great 
encouragement to the stockholders. Mr. 
Smith could not be induced to divulge any 
of the information given him.

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‘CHICAGO STREET FRANCHISES. 


How a Practical Joke on Mayor Harri- 
son’s Friends in the Council 
Affected the Fight. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—The Committee on 
City Hall, which now has charge of all 
street car franchise matters, will not meet 
until after the Allen law is repealed, and 
until it does the ordinance now in its care 
cannot be got before the Council. Should 
the law be repealed by the Legislature, then 
this committee probably will get together 
and agree on some kind of an ordinance 
which will meet with the approval of the 
Mayor. But in the meantime there is no 
chance of its doing anything. 

The manner in which the Committee on 
City Hall happened to be composed of “ re- 
form” Aldermen is a curious example of 
how a practical joke can come back to 
plague the jokers. When the fight over the 
make-up of the Council committees was had 
last Spring a number of the Mayor’s friends 
among the Democratic Aldermen refused to 
go into the party caucus. With the aid of 
Republican votes the Caucus Committees 
were chosen, and to punish the objectors, 
the Committees on City Hall and Street 
Nomenclature, two bodies which up to that 
time never had had a meeting and never 
expected to have one, were filled up with 
the Aldermanic friends of the Mayor. 

It was considered a good joke at the time, 
but now the all-important extension ordi- 
nance is put in the charge of one of those 
despised committees. 

Insinuations of boodle and bribery are cur- 
rent at Oak Park, and the Grand Jury took 
cognizance of them. In less than ten hours 
after thé passage of the ordinance through 


the Cicero Town Board granting an ex- 
tension of the street car francl.ises in the 
town for fifty years at 8-cent fares, the in- 
quisitorial body was preparing to investi- 
gate the methods employed in securing the 
enactment of the measure. 

Tne Cicero and Proviso Road, which got 
the concession, is leased by Yerkes’s West 
Chicago Street Railway Company, and has 
the following officers: President—John M. 
Roach; Vice President—George <A. Yuille; 
Secretary—Henry G. Foreman; Treasurer— 
L. S. Owsley. These officers also constitute 
the Board of Directors.

which Mr. Gibbs was rejected will be a 
thorough one. Mr. Gibbs’s friends are de- 
termined to make it such, and the leading 
members of the club insist that the accusa- 
tions be sifted in order to protect the good 
Mame of the institutién. The prosecution 
of the charges of irregular voting, it is un- 
derstood, will be in the hands of Job E. 
fiedges, who was himself a witness of what 
he characterizes as an “error” in voting on 
the part of one or more members. Mr. 
(Hedges was formerly City Magistrate, and 
before that private secretary to Mayor 
Strong. 

Friends of Mr. Gibbs said yesterday that 


Bffidavits and the testimony of eye-witnesses 
would be produced to show that more than 
one member of the club was guilty of “‘ re- 
ng.”” James E. March, leader of the 
xth Assembly District, will testify that 
he saw a cert member, who is described 
@s a retired merchant, prominent in the 
club, but not in politics, vote once and 
then follow the teller who carried the hat 
into another room, where he voted again. 
Mr. March, it is said, called the attention 
of Mr. Hedges to the conduct of this man, 
and while they were watching him they 
saw him vote a third time.

oing to happen. I received a letter last 

nday telling me that a combination had 
been formed to ‘do me’ and advising me 
not to allow my name to go before the club. 
I proposed to stay in the fight to the finish. 
I told my friends in case my name was re- 
jected to move to have the proceedings 
Spread on the minutes, so as to put the men 
who were responsible for it on record. I 
have been in politics a long time, and no 
doubt I have hit some of those fellows pret- 
“ty hard. They were waiting for a chance 
to ‘knock’ me and they have had their 
inning. But my time will come. I’m not 
sore, however, and I’m not going. out of 
politics. 

“My friends in the club have been after 
me for years to join, but I knéw that some 
members were opposed to me, and I re- 
fused. Half the members whe voted against 
me never saw me, but they had been told 
that I wanted to get into the club in order 
to control it.” er? 

M¥."Gtbbs’s application was signed by Sec- 
retary of the Interior Cornelius N. Bliss, an 
ex-President of the club, and indorsed by 
Chauncey M, Depew, President, and John 
Sabine Smith, another ex-President. Under 
date of Dec. 9, Dr. Depew addressed to the 
Committee on Admissions a letter which 
said of Mr. Gibbs: ‘“ He is an active, ener- 
getic, and most intelligent Republican, in 
every way a clubbable man, and I believe 
his- election would promote the best interest 
of our organization.”’

Some of these were there 
last night. With active opposition, it is not 
hard to gst the one vote out of five neces- 
Sary to blackball an applicant. The vote 
was taken informally. and there may have 
been irregulariti These charges will be 
sifted to the bottom.”’ 

Ex-Police Commissioner Thomas L. Ham- 
ilton, William Halpin, and Albert Fergu- 
son, all from Mr. Gibbs’s district, who were 
elected to membership at the time he was 
rejected, will, it is said, decline the honor 
if Mr. Gibbs is finally rejected. Threats of 
resignation were made by various members 
of the club yesterday. If, on second trial, 
Mr. Gibbs fails to go through, many of his 
supporters will withdraw from the club. 
On the other hand, if he becomes a mem- 
ber, a number of those who are violently 
opposed to him will, it is expected, drop 
out. The opinion appeared to be general 
among local Republicans yesterday that 
the incident was likely to put an end to 
the plan for making the club the head- 
quarters of the party, as the Democratic 
Club is. for Tammany Hall, if it did not 
cause it to split worse than ever. When 
Mr. Depew was elected President a year 
ago, it was on a harmony platform, and 
the committees were all made up with a 
view to giving the organization and anti- 
organization men an equal show. The 
blackballing of Mr. Gibbs, it is feared, may 
reopen the old fights, and relegate the club 
to the contro] of one faction of the party. 

William Brookfield has resigned from the

TAMMANY COOLLY SWINDLED. 


Various Friendly Politicians at the 
Syracuse Convention (harged Their 
Hetel Bills to the Hall. 


That aggregation of political bigwigs 
Styled the Tammany Hall General Commit- 
tee, which is popularly supposed to be com- 
posed of men who couldn’t possibly get the 
worst of any deal, has confessed that it has 
been swindled, and that by a lot of country 
hotel keepers. Time was when a Tammany 
man was reputed to be beyond the reach of 
swindlers, but since a Chicago Alderman 
borrowed $50 from Richard Croker and for- 
got to repay it, this reputation has been 
slipping away, and now it is the central or- 
ganization and not a single member of it 
that is the victim. 

When the Tammany tribesmen moved en 
masse on Syracuse just before thé last State 
Convention the hotel keepers of the Salt 
City promptly raised the rates on every- 


thing from hard-boiled eggs to champagne. 
It was known to them that the General 
Committee had abundant resources, and 
that the members of the delegations were 
“‘ spenders.’’ In view of the fact that Tam- 
many had a cut-and-dried programme made 
up for the + Paes men the New York con- 
tingent lived up to the limit of its reputa- 
tion, and for two or three days Syracuse 
was a veritable Tenderloin. Even the big 
rolls of money carried by the braves couldn’t 
Stand an onslaught like that, and when the 
day of reckoning came many a brave found 
himself unable to liquidate his hotel bill. 
New York was far away, and in order that 
they might get home before Winter set in 
many of the impoverished ones settled by 
telling the hotel keepers to ‘“‘ charge it to 
Tammany.” Tammany’s credit was elastic, 
and in due course of time the charges were 
made and the bills were forwarded. Then 
the trouble poe. 

Thomas F. Smith, Secretary of the Gen- 
eral Committee, received so many bills for 
unpaid board and bar account that he start- 
ed an investigation. He visited the several 
district leaders and obtained lists of those 
who had paid their bills, as well as those 
who had not, and, after comparing them 
with the vouchers turned in by the hotel 
keepers, he made up his mind that he would 
investigate. He went to Syracuse and found 
that a number of men unknown to Tam- 
many Hall had enjoyed the -¢ ry of 
various hotels and had charged it to Tam- 
many. When these facts were laid before 
the hotel keepers, Mr. Smith succeeded in 
having the alleged debts of the organization 
cut down by $300, and he hopes to save 
more money when the investigation is car- 


ried further.

POLLS OPEN FOR SOLDIER VOTE. 


It Took 2,880 Inspectors to Receive 
and Canvass 1,683 Ballots. 


The Boards of Election Inspectors met in 
720 of the 883 election districts of New York 
County at 8 o’clock yesterday morning to 
receive the soldier vote, which arrived a 
few days ago from the office of the Secre- 
There are four Inspectors in 
each district, or 2,880 in all. It took this 
number of men to receive and canvass 1,683 
ballots. In other words, there were nearly 
two Inspectors for each ballot—a fact which 


led more than one of the Inspectors to re- 
mark that it was rather a complicated sys- 
tem. 

The Inspectors’ duties were very simple 
and took but a short time. The ballots 
were taken out of the envelopes in which 
they came inclosed and were deposited in 
the ballot boxes. Then they were taken 
out of the boxes, counted, and sealed up in 
other envelopes. After this formality the 
polls were declared closed, and the Chair- 
man of each board took the ballots to the 
County Clerk’s office. The County Clerk 
had received nearly all of them before 
noon. They will remain in his office until 
10 o’clock to-morrow morning, when they 
will be taken to the Aldermanic Chamber 
in the City Hall and counted by the Board 
of County Canvassers. 

In each of quite a number of districts the 
four Inspectors found that they had only 
one vote to count. ‘' This is all blamed fool- 
ishnegs,’’ remarked one’ of the Chairmen, 
‘“‘when our whole Board of Inspectors is 
called out to receive one vote that doesn’t 
have the slightest effect upon the result.”’ 

The soldier vote will not change the re- 
sult in any district. 


Columbia County Soldiers’ Vote. 


HUDSON, N. Y., Dec. 20.—The soldiers’ 
vote was canvassed to-day and completed, 
with the exception of 5 votes yet to be 
The result is as follows:

The speakers all agreed that “the best 
friends cf thei: race, in the advocacy of 
human rights and eqvality of citizenship, 
were to be found in New England, as sta- 
tistics would show,” and the result of the 
meeting was the organization of a Henry 
Cabot Lodge New England Presidential As- 
sociation. 

The association will advocate Mr. Lodge 
for President, with a possible combination 
with Theodore Roosevelt of New York. 


THEY HOPE TO CARRY KENTUCKY 


Republican Committeeman Thinks 
that the State Favors “ Expansion.” 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Dec, 20.—Chairman C. 
M. Barnett of the Republican State Cen- 
tral Committee believes that the Republic- 
ans will carry the State next year, on the 
question of expansion. He said to-day: 

“In this, the Louisville district, there are 
two factions in the party, but these will 


unite on the ticket selected by the conven- 
tion. In the Second District there is a dis- 
agreement between the so-called~ Fowler- 
Jolly factions, and in the Eleventh District, 
between the Colson-White factions. Of 
course there may be some wrangling prior 
to the date of the convention, and also some 
trouble over contested delegations.

The bronchial troche, the menthol bottle, 
and the hacking cough held. undiminished 
sway in Recorder Goff’s courtroom yester- 
day, for nearly every one in the big crowd 
of curiosity seekers who had come to wit- 
ness the progress of the trial of Mrs. Fayne 
Moore had a cold or a touch of the grip.

COLORADO SPRINGS, Col., Dec. 20.—A 
strike of gold in the Trickler tunnel, being 
driven through Pike’s Peak to increase the 
water supply of this city, has caused in- 
tense excitement in Colorado Springs. A 
splendid vein bearing large quantities of 
silvanite has been encountered by the con- 
tractor, George W. Jackson, and samples 
of the find assay up in the thousands. To- 
day pieces of the ore were roasted, and 
particles of gold were apparent in the rock. 

The discovery is of the utmost importance 
to this city, as the riches will revert to the 
City of Colorado Springs. Experts who 
have examined the property say that mill- 
ions of dollars’ worth of gold is contained 
in the vein encountered. 


WIFE’S DOMICILE INDEPENDENT. 


Husband’s Right to Inherit Denied by 
a St. Louis Judge. 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 20.—Circuit Judge Wood 
has reversed the ruling of the Probate Gourt 
in regard to the administration of the estate 
of Mrs, Mary B. McPherson, holding that 
a wife’s domicile is not dependent upon that 
of her husband. 

Mrs. McPherson was, at the time of her 
death, in 1895, and had been.for many years, 
a resident of St. Louis. She left no chil- 
dren. At the time of her death she was 


preparing to remove to Rochester, N. Y., 
the home of her husband; William J. Mec- 
Pherson, She made no will, and under the 
laws of Missouri her estate should go to 
her brothers, Horatio B. Locke and William 
C. Locke, of Worcester, Mass. 

McPherson contended that the estate 
should be settled according to the laws of 
New York, on the theory that the marriage 
made his domicile hers. This would make 
him sole heir. He took out letters of admin- 
istration in New York.

HAVANA, Dec. 20.—Captain General Jimi- 
nez Castellanos informed Brig. Gen. Clous 
to-day that the evacuation of Havana would 
te completed on or before Jan. 1. Fourteen 
transports are due to arrive from Spain dur- 
ing the next ten days. There are 16,000 
Spanish troops still in Havana and its en- 
virons, but the last few thousand will em- 
bark simultaneously. 

This information was particularly agree- 
able to the Americans, because all Spanish 
troops who remain here after Jan. 1 will 
have to be protected. 

The Eighth and Tenth Regular Infantry 
Regiments had been ordered by the United 
States Evacuation Commissioners from 
Quemados to occupy the coast batteries 
here, but the order was changed at the ré- 
quest of Gen. Castellanos, who feared that 
a conflict of authority mieht.occur should 
the Americans occupy the batteries previ- 
ous to the Spanish evacuation. 

Commodore B. J. Cromwell reported to the 
United States Evacuation Commissioners to- 
day that ‘the would take over the arsenal 


and naval property of Spain in Havana 
after Jan. 1, and be Captain of the Port. 

The Spanish immovable property, accord- 
ing to the inventory, is estimated to be 
worth about $5,000,000. The inventory is a 
huge document, containing many. hundred 
pages of manuscript, and gives full details 
of the Spanish property in Cuba. 

At noon to-day. Major Russell B. Harri- 
60n, with a detachment of the First North 
Carolina’ Regiment, raised the Stars and 
Stripes over Fort Atares in full sight of the 
wreck of the United- States battleship 
Maine. Major Harrison, as provost of the 
Seventh Army Corps, is charged to preserve 
order in Cerro, Atares, and Jesus del Monte, 
the suburbs of Havana. Two companies of 
the Second Illinois Regiment and two of the 
First North Carolina Regiment are doing 
guard duty. 

The Cuban irreconcilables talk of over- 
turning the Queen Regent’s statue in Cen- 
tral Park on Jan. 1. Gen. Greene says the 
statue will be taken down, carefully boxed, 
and offered to Spain, no indignity being 
allowed. 

Although Admiral Sampson has gone 
North, the other United States Evacuation 
Commissioners will remain until after the 
New Year, pending the evacuation of other 
parts of the island. 

Col. Moulton and Capt. McCullagh con- 
tinue their examinations of candidates for 
the police force, assisted with advice by 
Gen. Mario Menocal, the ranking Cuban 
officer in Havana Province. They wish to 
have the moral assistance of the Cuban 
chiefs in preserving order. 

Last night, while an American lady from 
Richmond, Va., was walking with her hus- 
band in Central Park, she was struck in 
the side by a spent rifle bullet, which’ creat- 
ed a flesh wound. No report was heard at 
the time. 


IMPRISONED: AT HAVANA. 


New York Man Arrested While Oper- Brighton. 


ating a Little Flag Shop in the 
Cuban Capital. 


HAVANA, Dec. 20.— Samuel L. Israel of 
243 West Forty-ninth Street, New York, 
opened a few days ago a little store on 
Obispo Street for selling American flags 
and jewelry. His wife last night appealed 
in tears to Gen. Greene, saying that Israel 
had been arrested, and that she could not 


find him. Gen. Greene sent Capt. Mott to 
Capt. Gen. Castellanos, asking that Israel 
be produced. In an hour an aide de camp 
of the Captain General brought the man to 
Gen. Greene, at the Hotel Inglaterra. He 
had been in the Furza Prison. 

Israel says that at 5 o’clock yesterday 
afternoon a Spanish Lieutenant entered his 
store, tore down the flags, and broke the 
showcase with his sword. Later he sent 
three men who arrested Israel. He was 
well treated while a prisoner. 

Gen. Greene considers that, as Israel is 
free, nothing more need be done by the 
American authorities. Israel filed a com- 
plaint with Mr. Jerome, the British Vice 
Consul, who refused to consider it. 


Sameul L. Israel is the son of Mrs. Mary 
M. Israel of 243 West Forty-ninth Street. 
Mrs. Israel keeps a boarding house at that 
address. She had heard nothing of the ar- 
rest of her son until it was told to her by a 
newspaper man yesterday, and the news 
completely unnerved her. When she learned 
that he had been released her anxiety was 
of course removed, but she still showed by 
the agitation the severity of the shock she 
had suffered. 

“My son is an American citizen, born in 
this city,”” said Mrs. Israel. ‘‘ He went to 
Cuba in August and opened his store in 
Havana. Since that time in his letters he 
has never spoken of having had any trouble 
with the Spaniards. He is a quiet, peaceable 
man, and gets into trouble with no one. 
This Spanish officer must have been the 
offender.”’ 

“Do you know what kind of flags your 
son had for sale?’’ Mrs. Israel was asked. 

‘IT suppose he had Cuban and American 
flags,”’ she said. ‘‘ The matter appears to 
be all settled now, and I don’t want to talk 
about it any further.” 


FIRST NEW YORK NEAR HOME. 


Passes Through Chicago and Toledo 
on the Way Eastward—Sick- 
ness at Honolulu. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 20.—Two trainloads of 
troops, consisting of five companies of the 
First New York Volunteers, arrived in 
Chicago to-day, over the Burlington Road 
from San Francisco. The troops were Com- 
panies I, from Middletown, Capt. McIntyre; 
Company L, from Newburg, Capt. Sheehan, 
and Company A, Capt. Palmer; Company 
B, Capt. Manson, and Company D, Capt. 
Gracie, all from Albany. The total of 472 
men were under the command of Col. T. H. 
Barber. They proceeded eastward on the 
Lake Shore and Michigan Southern Rail- 
road. The remainder of the regiment, 
which left Honolulu several days after this 


detachment, has reached San Francisco, and 
will proceed East at once. 

This regiment, since last August, has 
been doing garrison duty in and around 
Honolulu. One Hundred and fifty sick were 
jeft in the army hospital at the Hawaiian 
capital. Few of them were seriously ill. 
During the four months the regiment has 
spent in the tropics twenty of its number 
died. Col. Barber said that those critically 
ill were doing well when he left, as they 
had been changed from the hospital in 
which they had been first placed to one on 
higher ground. He tied that the reports 
in regard to the sickness both at Camp Mc- 
Kinley and at Camp Otis were very much 
exaggerated. 

‘Of course,’’ said he, ‘“‘ there was lots of 
it, but very little of a really alarming char- 
acter. Taking Northern men into a tropical 
climate will always result in more or less 
sickness. Both Camp McKinley, which was 
under my command, and Camp Otis, under 
the command of Major Paul, a regular 
army’ officer of over thirty-seven years’ ex- 
perience, were absolutely clean. Not only 
were the camps given the regular policing 
twice a day, but every one of the 1,700 men 
present was requir to assist in keeping 
the grounds and the sinks as clean as possi- 
ble. A good deal of the sickness was caused 
by the men persisting in drinking bad water. 


pressed by the authorities and its editor ar- 
rested for printing libelous articles.

It is reported that the rebels are imposing 
burdens on commerce within the very walls 
of Manila. For instance, a per capita tax 
is levied upon every passenger who is fool- 
ish enough to accede to the demands upon 
the ferry across the bay to Cavite. Then, 
again, collectors stand at the gates of all 
the large factories on pay day and mulct 
the employes according to their salaries as 
they leave, Of course, this only affects the 
Filipinos. 


Philip Naval Commander at Havana. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Admiral Samp- 
son having sailed from Havana for New 
York on his flagship, the New York, Com- 
modore Philip, on the Texas, will be the 
commanding officer of the American -naval 


forces at Hayana, by virtue of his seniority, 
but Admiral Sampson retains.command of 
the entire North Atlantic station. It is his 
purpose, upon arriving in the United States, 
to rest for two weeks. It it not expected 
that the Admiral will return to Havana, as 
the Evacuation Commission will have com- 
pleted its work before the first of the year. 


REV. DR. BAAR TO RESIGN. 


Has Been Superintendent of the He- 
brew Orphan Asylum Many 
Years. 


The Rev. Dr. Herman Baar, who for more 
than twenty-two years has been Superin- 
tendent of the Hebrew Benevolent and Or- 
phan Asylum Society of the City of New 
York, has decided that he has earned afrest, 
and will resign his office next Spring. It 
is his intention to prepare and present the 
seventy-sixth annual report of the orphan 
asylum next May, and then revisit his na- 
tive land, Germany, and also England, 
where he lived many years and for which 
country he has a warm spot in his heart. 

Dr. Baar was born in 1826 near the City 
of Hanover, Prussia. As a boy he attend- 
ed college in Hanover, and having passed 
there, went to the University of Goettingen. 
After graduation from the university he en- 
gaged himself as a.teacher in the Jacobson 
School, at Seesen, Duchy of Brunswick, the 
little town from which the Steinway family 
came to New York. In 1855 Dr. Baar went 
to England, where for two years he studied 
the English language and taught school at 
He was then called as minister 
to the Seel Street Congregation, in Liver- 


pool, where he labored for eleven years. He 
preached one inclement day before an open 
grave, and caught such a severe cold that 
he lost his voice and was compeled to re- 
tire from the ministry. His physicians pre- 
scribed a warmer climate, and he sailed for 
New Orleans, where he spent seven years 
as a teacher. In the year 1876 he came to 
New York and took the office he is now to 
relinquish—an office whose great responsi- 
bilities have seldom permitted him even a 
brief vacation. He has witnessed the steady 
growth in strength and usefulness of the 
institution so near to his heart, and enjoyed 
from year to year an ever growing ac- 
quaintanceship, and grew constantly in the 
regard of his fellows. In his last report to 
the Trustees, Dr. Baar said of the Hebrew 
Orphan Asylum: 

As a proof that we were steadily advancing 
in our great purposes and aims, it may be per- 
mitted to me to state to you that with a small 
handful of about ten orphans, with whom we 
began our noble work in years that have long 
passed, we have reached at present the con- 
siderable numbef of 850 inmates, who, in fact, do 
not merely form a sort of beehive, but rather 
a little city in magnitude and extent. * * * If 
we take into account that nearly sixty girls and 
sixty boys have left our asylum during the last 
year, I can almost say that about 1,000 children 
have been fed, housed, and educated in our 
home. . 


It has been Dr. Baar’s practice for years 
to deliver each Saturday an address to his lit- 
tle charges on some homely or religious sub- 
ject, and several volumes of these addresses 
have been published. One of these, a hand- 
some volume, was printed by the boys of the 
Hebrew Industrial Schoo?. Dr. Baar’s lib- 
eral views are thus expressed by himself: 
“As regards the religious education of our 
children, it has always been my endeavor 
to avoid every extreme, either to the one or 
the other side. An institution like ours 
should ever be kept free from radical senti- 
ment and feeling.’”’ 


Dr. John B. Hamilton Dying. 


ELGIN, Ill, Dec. 20.—Physicians have 
given up hope for the recovery of Dr. John 
B. Hamilton, Superintendent of the State 
Insane Asylum. Dr. Hamilton was former- 
ly Surgeon General of the United States 


Marine Hospital Service. He was also 
widely known as the editor of The Journal 
of the American Medical Association. Dr. 
Hamilton has been suffering for ten days 
from intestinal troubles.

TOOK FATHER AT HIS WORD. 


Denounced for Stealing $3, Young 
Herbst, a Trusted Messenger, 
Drank Acid—Father Frantic. 


To buy clothes, pay his board and laundry 
bills,» and, as he often said, ‘‘ look as good 
as the crher fellows,’’ out of $4 a week 
was too great a problem for young Charles 
Herbst of 41 First Avenue to solve, and 
last night he gave it up. He bought half 
a pint of carbolic acid, and, drinking most 
of it, died before his old father could realize 
what it alt meant. 

Several years ago the father, a cigar- 
maker by trasze, came to this country from 
Germany. He could get no work, and 
finally started to make cigars for a sweat- 
shop contractor. He saved enough from 
his wages to send to Germany for his son, 
Charles. The mother and the rest of the 
family were to be brought over later. For 
a time all went well. The young fellow 
got work as a messenger boy, and at the 
end of his first week brought home four 
big shining silver dollars and gave them 
to his father. ‘It’s sixteen marks,’’ he 
said. ‘Soon now we will send for mother 
and all the resi.” It was not long, how- 
ever, before the boy, rapidly taking on 
American notions and ideas, found it harder 
to get along He met other boys of his 
age, and there were little social demands to 
be met, and he found the 75 cents allowed 
by the father as spending money pitifully 
small. ‘‘In Germany it would be all right,’’ 
he would say, “‘ but here it’s nothing at all.” 

Monday the boy received a package to 
deliver on which he was to collect $3. On 
his way trough the shopping district he 
passed a large mirror, and noticed that his 
hat was faded and shabby. He was tempt- 
ed, and for the first time he listened to the 
evil spirit. 

“I can get it from father,” he said, ‘‘ and 
pay it back to-morrow.’ Once inside the 
shop he bought a hat and an umbrella. 
When he told his father what he had done 
and asked for the money, the old man 
was furious. It was dishonest, he said, 
and he would not pay the money. He told 
the boy he would be arrested, and he hoped 
this would happen. He only meant to 


erenpee him so that he would not do it 
again. 

The boy was so ashamed of what he had 
done that yesterday morning he refused to 
go to work. The father went to the em- 
ployers and explaining what the boy had 
done, asked them for mercy and promised 
he would make good the amount. To his 
surprise Charlie’s employer laughed, and 
said it would be “all right,” that Charlie 
was one of his best boys, and must come 
to work at noon. Instead of going to work 
the boy dressed himself and went out. He 
told his father he would be back at 6 
o’clock. 

When the father, who had also gone out, 
came back at 7 o'clock the lamp was lit 
and burning low. Lying on the bed, under 
the covers he saw his son apparently 
asleep. ‘‘ The poor boy is sick. e is sor- 
ry,’ thought the father, and he stole quietly 
over to the bed and bent over his son. He 
was about to kiss his forehead when he 
discovered the tell-tale marks about the 
mouth, and then for the first time de- 
tected the strange odor of the poison. 
Glancing hurriedly about he saw the empty 
flask and the grinnin skull and cross 
bones of the poison label told him too 
plainly what had happened. He tried to 
arouse the boy, but in vain. 

The father’s grief was most Sp He 
tore his hair and blamed himself for what 
he called his impatience with the boy. It 
was feared that the old man might attempt 
suicide, and two policemen from ‘the East 
Fifth Street Station were detailed by their 
Captain to guard him until such time as 
friends may care for him. 


LATE H. C. CHAPIN’S WEALTH. 


Michigan Millionaire Failed in busi- 
mess Once; Then Fortune Over- 
whelmed Him with Her Favors. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, Dec. 20.—H. C. Chapin, 
who died last week, was reputed to be the 
richest man in the State of Michigan, and 
yet it is doubted if ever a man made less 
effort to accumulate wealth. 

Something over a quarter of a century ago 
Mr. Chapin was engaged in the dry goods 
business at Niles, Mich., where he failed. 
His integrity and honesty of purpose had 
always been recognized, and when he turned 
over to the creditors absolutely everything, 
even the family home, which had been in 
his wife’s name, it was no great surprise. 
The creditors generously returned the home- 
stead, with their compliments. 

Included in the property turned over to 
the creditors was a quarter section of ap- 
parently worthless land in the upper penin- 
sula. His son-in-law had purchased these 
160 acres, but subsequently borrowed $500 
from Mr. Chapin, giving therefor a war- 
ranty deed for the quarter section. The 


tract of land seemed to do very little but 
accumulate taxes, and the creditors declined 
to have anything to do with it, and handed

and Tenth Sts. 


4 bats to Mr. Chapin along with the home- 
stead. 

One day some prospectors working in the 
upper peninsula discovered traces of rich 
iron ore on the Chapin quarter section. 
They called upon him and made a proposi- 
tion to give him 40 cents royalty on all the 
iron ore taken out of the mine they pro- 
posed to open on his property. He had 
meanwhile gone into the life insurance busi- 
—. and readily consented to the propo- 
sition. 

One day while Mr. Chapin was engaged in 
a friendly game of penuchle with L. Frank- 
enberg, who has for many years been a 
well-known merchant in this city, the sub- 
ject of his quarter section and its deposits 
of ore came up. Chapin told Frankenberg 
he might have a half interest in it for 
$1,500. Frankenberg had the money lying 
in the local bank, but said he was simply 
a merchant, doing a good business, and did 
not believe a clothing merchant had any 
business to speculate in mining property. 

Mr. Frankenberg has been twitted about 
this matter so frequently since that it has 
become a very tender subject to him. The 
ore mines soon proved to be among the 
richest ever discovered. Riches piled upon 
top of riches, until Mr. Chapin, out of sheer 
desperation and a determination to get rid 
of some of his capital, invested almost at 
haphazard in some Chicago real estate, in 
which he told his friends he had very little 
confidence. ms Investments prov veri- 
table gold mines. He speculated right and 
left, and everything he touched seemed to 
turn to gold. , 


RAILROAD RATES IN KANSAS. 


Legislature Likely to Order Them Re- 
duced, Together with Express 
and Telegraph Tolls. 


TOPEKA, Kan., Dec. 20.—The special ses- 
sion of the Kansas Legislature which will 
convene to-morrow will pass a railroad bill 
reducing freight rates in the State from 15 
to 20 per cent. Express charges will be re- 
duced 25 per cent. and telegraph charges 40 
per cent. 

The Legislative Committee made its re- 
port to-night, and formal action and con- 
‘currence will follow in the general caucus 
to-morrow night. 


WISCONSIN CENTRAL’S CREDITORS. 


MILWAUKEE, Wis., Dec. 20.—Creditors 
of the Wisconsin Central have appealed to 
the Circuit Court of Appeals from the re- 
cent order of Judge Jenkins authorizing the 
Directors to make a new issue of recetver’s 
certificates, amounting to $1,000,000, to be 
known as the equipment certificates. The 
appeal is taken by Mark T. Cox of Robert 
Winthrop & Co., New York. 

Notwithstanding the appeal, contracts 
have been let for nearly an entirely new 
freight equipment, but a decision will prob- 
ably be given before the delivery of the 
cars begins. 


Southern Pacific Prospering. 


SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 20.—A financial 
statement just issued by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company shows that for the month of 
October the gross earnings of the company 
reached $5,556,726. This is an increase of 
*'.125,091 over the same month last year. 
For the four months ending with Oct. 31 
last the gross earnings aggregated $20,980,- 
225, an increase of $1,336,920 over the cor- 
responding period of last year. During the 

ear ending June 30, 1898, the com- 
pany increased the gross earnings about 
$7,000,000 over the figures for 1897. The 
company has just placed with several East- 
ern firms contracts for new cars and loco- 
motives of an aggregate value of about 
$2,000,000,

CLEVELAND, Ohio, Dec. 20.—In the 
United States Court H. F. Carlton has been 
appointed special master to sell the prop- 
erty of the Wheeling and Lake Erie Rail- 


way Company under the decree of foreclos- 
‘re and sale issued at Cincinnati by Judge 
Taft. It is provided that the sale shall 
take place in Toledo. Ohio, within three 
months, and no bid of less than $1,000,000 
shall be received. The proceeds will apply 
on a mortgage held by the Central Trust 
Company of New York.

THE MASSACHUSETTS INQUIRY. 


Testimony That the Battleship Struck 
a Sanken Obstruction. 


The naval board of inquiry appointed to 
investigate the accident to the baitleship 
Massachusetts on Nov. 10 met at the Brook- 
lyn ,Navy Yard yesterday. The testimony 
given before the board was to the effect 
that the warship did not strike on Diamond 
Reef, but upon some movable obstruction. 

Capt. Nicol Ludlow, commander of the 
Massachusetts, who was the first witness 
examined, was asked why he left the navy 


yard at low water. In reply he said that 
he simply obeyed orders in leaving at that 
time ana that he had been advised that 
there was no danger in going out at_low 
tide. In addiuion to Navy Yard Pilot Bell, 
he stated, he had Sandy Hook Pilot Weaver 
on board, as he had heard that the outer 
buoy beyona the Hook had been carried 
away, and he wished to avoid all risks. 
He testified that the battleship was not 
forced to change her-course at any time 
in the entire trip from the navy yard to 
Tompkinsville, and she followed the proper 
channels all the way. Capt. Ludlow told 
the board that the Massachusetts was go- 
ing at half speed and with a slow ebb tide 
when she struck the obstruction, which, he 
believed, was movable. Between the Bat- 
tery and Governors Island, he said, the 
battleship crossed the bows of the Staten 
Island ferryboat Castleton, but the ferry- 
boat, he declared, did not cause the Massa- 
chusetts to cnange her course. Capt. Lud- 
low said that he felt no shock when the 
battleship struck. He concluded his testi- 
mony by stating that he had no complaint 
to make against either of the pilots or 
against any of the ship’s officers. 

Lieut. Potts, navigating officer of the 
Massachusetts, corroborated the _ state- 
ments of Capt. Ludlow regarding the speed 
and location at the time of the accident. 
He declared positively that the Massachu- 
setts was in the channel at the time. 
Lieut. Potts also gave it as his opinion 
that the battleship ran over a movable ob- 
struction, and that she dislodged it. 

Pilot Bell’s testimony was corroborative. 
He said, in addition, that the tide at the 
time of the accident was not too low for 
safety. Pilot Weaver and Lieut. Com- 
mander Sehroeder also corroborated the tes- 
timony of the other witnesses. 

The board will meet again this morning 
and continue its inquiries. The belief pre- 
vails among the officials at the yard that 
neither the pilots nor the officers of the 
ship will be held responsible for the acci- 
dent. 


KID McPARTLAND KNOCKED OUT. 


East Side Lightweight Beaten in 


Three Rounds by “ Dal” Hawkins. 


“Kid” McPartland, the east side light- 
weight pugilist, met his Waterloo at the 
Lenox Athletic Club last night, when, in 
the third round of a bout that was to have 
gone twenty-five rounds, his opponent, 
‘“*Dal” Hawkins of California, let fly a 
long left swing that landed flush on Mc- 


Partland’s jaw and knocked him out. Mc- 
Partiand went to the floor like a log, and 
was insensible when his seconds lifted him 
and carried him to his corner.

Suggestions Following the’ Presi- 
tents Recent Speech in Atlanta. 


A BILL TO PROVIDE PENSIONS 


** Corporal”? Tanner Indorses the Plan 
to Admit Southern Men to the 
National Soldiers’ Homes.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—President Mc- 
Kinley’s Atlanta suggestion that the graves 
of Confederate dead soldiers be cared for 
by the United States Government has 


prompted many persons to offer broader rec- 


ommendations of liberality in a like direc- 
tion. 

“Corporal” Tanner, in a letter to The 
Washington Post, assures the President 
that the Grand Army will be very nearly 
unanimous in approving his sentiments. He 
would not only carry out the suggestion of 
the President, but would go further and 
take the “ wrecks of the rebellion” in the 
South into the soldiers’ homes. He ‘would 
enlarge the present homes and build new 
ones, if necessary, to shelter the helpless 
and needy. He says: 

“Some one will say that the next thing 
will be a proposition to put these men on 
the pension roll. Not necessarily, my 
alarmed friend, but I will give you one very 
sure pointer. Gather in convention all the 
Union veterans who gave leg, or arm, or 
eyesight to save this Union from amputa- 
tion of States, and let them have the power, 
and I wager you that every maimed, or 
blind veteran of the South who needs aid 


to keep him in decency outside of an alms- 
house, would get it by their votes, and by 
& tremendous majority.” 

Mr. Tanner is still in the business of pen- 
sion attorney. 

Following Representative Rixey’s intro- 
duction of a bill to grant authority to have 
Confederate soldiers admitted to soldiers’ 
homes, Senator Marion Butler of North Caro- 
lina has given notice that he will ask to have 
the pension bill so amended as to put Union 
and Confederate soldiers on the same foot- 
ing, the only exception to be that Confeder- 
ates are to be allowed to draw pensions 
only from the date of their application. The 
text of the amendment follows: 

That from and after the passage of this 
bill every pension law now on the statute 
books shal apply to every invalid soldier, 
widow, minor child, dependent relative, the 
army nurses, and all other pensioners who 
may be able to prove their claim under the 
present pension laws without regard to 
whether said soldier was enlisted in the 
Federal or Confederate service of the civil 
war of 1861-5, provided that those enlisted 
in the Confedfrate service shall not draw 
any back nsions prior to the passage of

A VOICE IN OPPOSITION, 


Line Drawn Between the Union’s “Sav- 
iors and Would-Be Destroyers.” 


SOMERVILLE, Mass., Dec, 20.—Mayor A. 
A. Perry, a member of Willard C. Kinsley 
Post, No. 139, G. A. R., has written a 
letter to the post severely condemning that 
portion of President McKinley’s address at 
Atlanta, Ga.. suggesting that it would be 
proper for the Government to assist in the 
care and preservation of Confederate ceme- 
teries.

Let us give to them 
ungrudgingly of our love. But let us not 
do any act or approve any policy from 
which future generations may infer that 
the great American Republic, in the clos- 
ing years of the nineteenth century, had 
become so blind that she could not distin- 
guish between her saviors and her would-be 


destroyers.”’

Returns to the Capitol After His Seven 
Days’ Southern Trip. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The Presiden- 
tial party, after an absence of seven days 
in the South, arrived at the Pennsylvania 
station, over the Southern Railroad, at 11:30 
o’clock this morning, exactly on schedule 
time. With the exception of Mrs. McKin-

what time the. Kaiser passed Sandy Hook 
Lightship, it was figured out yesterday that 
she had made one of the best Winter runs 
on record. She certainly took not more 
than five days and twenty-three hours from 
Cherbourg, France, from which port she 
sailed at 7 P. M. Dec. 14. The distance 
from Cherbourg is a few miles less than 
that from Southampton, from which port 
her record run is five days twenty hours. 

The Kaiser has aboard Lilli Lehmann- 
Kalisch and her daughter Marie, Jean de 
Reszke, and Victor Maurel. Dr. von Holle- 
ben, the German Ambassador, was report- 
ed also as having sailed on her. On the 'ad- 
vance passenger list received on a Saturday 
steamer only the name of his secretary, Si- 
mon Haas, appears.

“Senator Teller Supports the Ac- 
~ quisition of Foreign Territory. 


~ SAYS NO 


» Bpain’s Property Ours by Undisputed 
~ Conquest—Right to Govern Is 
Necessarily Implied. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In accordance 
With notice given yesterday, Mr. Teller 
Gilver, Col.,) to-day addressed the Senate 
)  wpon Mr. Vest’s (Dem., Mo.,) resolution de- 
,elaring that under the Constitution the 
United States has no power to acquire ter- 
ritory to be held and governed permanently 
Mr. Teller’s address, like that 

of Mr. Platt of Connecticut, was a Consti- 

tutional argument. He maintained the right 
of the United States to acquire foreign ter- 
ritory without entering upon a discussion 

,of the policy of expansion, except in an 
“incidental and inferential way. In view of 

r. Platt’s very able exposition of the ques- 
tion, Mr. Teller said he thought he might 
omit properly much that he had intended to 
discuss. He did not think there was the 
Blightest question of the power of this Gov- 
ernment to acquire foreign territory. 

“If we are a nation,’ Mr. Teller de- 
clared, ‘“‘ we have the power to exercise the 
rights of a nation—ali the rights of any 
sovereign power.’ He believed that the 
founders of this Government intended to 
form a nation, and the idea that they car- 
ried their intent into execution had been 
sustained by the Senate, House of Repre- 
sentatives, and the courts ever since. He 
declared that it was a prerogrative of a na- 
tiou to defend itself. When the country 
was called upon in 1861 to meet this ques- 
tion it met it fairly and settled it for all 
time. So far as the United States was con- 
cerned, at least, the question was settled 
finally at Appomattox. “Then,” declared 
Mr. Teller, “we took our place as a nation 
endowed with ‘all the powers of a sovereign 
and we possess those powers to-day.” 

Referring to the territory acquired by the 
United States during the recent war, Mr. 
Teller said: 

“We have already acquired this territory. 
We need, as a matter of fact, no treaty 
with Spain to confirm our right to it. By 
right of conquest—a right undisputed—we 
came into possession of Cuba, Puerto Rico, 
and the Asiatic archipelago. They are ours 
ust as certainly as they could be made so 

y treaty.’’ 

Mr. Teller discussed briefly the statement 
of Mr. Vest that many of the deeds of ces- 
sion of foreign territory acquired by the 
United States contained clauses providing 
that the territory ultimately should be 
erected into States of the Union. He said: 

We can confer Statehood upon these ter- 
Titories when in our judgment it is proper

power. We are coming to deal with the 

Greatest question the American people have 

met since 1861. I anticipate much dif- 

ficulty and embarrassment, but have at no 

Rime felt the distrust that has been mani- 

fested by many of our people.” 

Mr. Fuller said that the United States 
did not go-to war with Spain fer conquest, 
but for freedom and humanity. As soon 
@s the relief which was proposed had been 
extended to the people of Cuba they ought, 
he thought, to be permitted to govern them- 
Selves. This was the declaration of the 
résolutions adopted by Congress. The 
Geclaration applied only to Cuba, but he 
believed it might have been made applica- 
ble to the peoples of all the acquired pos- 
Sessions.

Mr. Teller said he knew it the Filipinos 
were incapable of establishing a Govern- 
ment equal to the Government of our 
States, and that he would encourage com- 
mnunities among them to establish the best 
governments they were capable of. We 
were under obligations to help them. The 
people of the United States had fought the 
war with Spain, and not the Administration 
or Congress. 

In reply to a question from Mr. Tillman, 
Mr. Teller said he wou'd not go to war 
with the people of the Philippines in order 
to force our institutions upon them. He 
would consult them as to the form of gov- 
ernment, and he believed that by pursuing 
this course we should avoid the necessity of 
war with the natives. Their Government 
might not be as perfect as ours, but all ac- 
counts agreed that the natives were tracta- 
ble and intelligent, and capable of progress. 

° Mr. Proctor here interrupted Mr. Teller 
to read an extract from a letter from Ad- 
miral Dewey concerning the character of 
the Filipinos, as follows: 

“These people can be governed with the 
Blightest difficulty. They readily give in to 
reason. and I have not had the slightest 
difficulty in dealing with them.” 

Mr. Proctor also read an extract from the 
letter of an army officer. speaking in terms 
of praise of the Filipinos, and indicating 
that there need be no difficulty with them. 

In concluding his speech Mr. Teller ex- 
pressed the opinion that the natives could 
mot be governed from Washington. They 
were susceptible to just and liberal treat- 
ment, and there was no reason why, if they 
were capable of appreciating them, our 
beneficient institutions should not be ex- 
tended to them. He would give them all 
the liberty in this respect that they were

Mr. Williams of Mississippi Argues 
Against Annexation—Agricultural 


Appropriation Bill Passed. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In the course 
of the debate on the Agricultural bill, 
which was passed to-day, the House lis- 
tened to a speech on the question of the 
annexation of the Philippines. It was de- 
livered by Mr. Williams, (Dem., Miss.,) who 
submitted a general argument against the 
annexation of the islands. 

Physically, Mr. Williams said, the islands 
would prove a great disappointment. They 
were thickly populated with peoples of 
heterogeneous races. They could never af- 
ford home or opportunity for American citi- 
zens. In the annexation of territory. of the 
past the area annexed had been always co- 
terminous, except in the case of Alaska, 
and we had in each case increased our pop- 
ulation and our power of National defense. 
These had been the tests in the past. The 
Philippines fulfilled none of these tests. 

In the case of Cuba, if Cuba should be 
willing in the future to throw in her lot 
with us, the case would be different. Sixty- 
six per cent. of Cuba’s populagfon was Cau- 
casian, a fact not generally known. Her 
people could easily be assimilated. Cuba 
was practically contiguous. She lay direct- 
ly within the sphere of American influence. 

“We want no unwilling subjects,”’ said 
Mr. Williams, “We want no opportunity 
for the exercise of tyranny. The South is 
especially hostile to the absorption of: a 


great population alien in race, blood, color 
and customs.” ; ; 

He summed up the objections to the an- 
nexation of the Philippines as follows: They 
lay 7,000 miles from our coast. Not a sin- 
gle geographical, defensive, or racial test 
could be applied. Annexation would project 
us 7,000 miles into the mélée of the Orient. 
We would have to hold in subjection 9,000,- 


-000 Filipinos at a cost: of $140,000,000 an- 


nually. And as the House was considering 
the Agricultural bill, he said. it might be 
well to bear in mind who would in the end 
have to pay the increased taxes. Taxes 
could be shifted and shifted until they 
reached the farmer. Then they were shift- 
able no longer. 

Mr. W illiams argued that citizenship could 
not be denied the natives of the islands if 
they were annexed. They came within the 
purview of the Fifteenth Constitutional 
Amendment, They became citizens ipso facto 
as soon as the islands were annexed. He had 
been asked why, if Mississippi had been able 
to deal with the race question, the people of 
the United States would not be able to do 
so in the Philippines. The difference was 
that the people of Mississippi understood 
the problem with which they had to deal 
It came home to them by actual contact. 
The people of the United States who would 
have to solve it would do so theoretically 
and they would fail. There must be white 
supremacy. If white supremacy were not 
guaranteed in Hawaii, he déclared, 90 per 
— of the Caucasians would not remain 

1ere, 

While he opposed the 
Williams said, he weuld 
Philippines to Spain. 
islands where they were the day after 
Dewey’s glorious victory at Manila. I 
should haul down the American flag. I am 
for the flag for what it means, not for 
itself. It is nothing but a piece of bunting, 
and when some one arnounces that it must 
not come down, I care not how high his 
Station, he says something unwort ny of 
himself and his tountry. The flag should 
come down if it is right that it should do 
so, and the American people must pull it 
down. We would not let any other coun- 
try do it.” [Prolonged applause oy the 
Democratic side. ] 

Proceeding, Mr. Williams argued that if 
the Philippines could nbt take care of them- 
selves they would fall under the influence of 
England or France or Germany. Our in- 
terest in them was the,commercial interest. 
We had in the East, generally, an interest 
in an ‘‘open-door”’ policy. If any other 
country got possession of the Philippines, it 
would not do worse than Spain did. In 
any event, our trade with the Philippines 
was a mere drop in the bucket, and if we 
retained possession of them we would have 
to sacrifice the open-door policy in the 
Orient or ‘‘go back on the Constitution.” 
He argued that our tariff laws must ex- 
tend overythe islands, and if they did it 
would be absurd for us to exercise one pol- 
icy in the Philippines and contend for an- 
other in China. 

There was still another solution of the 
problem. Mr. Williams said if we did not 
want to give the islands their independence 
or let them fall under the sway cof another 
country, we could sell them as a war in- 
demnity to England. The islands would 
get freedom of religion and freedom of 
trade and we would get rid of a naval, mil- 
itary, political, racial, and social problem 
and an everlasting, perpetual foreign policy. 

Mr. Williams’s remarks were listened to 
with careful attention, and his colleagues 
gave him a hearty round of applause when 
he conc!uded., 

Little time was occupied. in general de- 
bate on the Agricultural bill. Mr. Wads- 
worth, (Rep.. N. Y.,) who was in charge of 
the bill, explained its provisions briefly. It 
carried $3,696,322, he said, or an increase 
of $187,120 over the amount carried by the 
current law. 

The provision inserted in. the bill to be 
used as a means of retaliating agatnet 
Germany and other countries was passed 
with a slight amendment, which gives the 
Secretary of the Treasury discretion in re- 
fusing the delivery of goods adulterated or 
deleterious to health instead of making 
refusal to deliver such goods mandatory. 

A provision in the bill to grant leaves of 
absence to employes of the Bureau of Ani- 
mal Industry outside of Washington went 
out on a point of order. 
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REGISTRY OF WRECKED SHIPS. 


We Pay $1,000,000 a Day to Foreign- 
Built 


WASHINGTON, Dec, 20.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Elkins (Rep., West Va.,) called 
up the bill relating to the registry of for- 
eign-built vessels wrecked in this country. 
Mr. Elkins asserted that we pay a million 
dollars a day to foreign-built ships. The 
balance of trade appeared to have been 
$600,000,000 in our favor for last year, but 
as a matter of fact it was only about half 
that, as so large a portion of it went to 
foreign ships. _ 

Mr. Tillman (Dem., 3s. C.,) asked: ‘“‘ If we 
annex the Philippines, where will our coast 
trade end?’ to which Mr. Elkins replied 
that he hoped it would end in the Philip- 
pines, but that was an extraneous question, 
and he did not want to raise it. 


ARMY AND NAVY DEFICIENCY. 


Vessels, 


House Adopts the Conference Report— 
Payments to Peace Commission- 
ers Not Authorized. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—At the opening 
of the session of the House to-day, Mr. Can- 
non called up the conference report on the 
Army and Navy Deficiency bill, and moved 
its adoption. Mr. Dearmond (Dem., Mo.,) 
asked whether the reappropriation of the 
balance of the $50,000,000 to be expended 
under the direction of the President would 
in any way sanction or authorize the pay- 
ment out of that fund of $100,000 each to 
Whitelaw Reid and Judge Day for services 
as Peace Commissioners. Some of the news- 
papers had reported that such payment was 
to be made, Mr. Dearmond said. 

Mr. Cannon said he knew nothing about 
it. He had seen the statement and also ‘ts 


denial, and he called attention to the fact 
that the original $50,000,000 was appropriat- 
ed for the National defense. 

‘‘ This reezppropriation makes no change?”’ 

“No change.”’ 

“ Nothing in it to authorize such an ex- 
penditure?”’

The report was adopted.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—After the War 
Department bill for a reorganization of the 
army had gone to the House Committee on 
Military Affairs, Secretary Alger sent a let- 
ter to Chairman Hull, in which he urged 
that the bill be so amended as to provide 


that the Chief of the Record and Pension 
Office shall be a ee, General. 

This office is the largest bureau of the 
War Department, and Secretary Alger fully 
described its fmportance, the constant in- 
crease of responsibility upon its head, and 
the great degree of efficiency secured by the 
application of good business methods. He 
directed attention to the fact that in other 
offices with corresponding responsibilities 
and powers the head is a Brigadier General. 
He therefore urged that this office also be 
provided with a chief of that rank and pay. 
. The matter was taken up in the Military 
Affairs Committee to-day and the recom- 
mendation of Secretary Alger was unani- 
mously approved. When this action is sus- 
tained by te House and Senate it will pro- 
mote Col. F. C. Ainsworth, who has won 
for the Record and Pension Office its high 
reputation for efficiency, to be Brigadier 
General, and it will also give him an as- 
sistant with the rank of Lieutenant _Colo- 
nel. The second place, it is believed, will 
be given to John Tweedale, at present Chief 
Clerk of the War Department. 


NAVAL PROMOTIONS POSTPONED. 


Senate Committee Will Delay Action 
Upon Nominations, 


WASHINGTON,. Dec. 20.—The Senate 
Committe on Naval Affairs to-day consid- 
ered briefly the nominations of naval offi- 
cers to be advanced in rank for meritorious 
services during the late war and decided to 
postpone further consideration of the ques- 
tion until after the holidays. 

The postponement was made in response 
to the request of Senators who were not 


members of the committee. One of these 
was Senator Platt of New York, who, it 
is said, desired to be heard as to the effect 
of the fortunate officers over their seniors 
in rank. It was stated that the promotions 
would affect many officers whose failure to 
distinguish themselves was due to no fault 
of theirs, but to the fact that their assign- 
ments for the war were not such as to 
afford them opportunity to show their met- 
tle. 

The discussion did not, however, develop 
any difference in the committee itself as 
to the wisdom of the promotions, and noth- 
ing was said as to the relative merits of 
any of tne officers promoted. There have 
been predictions to the effect that Admiral 
Schley’s friends would resent the greater 
advancement of Admiral Sampson, but no 
indication of such intention was made man- 
ifest in the committee to-day. 


TO EXAMINE A BOSTON BANK. 


Assets of the Howard National Are 
Doubtful — Government Investi- 


gation to be Made. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—A Bank Exam- 
iner will be sent to Boston to examine the 
Howard Bank, one of the concerns which 
last week went into voluntary liquidation, 
for purposes of consolidation. 


BOSTON, Dec. 20.—The liquidation of the 
Howard National Bank was resolved upon 
in consequence of a plan to consolidate sev- 
eral local banks, and the syndicate behind 
the movement offered 97% for the Howard 
stock. Later it become known that certain 
asset@ of the bank were doubtful, and vari- 
ous estimates were made as to the percent- 
age which the stockholders would receive. 

President Wilkins says concerning the sit- 
uation: ‘‘I am sure that if time is given 
for the conservative liquidation of our as- 
sets,'a large dividend will be realized. Their 
face value is $1,200,000, which is 120 per 
cent. of the stock. They are in discounts, 
mortgages, and, to a considerable extent, in 
real estate. As a going bank, I am sure 
that a large proportion of the paper would 
be collected. But quick liquidation is a dif- 
ferent matter.’’ 

By the sworn statement filed Dec. 1, the 
bank showed on a capital of $1,000,000 a 
surplus of $200,000, and individual profits 
of $11,983. It reported real estate and mort- 
gages as $162,444. but valued its banking 
house at only $17,302. A day or two ago, 
when the Liquidating Committee was look- 
ing through the assets of the bank, they 
found only $200,000 in cash on hand, and a 
loan to. the Howard of $200,000, in order 
a, might pay its depositors, was re- 
used. 

The exhibit of the Howard Bank was 
placed before the Controller of the Cur- 
rency at Washington, and he, it is said, was 
about to place the institution in the hands 
of a receiver; but to avert this the National 
Bank of the Republic loaned the Howard 
Bank $200,000, and thereupon the syndicate 
owning the majority of the stock requested 
the Controller not to appoint a receiver. 


ADMIRAL BUNCE TO RETIRE. 


May, However, Retain Charge of the 
New York Navy Yard. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Rear Admiral 
Francis M. Bunee, commandant, will retire 
for age next.Sunday, and promotions will 
result all along thé line. The retirement, 


however, may be only technical, and it is 
possible that he will remain in active charge 
of the New York-Navy Yard. The Presi- 
dent will probably act upon the matter dur- 
ing the present week. 


THE SENATE’S CUBAN INQUIRY. 


Mr. Hale Seizes a Proffered Oppor- 


tunity to Object. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—In the Senate 
to-day Mr. Gallinger (Rep., N. H.,) favor- 
ably reported Mr. Proctor’s resolution pro- 
viding for a committee of Senators to visit 
Cuba and Puerto Rico with a view to ascer- 
taining the conditions on the islands and 
reporting them, with recommendations to 
the Senate. 

Mr. Proctor—In order to give my friend 
from Maine (Mr. Hale) an opportunity to 
Object, I ask immediate consideration of 
the resolution. 

Mr. Hale—I object. 

The resolution was then placed on the 
calendar. 


SENATORS BEG BLISS TO STAY. 


He May Delay a Little His Retirement 
from the Cabinet. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Several West- 
ern Senators, including Wolcott of Coloreé- 
do, Warrem of Wyoming, and Spooner of 
Wisconsin, to-day urged Secretary Bliss to 
remain in the Cabinet. Mr. Bliss stated that 
if the President should have difficulty in 
selecting his successor, he might remain a 
week or so longer, though he was anxious 
to retire on Jan. 1. He said that his busi- 
ness cares as well as his health necessitat- 
ed his return to private life. He intimated 
that no one had yet been chosen to succeed 
him. He said he had intended to keep the 
resignation a secret, and had hoped that the 
announcement of his retirement and the ap- 
pointment of a successor would be made 
simultaneously. He refused to discuss his 
resignation publicly. 


LILIUOKALANI PROTESTS AGAIN. 


Addresses the Senate and Claims the 
“ Hawailan Crown Lands.” 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Ex-Queen Lili- 
uokalani to-day sent to the Senate the fol- 
lowing protest against the appropriation of 
the Crown lands of Hawaii by the United 
States: 

“To the Senate of the United States: 

“JT, Liliuokalani of Hawaii, named heir 
apparent on the 10th day of April, 1877, and 
proclaimed Queen of the Hawaiian Islands 
on the 20th day of January, 1891, do here- 
by earnestly and _ respectfully protest 
against the assertion of ownership by the 
United States of America of the so-called 
Hawaiian Crown lands, amounting to about 
1,000,000 acres, which are my property, and 
I especially protest against such assertion 
of ownership as a taking of property with- 
out due process of law and without just or 
other compensation. 


“Therefore, supplementing my protest of 
June 17, 1897, I call upon the President and

ARMY ‘ORGANIZATION BILL. 


House Committee to Report the Hull 
Measure Increasing the Regu- 


lar Army to 100,000 Men. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—The House 
Committee on Military Affairs this after- 
noon ordered a favorable report on the Hull 
bill increasing the regular army to 100,000 
men. The vote was 8 to 5, on party lines, 
as follows: 

Yeas—Messrs. Hull, Marsh, Griffin, Ketch- 
am, Fenton, Belknap, McDonald, and 
Brownlow, Republican. 

Nays—Messrs. Sulzer, 
and Jett, Democrats. 

Mr. Marsh, while voting for the bill, re- 
served the right to oppose some of its feat- 
ures on the floor. The minority gave notice 
of a minority report and a substitute bill. 
Five days were given for the preparation 
of the majority and minority reports, Chair- 
man Hull making that for the majority and 
Mr. Hay drawing the substitute bill and 
report for the Democrats. 

fhe main feature of the substitute bill 
will be a standing army limited to that ex- 
isting before the recent war and authority 
to the President to enlist a large temporary 
force, probably 50,000 men, for service in 
outlying territory. 

A number of important changes were 
made in the Hull bill. The limit of age 
for the appointment to the several staff 
corps was fixed at fifty years, but provision 
was made that in the case of the Judge 
Advocate’s, Quartermaster’s, Commissary, 
and Pay Department the age limit will not 
apply to those who served in the civil war 
or the Spanish war or to officers now in 
the regular army. 

Section 18 of the bill, which limited the 
age of appointees as Second Lieutenants un- 
de> the provisions of the several acts, and 
also placed an age limit of forty years on 
Chaplains, was struck out entirely. , 

In the Judge Advocate General’s office the 
Colonels were fixed at five instead of two, 
as first proposed. Provision also was made 
that the lower places be given to new ap- 
pointees. 

In the Quartermaster’s Department the 
Colonels ‘were reduced from ten to eight 
and the places of lower rank increased. 

In the Commissary Department the force 
is increased materially from that first con- 
templated, particularly in the lower grades, 
the Captains being increased from twenty- 
seven to thirty-seven. 

There is an increase in rank in the En- 
gineer Department, the Lieutenant Colonels 
being increased from fifteen to twenty, 
Majors from twenty-five to thirty-six, and 
Captains reduced from fifty-seven to forty- 
one. 

In the Ordnance Department the changes 
are toward increase in officers of higher 
rank. 

In the Pay Corps forty-seven Majors were 
substituted for thirteen Majors and thirty- 
four Captains, as first provided. 

The Signal Corps appointments were 
opened to those from civil life as well as 
from the volunteers, The number of Chap- 
lains was increased from thirty to forty. A 
provision was made that Assistant Surgeons 
shall pass a satisfactory examination, in- 
stead of competitive examination, as at 
present. A new provision was added for 100 
army dentists with the rank of First Lieu- 
tenants. 25 cent.

The provision allowing 25 per 
extra pay for service in outlying islands was 
made to include Alaska. 


NICARAGUA CANAL DEBATE. 


Senator Caffery Begins a Speech in 


Opposition to the Measure. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Senator Caffery 
(Dem., La.,) began a speech in the Senate 
to-day on the Nicaragua Canal bill. He 
spoke in opposition to the bill. 

He said the proposition to connect the 
two oceans by means of a canal was so at- 
tractive to the imagination as to cause 
many persons to accept it as a wise enter- 
prise regardless of appeal to reason on its 
merits. He deprecated the personal attacks 
upon the members of the Maritime Canal 
Company, but indicated his belief that the 


bill was an attack upon the Treasury of 
the United States. 

He declaced the enterprise under the bill 
was in violation of the Clayton-Bulwer 
treaty, in contravention of the concession 
from the isthmian countries, and in opposi- 
tion to our own Constitution. These propo- 
sitions he undertook to maintain by an an- 
alysis of the bill by sections. 

Mr. Caffery will continue his speech 
morrow. 

The Commerce Committee of the House 
decided to-day to take up the Nicaragua 
Canal question upon the second Tuesday in 
January. There will be no hearings, as the 
committee believes it has all necessary in- 
formation. The matter will be taken up 
without reference to any special bill, all 
pending measures being considered.

SPANISH TROPHY GUNS. 


None of Those Captured Likely to 
Prove of Much 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Some specula- 
tion has been indulged in as to what dispo- 
sition the Navy Department will make of 
the modern guns which were captured from 
Spain during the recent war. 

It has been generally understood that the 
obsolete ordnance would figure only as tro- 
Phies for distribution by the Government to 
States and municipalities. There were a 
number of more modern cannons captured 
at Santiago, Manila, and elsewhere, but it 
is stated by the department that even these 
guns are not of great value. The 4.7-inch 
guns from the Maria Teresa, the Vizcaya, 
and the Colon, several of which are now at 
the Washington Navy Yard, are not the 
most modern type of this weapon. They are 


different in calibre from any guns in_ the 
American Navy, except those of the New 
Orleans and the Albany, now being com- 
pleted abroad. The six-inch quick-fire guns 
which were captured also require special 
ammunition, not being adapted to our six- 
inch shells, so that except in case of acci- 
dent to one of the guns of the New Orleans 
or Albany there would be small likelihood 
of any of the captured ordnance being used. 
The question of boring out the captured 
guns was considered, but rejected as in- 
creasing too greatly the chance of, accident. 
It is interesting to note that the new 
guns being planned for the navy will con- 
form in certain material respects to those 
of the New Orleans, which was classed, by 
all the officers who saw her in action dur- 
ing the war, as a marvelously quick-firing, 
hard-shooting piece of naval architecture. 
Her guns are all “50 calibres,’’ that is, 
the barrel is fifty times the length of the 
diameter of the bore. Our standard has 
been 40 calibres, but the longer gun seems 
to bear about the same relation to the 
shorter as the 45 calibre rifle does to the 
revolver of the same bore. It is this pe- 
culiarity of the barrel guns that develops 
their remarkable muzzie velocity of some- 
thing like 2,800 feet. The new guns planned 
for our navy are expected to develop about 
3,000 feet velocity. It is expected that this 
new type of the 6-inch quick-firer, with 
its additional penetrating power, will make 
it an even more terrible weapon than it 
demonstrated itself to be in our two mem- 
orable actions with the Spanish fleets, 


HANNA ON NAVAL EXPENDITURE 


Ohio Senator Does Not Favor Large 
Additions to Our Strength. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—There was an 
informal discussion in the Senate Commit- 
tee on Naval Affairs to-day of the sugges- 
tion of the Navy Department for the in- 
crease of the navy. 

The question was raised by Senator Han- 
na, who advanced the opinion that, for the 


present, additions to the navy should be 
limited to the actual requirements. He 
gave as his reasons for this opinion, the 
fact that many improvements are being 
made in naval architecture, rendering it 
expedient, as he believed, for the United 
States to wait upon these improvements as 
long as possible before entering too ex- 
tensively upon ship building. 

Other Senators present expressed a sim- 
ilar opinion, but as the question was not 
formally before the committee, no action 
‘was taken.

PLANS A HOME FOR THE AGED. 


George Blair Drafts a Bill to be In- 
troduced in the Legislature. 


George Blair, Superintendent of the Out- 
door Poor Department of the Department 
of Public Charities, has drafted a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature providing for 
the establishment of a home for the de- 
serving aged of both sexes, residents for 
twenty years at least of New York, Kings 
Queens, Suffolk, Richmond, Westchester 
or Rockland Counties, Mr. Blair is endeav- 
oring to have the home established, as he 
thinks the needs of all unfortunates have 
been attended to with the exception of the 
poor and helpless aged. 

An appropriation of $100,000 is asked for, 
the money to be used for the purchase of 
land, the erection and furnishing of build- 
ings, and maintenance. The idea is to pur- 
chase at least 500 acres of ground, a portion 
of which shall be farming land, and easy 
of access to railroads. Detached cottages 
are to be erected for the housing of the in- 
mates, with a central building for the care 
of women over sixty years old. The in- 
mates will make their own clothing and ido 
farm work generally, and have the privilege 
of, receiving their friends at reasonable 
= aa and going out and visiting them at 
will. 

The home is to be governed by a Board of 
Governors made up of one person appoilted 
by each of the Superintendents of the Podr 
of Suffolk, Westchester, and Rockland 
Counties, and five persons by the Mayor of 
New York, They shall serve for five years 
without salary. They may receive donations 
from any source, and elect a male Superin- 
tendent and female Assistant Superintend- 
ent, who are to receive salaries. The Su- 
perintendent and Assistant Superintendent 
shall appoint all the help necessary in the 
home. 

The home is to be non-sectarian, and em- 
ployers of labor shall have the right to ap- 
ply, for the admission of faithful employes 
who have been in their service for fifteen 
years or more. This applies to all business 
concerns, who must, however, pay a yearly 
sum in advance, the amount to be fixed by 
the Board of Governors.

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Gen. Shafter Testifies Concerning 
the Santiago Campaign. 


ADMITS LACK OF MEDICINES 


Accepts Responsibility for Deficiency 
in Ambulances—Says No Bad Re- 
sults Followed His Own Illness. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Major General 
Shafter was a witness before the war in- 
vestigating commission to-day. He went 
into a detailed account of his preparations 
for the Santiago expedition. He said his 
plans were changed three times by the de- 
partment, and once he actually started, but 
was called back by the report of Spanish 
warships off the coast. He said the trans- 
port fleet was not sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate 17,000 men for any length of 
time at sea, but all were so anxious to go 
that he risked considerable crowding to 
take all the men ‘possible. He admitted 
that He took chances in doing this, but 
said the weather was good, and there. was 
no mishap to regret. The men were reg- 
ulars almost entirely, fully equipped, and he 
saw that they were made as comfortable as 
circumstances permitted. | 

As to medical supplies, Gen. Shafter said: 
“You know medical supplies are the one 
thing that a commanding officer or a line 
officer never knows anything about. The 
Surgeon is supposed to know what he wants. 
My medical officer said he thought he had 
enough medical supplies for the temporary 
service to which we thought we were des- 
tined. Events proved, however, that the 
Surgeon was mistaken.” 

As to supplies, Gen. Shafter said there 
was nothing essential left behind. 

“How about the ambulances?” asked 


Gen. Beaver. 

“As to the ambulances,” said Gen. Shaf- 
ter, ‘‘I take the whole responsibility upon 
myself. I ordered and supervised their load- 
ing. After events proved that it would have 
been better to have taken ten or fifteen ad- 
ditional ambulances and left that many 
wagons behind. But wagons can be used 
for two purposes, and ambulances can be 
used for but one. I took the wagons, and 
the wounded had to be transported in them 
after the first day’s fighting. I must say 
that on a rocky, muddy road, such as we 
had tHere, there is little difference in com- 
fort between an ambulance and an escort 
wagon. Themen were put on straw in the 
bottom of the wagons, and we did the best 
we could for them. Ambulances would have 
been better, but hindsight iways better 
than foresight.” 

Concerning the landing fa s with the 
expedition, Gen. Shafter said th had two 
large barges, one of which Ww lest en 
route, and a small tug, the Captain Sam, 
whose Captain deserted during the night. 
The boat capacity of the transport fleet was 
sufficient for the landing, as the events 
proved. 

An interesting incident of the landing was 
brought out by Gen. Shafter, who said he 
had arranged with the Cuban General Cas- 
tillo, the day prior to the landing, to have 
1,000 men back of Daiquiri to catch the 
Spaniards when they were shelled out by 
the navy. Castillo was three hours late, 
however, and all the Spaniards got away. 

‘‘How about getting the supplies to the 
front for the men?’’ asked Gen. Beaver. 

“Tt was the one problem of the cam- 
paign, and it taxed us to the utmost,” said 
he. ‘If it had not been for the pack train 
we could not have done it, and the expedi- 
tion would have been a failure.’’ 

Gen. Shafter said he regarded the landing 
of the expedition as eminently successful. 
They lost only two men and thirty animals 
out of a total of 20,000 men. It was a re- 
markable record. 

“There has been considerable criticism 
from the medical officials about getting 
their medical supplies ashore,’”’ said Gen. 
Beaver. ‘Were any such complaints 
brought to you?’”’ 

‘““A majority of the regimental surgeons 
left their medical chests on their vessels. 
When I found this out I put Dr. Goodfellow 
aboard the Manteo and had him collect 
those chests. As soon ag they were landed 
they were put on four wagons and distribut- 
ed at once to the men.”’ 

As an additional explanation of the diffi- 
culty in furnishing supplies ashore, Gen. 
Shafter said that at one time, with an army 
of 21,000 men, he had to issue rations to 
40,000 people, the excess being the refugees 
from Santiago, women and children for the 
most part, whom he could not allow to 
starve. 

As to the care of the wounded, Gen. 
Shafter said they were treated as carefully 
as the circumstances would permit. ‘ The 
doctors worked like Trojans. They deserved 
and received commendation from every one. 
They worked till they were sick and worn 
out. The doctors were mostly young men. 
You can’t get very old and experienced sur- 
geons to go on a Summer campaign for 
$100 a month. But they.were splendid fel- 
lows. Compared with the civil war, the 
wounded were better cared for in Cuba than 
they were then.”’ 

Touching the Signal Corps, Gen. Shafter 
said he was served admirably. Asked if he 
thought his own sickness had any effect on 
the success of the Cuban campaign, he said: 

‘*No, most decidedly. The campaign was 
carried out as planned from the start, and 
my health or sickness did not alter a single 
plan. I knew I was going to have a sick 
army on my hands in the country pretty 
soon, and I simply rushed matters to an is- 
sue as soon as possible. For myself, 1 was 
not seriously sick. It is true I had the gout 
so I had to wrap my foot up in a gunny 
sack and could not get it in a stirrup, and 
so I had to build a platform from which to 
get on my horse. But I certainly had not 
expected to be subjected to personal criti- 
cism for this. It was a military uncer- 
tainty.”’ 

Ex-Goyv. Woodbury asked how the staff 
officers appointed from civil life turned out. 
Gen. Shafter said: 

“They were men, as a rule, who had no 
previous military experience, and might not 
have been: of much use in executing a mili- 
tary manoeuvre. But I had three of them 
on my staff, and for carrying orders, dis- 
tributing rations to the refugees, and a 
thougand necessary things, they were inval- 
uable. Beginning with Col. John Jacob As- 
tor, who was perhaps the most inexperi- 
enced, they were splendid fellows, and did 
what they had to do. Astor fell in with 
the work, ate his beans, and did his duty as 
cheerfully and expeditiously as though he 
had not a dollar. Capt. Brice, the son of 
ex-Senator Brice, was an excellent officer, 
and did fine work in feeding those hungry 
people at Caney. At times he had to take 
an axe helve to stand off some of the men, 
who were keeping back the weaker women 
and children. And he did it effectively.” | 

Capt. A. E. Hardy of the Fifth Illinois 
said his regiment was the first to arrive at 
Camp Thomas. The travel ration used on 
the train was unpalatable, and the men re- 
fused to eat the canned corn beef. Sickness 
began in the regiment from ten days to two 
weeks after the arrival in camp. The sani- 
tary arrangement of his regimental camp 
was good and the regulations promptly en- 
forced. He visited men in the division hos- 
pitals and found the arrangements decidedly 
bad, The hospital was uncleanly, the nurses 
ignorant, and the food bad, with a total 
lack of milk at first. The men complained 
to him frequently of their treatment. The 
hospital arrangements were the only thing 
of which he had eause to complain. 

“The very name of the First Division 
hospital used to send a shudder through 
the men,” he said. ‘‘ No man ever went to 
the division hospital who could possibly 
escape it. The men were not given to com- 
plaining, and spoke in the highest terms of 
the care given them at Fort Monroe when 
stationed there. My experience all tends to 
show that their complaints at Camp Thomas 
were well founded.” ~ 

Gen. Miles to-day communicated to the 
commission his unwillingness to volunteer 
testimony. A message was accordingly sent 
to the Adjutant General directing him to re-

TWO MEN RESCUED IN THE BAY. 


They Were Rowing Out to a Schooner 
When Their Dinghy Capsized. 


Two men had a hard struggle for life yes- 
terday afternoon in the icy waters of the 
bay before they were picked up. They were 
nearly run down by a Staten Island ferry- 
boat, but the big craft sheered off in time 
and helped to rescue them. 

The ferryboat Robert Garrett, on its 5:10 
o’clock trip from Whitehall Street, had just 
passed the light buoy on Robbin’s Reef 
when Capt. William Cole heard the lookout 


on the forward deck shout to put the wheel 
hard to. The lookout had sighted an over- 
turned boat with one man clinging to its 
keel and another swimming alongside. Be- 
fore the Garrett could be stopped the small 
boat ‘vas lost in the fog, but the former put 
back slowly to try and find it. Capt. Cole 
sounded the distress signal. This was an- 
swered by the Baltimore and Ohio tug A. Z. 
Rose, which had just left the dock at St. 
George. 

The Rose ran alongside, and the two boats 
began the search for the small boat. It was 
hard work in the fog, as they were in dan- 
ger of running down the boat they were 
looking for and of running down them- 
selves. After fifteen minutes’ work, how- 
ever, the boat was found, and the Rose 
picked up both men, The Rose then put 
back to St. George, and landed one of the 
men in a semi-conscious condition. He was 
removed to the 8S. R. Smith Infirmary. The 
Captain of the Rose said he would place the 
other man on the schooner Maria Pearson 
in the bay to which he belonged. 

The man who was removed to the infirm- 
ary said he was Julius Karlsen, twenty-five 
years old. He is a sailor, and yesterday 
afternoon he met Capt. John R. Morris of 
the Pearson in the city, who offered hi 
a bervn on the schooner which was read 
to sau and which lay near Robbin’s 
Reef. He accompanied the Captain to St. 
George, where they entered the schooner’s 
dinghy and started to row out. The boat was 
overturned by being caught in the tide cur- 
rents about the reef.

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AMERICANS LENDING TO EUROPE. 

It will, of course, be only prudent to 
await more definite information regard- 
ing the reported negotiations for a loan 
by New York financiers to the Russian 
Government. But there are two infer- 
ences that are fairly safe. One is that it 
is by no means impossible that such a 
loan can be carried through in this city; 
the other is that, while such a transac- 
tion would be a sign of largely increas- 
ing financial resources, the general situa- 
tion of the country would be better if in- 
vestments at home offered greater profit 
and made the transaction impracticable. 

That there has recently been a notable 
accumulation, both of currency and of 
bank deposits, in this country is well 
known. By the latest statement of the 
Treasury, the money of all kinds (exclud- 
ing National bank notes) in circulation 
increased during the year, in round num- 
bers, from $1,706,000,000 to $1,866,000,- 
900, or $160,000,000. Of this increase 
$110,000,000 was in gold and $50,000,000 
in United States notes outside of the 
Treasury. If we go back to the Summer 
of 1896, at the date of the greatest de- 
pression attending the campaign for 
s0und money, we find that the total cir- 
culation was only $1,510,000,000, making 
an increase in a little over two years of 
$356,000,000. The record of deposits in 
the Clearing House banks of New York, 
the chief money centre of the country, is 
of the same character. During the year 
preceding last Saturday’s statement, 
these deposits increased from $606,000,- 
000 to $708,000,000, or $102,000,000. It is 
the general opinion of those most compe- 
tent to judge that these and other condi- 
tions promise a very easy money market 
for some months to come. 

Meanwhile the very large excess of ex- 
ports over imports—an excess usually de- 
scribed by the rather misleading phrase 
“ favorable balance of trade ’’—which has 
been marked for some three years, makes 
the negotiation of a loan to a foreign 
Government, if ‘the terms are satisfac- 
tory, comparatively easy. We have long 
since passed the time when, as in 1872, 
the payment by Great Britain to the 
United States of the sum of $15,500,000 
without serious disturbance of the money 
market caused great anxiety, and its ac- 
complishment was regarded as a tri- 
umph of skill. Undoubtedly also this ex- 
cess of exports, made possible, in great 
part, by our large crops and by relative 
shortage in the crops of other countries, 
has added greatly to the actual wealth 
of the country and to the volume of avail- 
able money and of loanable funds, by 
which a loan to a foreign Government be- 
comes practicable. 

But it should not be forgotten that 
there is another condition to the success 
of such a loan which is not in itself a 
flattering sign. It is the fact that the 
rate of interest to be realized from sound 
home investments is not higher than that 
yielded by a foreign loan. The rate of in- 
terest is determined by the amount of 
loanable money and by the demand for it. 
If we had the same volume of loanable 
money and the requirements of Ameri- 
ean enterprise were greater because of 
the profit to be had from American en- 
terprise, Russia would apply to our capi- 
talists in vain. The tendency toward low 
money rates abroad is directly due to the 
relative decline in profitable industrial 
and commercial employment for capital. 
It is on the whole a beneficial tendency, 
and ‘ultimately will extend to all coun- 
tries in the ratio of their development. 
But it is a fair question for thé United 
States, whether a relatively weak de- 
mand here is due to the completeness of 
our development or to lingering hesita- 
tion to make business investments. We 
are inclined to think that to some extent 
the latter is the case, and, considering 
the vast extent of American resources 
still in a comparatively backward state, 
that the time is: not distant when our 
capitalists can find better use for their 
means than in lending it on long bonds in 


Europe.

ed, however, under the general usage of 
nations, (1) by consent of Great Britain 
and the United States; (2) if the condi- 
tions upon which it was based no longer 
exist; (8) if either party refuses to ob- 
serve any material stipulation; (4) if the 
material purposes of the treaty have all 
been accomplished; (5) when their ac- 
complishment becomes impossible; (6) 
when the state of things which both par- 
ties held to be the basis of the treaty is 
essentially changed. 

The obligation of a treaty is one which 
a nation is morally bound to respect, but 
due performance cannot be enforced, for 
nations, being sovereign, have no com- 
mon superior to which an appeal can be 
taken, as an appeal would be taken to a 
court of law by the aggrieved party to a 
private contract. The sense of duty is 
the strongest of the incentives which con- 
strain modern nations to keep faith with 
their neighbors. Still, if a nation found 
a treaty to be irksome, ill-advised, injuri- 
ous to its interests and obstructive of its 
progress, it might denounce and termi- 
nate it without incurring. serious re- 
proach. The doctrine of some of the 
writers that no nation can free it- 
self from the agreements of a treaty 
without the consent, amicably ob- 
tained, of all other parties to it, is not 
accepted or followed by nations, and is 
considered to be untenable. We have at 
various times and on various grounds 
sought to procure the abrogation of the 
Clayton-Bulwer treaty. On our part it 
was an unwise contract; and as soon as 
we clearly perceived that it would be for 
our interest to possess the exclusive con- 
trol of any canal that might be construct- 
ed across the isthmus we began to nego- 
tiate with England to put an end to the 
treaty. Secretary F'RELINGHUYSEN in 
1884 stated the chief grounds of our ar- 
gument as follows: 


“The Clayton-Bulwer treaty was voidable 
at the option of the United States. This, I 
think, has been demonstrated fully on two 
grounds. First, that the consideration of 
this treaty having failed, its object never 
having been accomplished, the United States 
did not receive that for which they cov- 
enanted; and second, that Great Britain 
has persistently violated her agreement not 
to colonize the Central American coast.”’ 


Most fortunately for our good name 
among nations President CLEVELAND’S 
subsequent recognition of the validity of 
the treaty prevented the taking of any 
further steps for its abrogation on such 
grounds as these. 

We think the Clayton-Bulwer treaty 
ought to be and will be got out of the 
way. In our judgment it ought to be 
terminated by the negotiation of another 
treaty in its piace. 

It would be a terrible mistake for us to 
proceed by denunciation of the treaty or 
by an act of Congress declaring it void. 
The Nicaragua Canal would come too 
high if it cost us England’s friendship. 
Both nations are at present in close 
friendship. The time is propitious for a 
new treaty, omitting those provisions of 
the old one which we find objectionable 
and Great Britain no longer values. A 
treaty which should provide for the ab- 
solute, inviolable neutrality of the canal, 
guaranteeing that it should be open to 
the ships of all nations in peace or in 
war, to which all commercial nations 
would be signatories, would be a just and 
wise instrument, in accord with the mod- 
ern spirit. 

It is evident from the language of the 
President’s message and from the pro- 
visions of the Morgan bill now in the Sen- 
ate that our Government has a friendly 
understanding with Great Britain about 
the Clayton-Bulwer treaty. Ture Times 
understands that the treaty will not be 
an obstacle to our control of the canal. 


THE ARMY AND PUBLIC OPINION. 

Every American citizen who is not an 
officer of the National Guard must have 
remarked with some wonder the assem- 
blage of a court-martial to try certain 
officers of the Seventy-first Regiment, N. 
G. N. Y., upon the charge of “ having 
caused to be printed certain criticisms of 
their superior officers.” 

It happens that this is exactly the cru- 
cial point of the existence of a body of 
“ citizen-soldiery.”’ In the case of a sim- 
ple citizen there would be no doubt what- 
ever. The right of an American citizen 
“to know, to utter, and to argue freely,” 
including the right to criticise “his su- 
perior officers,” there is none to dispute. 
It lies at the basis of the consciousness 
of every American citizen. But when an 
American citizen, by becoming a soldier, 
has subjected himself to a military disci- 
pline which is by no means the same 
thing as a free and equal citizenship, an- 
other rule displaces the right of free crit- 
icism. The individual is restrained from 
criticising his superior officers, and his 
public criticism of them becomes an of- 
fense. This fact is borne in upon the 
knowledge of the recruit in the American 
Army at a very early stage of his novi- 
tiate. A regular does not publicly criti- 
cise his superior officers and thoroughly 
understands that his public criticism of 
them is an offense, without the slightest 
reference to the question whether or not 
his criticism is just. From the point of 
view of the citizen this is the crucial 
question. It does not matter whether he 
is criticising his Colonel or his Sheriff or 
his Alderman, any one of whom, accord- 
ing to the queer and anomalous condition 
of our militia, mdy be equally his chosen 
representative. As a citizen and tax- 
payer he may criticise his Sheriff or Al- 
derman to his heart’s content, and the 
only question that is liable to be raised 
against him is the question whether his 
criticism is fair. As a citizen who is also 
a soldier his criticism against his ‘‘ supe- 
rior officers” is “prejydicial to good order 
and military discipline,’ and it is an of- 
fense for him to promulgate it at all. 

It seems that it is this difference be- 
tween the military and the civic ideal of 
right and duty that might suffice, if 
there were nothing else, to make the ex- 
pression of ‘a citizen-soldiery”” a con- 
tradiction in terms. It seems at any rate 
quite plain that it is injudicious for 
the commander of a body of “ citizen- 


soldiery ” to court-martial some of his 
subordinates for saying what, as sol- 
diers, they had no right to say, but what 
as citizens they had a perfect right to 
say. The more repulsively it is put to any 
citizen that, by becoming a citizen-sol- 
dier, he abdicates an important part of 
his rights as a citizen, the fewer recruits 
there will be for the National Guard. We 
are not without a very ‘‘ modern in- 
stance” of the conflict of the two ideas. 
In the French Army the officer who com- 
mitted forgery and perjury under orders, 
even though he was driven to suicide 
when his proceedings were known, re- 
mains a “good soldier.’ In the same 
army the officer who exposed forgery and 
perjury when they came in his way, and 
refused to efface himself as @ citizen or a 
human being, because he was a soldier, is 
even now on trial for “ conduct prejudi- 
cial to good order and military disci- 
pline,”” and has made himself odious in 
his own profession. That HENRY was a 
better soldier or a better anything than 
PicQuUART is a proposition with which the 
French Republic seems to find difficul- 
ties and in the American Republic it 
would find no advocates. Wherefore it 
seems to follow that the court-martialing 
of certain officers of the Seventy-first 
New York for criticising their superior 
officers is injudicious. 


GEN. WILSON’S ‘ HOPE.” 


Is Mr. McKINLEY stripped of his au- 
thority as Commander in Chief while on 
his trips through the country? If not, 
we should advise nim, in the future, to 
exercise it with great firmness toward 
Gen. WILson. At Milledgeville, Ga., this 
dashing cavalry officer declared: 


7s pope to see the day when our starry 
flag shall float everywhere, from the frozen 
north to the sunny clime of Central Africa. 
We are too big and powerful and progres- 
sive to have neighbors on this continent, 
and I trust that before the next Adminis- 
tration of the President closes, the flag will 
fly over every foot of the continent from 
the northern extremity of the Dominion of 
Canada to the Gulf of Mexico.” 


Probably “ Central Africa’’ is a mis- 
take in the report for “ Central America,” 
for it mars the symmetrical sweep of the 
orator’s statement. Though the range of 
the starry flag would, of course, be great- 
er if it were to cover the intervening half 
of the globe’s surface and reach the heart 
of Africa, that is not, rhetorically, a 
good stopping place. Gen. WILSON must 
have meant ‘“‘ Central America.” 

That is quite bad enough, and since the 
speech was spoken in the presence of the 
President, and immediately after he had 
himself addressed the audience, it is 
much too bad. If Gen. WILson had left 
indefinite the date for the realization of 
his ecstatic vision, it might have been 
passed over as due to the influence of cli- 
mate, and, possibly, the bacillus of South- 
ern hospitality. But he took pains to set 
the limit “ before the next Administra- 
tion of the President closes.’’ Within a 
half dozen years, therefore, he hopes to 
see the people of Canada, as far as 
the frozen north, the people of the 
proud and enterprising Republic of 
Mexico, and those of all the Central 
American States pass under the flag of 
the United States. At best it is a silly 
dream, but in the circumstances the proc- 
lamation of it verged on the offensive. 
These various peoples are as much at- 
tached to their independence and as much 
entitled to it as we are. Someof them have 
fought for it as we did for ours. Those 
of Canad won theirs through the wis- 
dom the mother country learned from our 
forefathers, and it is even more precious 
to them than it would be were it com- 
plete. To bring all these varied peoples 
under our flag within the time lightly 
fixed by Gen. WILson would require 
about one hundred times more energy, 
force, and skill than we showed in the 
war with Spain. And if it were possible, 
it would not be worth while. 

When Mr. McKINLEY takes Gen. WIL- 
SON with him again he should order him 
to submit his remarks in advance to some 
sane and sober censor. 


BIBLE CRITICISM. 


If all men and all women had the con- 
tented, unquestioning faith of the Rev. 
Dr. A. J. F. BEHRENDs there would be no 
skepticism in the world, there never 
would have been any Tiibingen school, 
and ROBERTSON SMITH, BRUNO BAUER, 
and CHARLES F.. BRicGs would have been 
celebrated only as pious men devoutly 
upholding the standards of supernatural- 
ism and Scriptural inerrancy. 

Dr. BEHRENDS is supposed to have had 
Dr. LYMAN ABBOTT in mind when he 
made this profession of his beliefs at the 
Lenox Lyceum on Monday night: 


“Now, my friends, let these critics who 
delve into the mysteries of the Bible do 
their abominable worst. They have been 
225 years at it, and are now in a bigger 
muddle than ever before. I am going to be 
a prophet for oncé—just once. et me tell 
you, my friends, the problems of modern 
Biblical criticism are ‘insoluble. I won't 
bother <= d poor head about them any more. 
Tt has ached enough. I am going to follow 
in the footsteps of the Lord Jesus CuHrRiIsrt. 
I will use the old book just as He used it. 
It is safe to use the Bible as he used it and 
leave criticism alone. Criticisms are not re- 
ligion. They are literary matters. They 
are modern fads.’ The essential truths have 
never lost their power. They are simple 
things.’’ 


This short and easy way out of all 
trouble would make everybody as happy 
as Dr. BEHRENDS if everybody would fol- 
low it. But some minds are by nature in- 
quiring. They experience doubt, and sow 
its seeds in other minds—honest doubt, 
and all the harder to overcome because it 
is honest. When Dr, BEHRENDs tells the 
doubters not to bother their poor heads 
about the problems of the Bible he does 
not satisfy the demands of their intelli- 


gence. 
sad 7. hungry sheep look up and are not 
ed.” 


To doubt unsatisfied there may succeed 
disbelief and indifference. These are ene- 
mies of the Church. Dr. BEHRENDs’s 
comfortable formula is no defense against 
them. They enter in and raven the flock. 

What the doctor calls “ essential 
truths ” can neither be true nor essential 
if they cannot pass the challenges of 
learned inquiry. A good many years ago 
there was a state of the public mind 
which men called the conflict between re- 


| higion and science. Enlightened theolo- 


gians began to perceive that it would not: 
do to have a conflict between religion and 
science. This was pre-eminently a scien- 
tific age. Research “was equipped wit 
marvelous instruments of precision. . It 
pushed its inquiries far and told the story 
of its discoveries in what some of the pil- 
lars of the old faith thought was danger- 
ously popular language. ,It was honest 
and severe with itself. Sham science was 
mercilessly exposed. The people every- 
where got new notions about the age of 
the earth, the origin of species, the an- 
tiquity of man, his early habits, and 
probable ancestry. Then the work of 
reconciling the truths of religion with 
the truths of science began, and not too 
soon. On both sides there was a consci- 
entious sifting of evidence. Guesswork 
was repudiated, parable was detached 
from history, and the spurious was sepa- 
rated from the genuine. To-day the wisest 
preachers of the Gospel admit the exist- 
ence of no conflict between the truths of 
religion and the truths of science. 

Neither can there be any lasting con- 
flict between the truths of the Bible and 
the truths of scholarship. It is only the 
errors on both sides that are incompati- 
ble; and dogmatism is a noted breeder of 
errors. It is the aim of sound Bible criti- 
cism to point out error. It certainly is 
not an ‘“ abominable” work. A good 
many farseeing and devout men believe it 
to be necessary as the friend and pre- 
server of religious truth and faith. 


THE PRESIDENT’S CONFEDERATE BADGE. 


The bestowal of a Confederate badge 
upon the President of the United States 
is the culminating performance of the 
singular “ love-feast’’ that has been go- 
ing on for the last few days in Georgia. 
We hasten to add that this love-feast has 
been very nearly as patriotic and inter- 
esting as it has been singular, and that 
there have been very few and entirely 
negligible Americans of the North who 
have been “touched and grieved’ by 
President McKINLEyY’s eulogies of the 
men of the South. But when it comes to 
affixing the badge of the unsuccessful re- 
sistance to the power of the United States 
to the person of the magistrate who rep- 
resents that power, in spite of an unsuc- 
cessful and coy resistance on his part, it 
does seem time to inquire where we are 
at. Sefior MONTERO Rios is not, we judge, 
in a frame of mind at present to imitate 
the action of Dr. RoLanp B. HALu of 
Macon, Ga., and to press upon the Presi- 
dent the insignia of the order of Isabella 
Catolica, or whatever it may be that is 
affixed to the lapels of those whom Spain 
delights to honor. But if he were, and if 
he were in a position to dart at Mr. Mc- 
KINLEY with a safety pin attached to the 
insignia in question, he would put the 
President in very much the same predica- 
ment in which he was put by the assault 
of Dr. ROLAND B. HALL. 

The obvious and immediate moral of 
the incident is that an American Chief 
Magistrate ought to have the same pro- 
tection that has for generations, if not for 
centuries, been bestowed upon European 
monarchs. In Europe, the sovereign 
making a progress like that of the Presi- 
dent in the South reserves the right to be 
apprised beforehand of the nature of the 
addresses to be made to him and of 
the testimonials of approval to be be- 
stowed upon him, and to disallow them 
in case he disapproves them. It would 
have been well for Mr. McKINLEy if he 
had done the same thing. It is quite true 
that if one of his recent predecessors had 
done the same thing that he has done 
in accepting a Confederate badge there 
would have been no restraining FORAKER 
for at least two years. But, on the other 
hand, we cannot imagine Mr. CLEVELAND 
consenting to be thus decorated. Even 
in the tropical enthusiasm of Georgia, 
and even if the Confederate crank with 
the badge attached to a safety pin should 
have so far circumvented his physique as 
to have affixed it to his lapel, Mr. CLEVE- 
LAND would have found means of repel- 
ling it. President McKINLEy did not repel 
it, and we own that we await with some 
solicitude the action of the extreme 
Northwestern posts of the G. A. R. 


TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


—Among the rather numerous people 
who go to and from the performances at the 
Metropolitan Opera House otherwise than 
in carriages owned or hired there are a few, 
we hear, whose appreciation of their own 
insignificance is so ill-developed that they 
are talking angrily, in some cases almost 
fiercely, about the peril to life, limb, and 
temper in which they are nightly put by 
Important Persons. The complaining few 
admit that, inside the Opera House, the 
trivial two or three or four or five or ten 
dollars they pay for seats give them a right 
only to occupy those seats and to hear such 
portions of the music as interest the occu- 
pants of the boxes. That controversy has 
been thoroughly discussed in bygone years 
and decided’against them. But out on the 
sidewalk, these troublesomely presumptu- 
ous ones assert, the circumstances are dif- 
ferent, and they absolutely go so far as to 
insist that the streets bounding the temple 
of song are not the private property of the 
earriage folk. It is, of course, a fact that 
at present, when the operagoers who rgly 
upon their own feet for transportation home 
or homeward emerge from the Opera House 
they find themselves in a whirl of excited 
lackeys and coachmen, all destitute of eyes 
for anybody except Important Persons, but 
all well provided with insolence for the 
more or less poor and honest foot passen- 
gers. The latter, by enduring oaths and 
leaping briskly between aoofs and wheels, 
ean usually cross either Thirty-ninth or 
Fortieth Street within half an hour or so, 
but there are persons not at all important 
whom this does not content, and they are 
growling with tiresome persistence about 
their little troubles. The police, as yet, 
have paid no attention to the numerous 
appeals and protests poured upon them 
every opera night, a fact that evidences 
their knowledge of—many things. The situ- 
ation, however, 1s fast becoming strained, 
we are sorry to say, and some evening a 
coachman or two may possibly have a bad 
quarter of an hour. ’ 


—It is really delightful to learn that, 
though the official guardians of the city’s 
health are, like the rest of the world, a bit 
uncertain about the cause of “grip’’ and 
the conditions that favor its development 
and spread, they aré a little more than per- 


‘fectly vere that no bad results can come 


from the incompetence and neglect of our 
Street Cleaning Department. Roads heaped 
high with filthy snow or plastered deep 
with filthier mud give no cause for appre- 
hension, they tell us, while clouds of inter- 
estingly complex dust simply provide need- 
ed exercise for metropolitan eyes and lungs. 
That eminent sanitarian, Mr. Micuamu C. 
MurRpPHy, has formulated these hygienic 
principles with almost impassioned earnest- 
ness, and of course we must all accept 
them without question. This is the easier 
to do because the able President of the 
Health Board is not content with telling 
what does not cause the “grip.” Aware 
that more than negative wisdom is confi- 
dently expected from him, he has searched 
his inner consciousness for the sources of 
the trouble, and though he hasn’t exactly 
grasped them yet, he is hot on a promising 
trail. Certain ‘scientific gentlemen,” it 
seems, have ventured “ to talk freely about 
grip and other diseases.” Being in no way 
connected with the City Government, it 
would obviously have been more becoming 
if these “scientific gentlemen’ had held 
their peace. But they have “ talked,” and 
“freely”? at that. How easily does Mr. 
MuRPHY expose their pretensions. 
they ever thought,’”’ he asks, “ of the effects 
of the asphalt pavement that so freely poul- 
tices our streets, and what th@se effects 
are?’’ Not even echo answers, so Mr. 
MurRpuHy continues: ‘‘A heat oozes from 
the asphalt in Summer, and it becomes soft. 
Have the physicians of New York ever in- 
vestigated that, and if it becomes softened 
and odor arises from it then, what are the 
effects of it now in Winter? There may be 
more in this than I am aware of.” How 
modest are those last words! How impres- 
sive the questions that precede them! 


—Ags the balloting at the Republican 
Club Monday night was by writing, and 
therefore secret, it is very hard for outsid- 
ers to understand how Mr. JoB E. HEDGES 
could be sure that the men whom he saw 
casting two votes, cast them both against 
his friend Mr. FREDERICK S. GrBBs. Did he 
assume, and was he warranted in assum- 
ing, that only an enemy of that experienced 
and estimable statesman would be so lost 
to political honor as to commit such a 
crime—openly? We are at least a hundred 
miles from expressing suspicions or making 
innuendoes against members of the Repub- 
lican Club, whose names, even, we do not 
know, but unless Mr. HEDGEs tells more 
than he has yet divulged about the founda- 
tion of his dreadful accusation, we can be 
certain only of one thing—that he saw with 
his own eyes the depositing of two ballots 
by men who had a right to deposit only 
one. It is an undeniable fact that Mr. 
GIBBs received 65 votes, while against him 
there were thrown only 37. Here be data 
from which several conclusions may safely 
be drawn, safest of them all being the con- 
clusion that Mr. GrsBBs is not an object of 
universal and unanimous admiration. But 
Mr. HEDGEs, though he has revealed the 
possession of no other data than these, 
vehemently proclaims that foes, and not fol- 
lowers, of Mr. GisBBs violated the sanctity 
of the fatiferic hat. The mystery is not 
less fascinating than deep. Whence came 
his firm assurance? 

Those of us who are ‘“ imperialists ”’ 
considered extremely inconvenient and 
somewhat embarrassing the time chosen by 
the Bear Lake Indians for demonstrating 
to all the world that Americans do not in- 
variably achieve brilliant success in the 
management of uncivilized peoples. Those 
of us who insist on a strict and literal in- 
terpretation of the rule that Governments 
derive their just powers from the consent 
of the governed are now not less annoyed 
than were our opponents, for the hitherto 
quiet St. Regis tribe has selected just this 
moment to make a demand for independ- 
ence! Of course their prayer cannot be 
granted, and yet how can it be refused? 
They quote our sacred maxim to us, and 
will not listen to our ingenious explanation 
that, though the maxim has no exceptions, 
there are certain cases to which it dces not 
apply. These red men would better be care- 
ful. Their conduct savors of malice, and 
since they have managed to enrage both 
the jingoes and the—and the—well, call them 
the ’fraid cats, there are likely soon to be 
some exciting scenes on the reservations. 
We are a very logical people, of course, but 
of logic, as of most other good things, one 
can easily get too much. 


—There is something positively uncanny 
about this man Woop. He is doing things 
down in Santiago that are obviously be- 
yond the power of mere mortals, and he is 
making those poor Cubans simply ridicu- 
lous in the eyes of the.world. We first had 
our suspicions of the General when the 
news came that a body of prominent mer- 
chants had called upon him and asked him 
to invent some new taxes for them to pay. 
That more than hinted at the exercise of 
hypnotism, witchcraft, or some other black 
art, to which these unsophisticated island- 
ers certainly should not be subjected by our 
representative. Now we get a report that 
another delegation-of Santiago’s eminent 
citizens has been similarly beguiled. They 
went to get certain taxes reduced, and the 
General, within an hour, had _ persuaded 
them to consent to an increase of the bur- 
dens in question! It’s a late day to talk of 
diabolism, but these things are more than 
mysterious—they contradict nature. So 
far, we confess, Gen. Woop has used his 
magic only for commendable purposes, but 
can he long endure the temptations which 
the possession of supernatural power throws 
around a man? 


WITNESSES TO BE PROTECTED. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I see by the report in the papers that Gen. 
Brooke threatened to court-martial a wit- 
ness who gave testimony before the Presi- 
dential commission which was unpalatable 
to him, and that the commission tamely 
submitted to the insult. Before calling any 
witnesses before the commission our Com- 
mittee for the Protection of the Soldiers, of 
which I have the honor to be Secretary, de- 
manded protection for them, and received 
a pledge from which I quote as follows: 
‘“‘They [the Commissioners] insfruct me to 
inform you that under the instruction of 
the President [of the United States] no offi- 
cer or soldier testifying for us will be pun- 
ished, but will be protected against any re- 
taliation, punishment, or annoyance in the 


matter. The commission also desires me to 
request of you, if you know of any retalia- 
tion or punishment inflicted upon any sol- 
dier for making a truthful complaint, they 
will thank you to inform us in the matter.” 
The committee directs me to announce that 
if Gen. Brooke or any other officer attempts 
to carry out his threat, this committee will, 
on being informed of it, lay the matter be- 
fore the President and hold him to his prom- 
ise. The Presidential commission may sub- 
mit to bullying, but this committee will not 
be driven from an honorable obligation of 
protection to the men who have testified at 
its —— and will see that faith is kept 
with them.

This wholesome statute was passed by the 
Vermont Legislature at the session just fin- 


ished: 
NUMBER 122. 
AN ACT TO PREVENT THE DESECRATION 
OF THE NATIONAL FLAG. 

It is hereby enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Vermont: 

Sec. 1. That the National flag or the coat of 
arms of the United States, or any imitation or 
representation thereof, shall not be attached to 
or imprinted or represented upon any goods, 
wares or merchandise, or any advertisement of 
the same; and no goods, wares, or merchandise, 
or any advertisement of the same, shall be at- 
tached to the National flag or the coat of arms 
of the United States, and ne such advertisement 
shall be imprinted thereon, Any violation of this

act shall be punishable, on convictio’ a fine 
of not less than $10 nor more than $100 ‘or such 
offense. =? 

Sec. 2. The County Courts and the several 
Municipal Courts within this State ll_ have 
jurisdiction of all prosecutions for the violation 
of this act. Also Justices of the Peace shall 
have jurisdiction, and may impose a fine to the 
extent of $20, or they may bind over to the 
County Ccurts. . 

‘ Bec. 3. This act shall take effect from April 

Approved Nov, 16, 1898. 

Perhaps the time may come when the 
Government will cease using the flag, or an 
‘imitation or representation thereof,” as @ 
device for canceling postage stamps.

THE CUBAN INSURGENTS. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The late riots or riotous demonstrations 
in Havana have led many, and Gen, Shaf- 
ter among them, to think that the Cubans 
are not fit to institute any Government or 
to govern themselves 

It seems to me, however, that when we 
consider the peculiar circumstances in which 
we find Cuba and the Cubans just at the 
present time we may find a great deal of 
excuse for them to be doing somewhat in- 
temperate things. 

In the first place, we know that the grade 
of intelligence and learning is of course 
not hign. Those who have been in the 
army have had no opportunity to improve 
their minds. The Spaniards have, even 
down to the present time, used them during 
the whole lives of most of the Cubans 
like slaves and dogs under the iron heel 


of a merciless despotism. The Cubans nat- 
urally, when they see the time go near 
when the Spaniards are to be expelled from 
the island, desire to set off fireworks and 
fire off guns. just as our ancestors did on 
our original Fourth of July when the 
Declaration of Independence was signed. 
And is it not quite natural that the 
Cubans should, in connection therewith, feel 
like wreaking their pent-up feelings of 
burning revenge upon those who have so 
long goaded them and trodden them under 
foot? Is it more than might naturally be 
expected if some Spaniards were wounded, 
or even killed? Could we expect them, in 
their comparative ignorance and their many 
causes of hatred to those who had so con- 
sistently robbed them and persecuted them, 
to exercise the patience of saints? 

Again, we must recollect that these same 
insurgents had expected, had been fighting 
for years, to at last become independent 
and institute their own Government. And 
finally, instead of attaining the fruition of 
their hopes, we of the United States enter 
their country, and, although we compel 
their oppressors to evacuate, we tell the 
Cubans that they are not fit to govern 
themselves and that we propose to govern 
them ourselves. Is it any wonder that 
under such circumstances we should find 
them in a somewhat rebellious and riotous 
mood? By no means. It would be rather 
a wonder if those unhappy people were 
not so. :

THE WAY 10 GIVE RELE 


Bishop Potter Urges Removal of 
Friction Between Rich and Poor. 


UNHEEDED SOCIAL RUMBLINGS. 


Attending to the Needs of Unfortunate 
Persons and the Best Means 
of Relieving Them. 


Incidental to an address on “ Relief Giv- 
ing in Connection with City Mission Work” 
before the monthly conference of the Char- 
ity Organization Society yesterday, Bishop 
Henry C. Potter sounded an earnest note of 
warning against friction between the rich 
“and the poor; between capital and labor. 
Too little attention was paid, he said, to 
““the rumbling thunders” of discontent 
that emanated from the less-favored mem- 
bers of the community. The portentous 
significance of these manifestations invited 
serious consideration on the part of thought- 
ful men and women. Of paramount im- 
portance are the problems that relate to 
social conditions. 

Justice to the poor and the unfortunate, 
the Bishop said, was the urgent necessity of 
the hour. It was proper that the influential 
leaders in this community should ponder 


* deeply on the best means of extending that 
much-needed justice. It was well to con- 
sider carefully the obligations of the com- 
munity to its less-favored and dependent 
Ones, and tO move promptly in discharging 
those obligations. The mere giving of doles 
would not and could not satisfy the ever- 
present and far-reaching demand for help. 
Opportunity must be supplied to the needy 
ones to help themselves. Persons engaged 
4n mission relief work should remember 
that the best efforts in that line were those 
which made for good citizenship. What 
every unfortunate 9 arenes needs most of all 
is the means of self-support. Nothing breeds 
social discontent so rapidly as the absence 
of opportunity for work. If the applicant 
for aid be ignorant and incompetent, then 
the mission relief organization should step 
in with the means of education and en- 
couragement. 

Great care should be taken to place cap- 
ital and labor on the friendliest terms pos- 
‘Bible. The rich man and the wage-earner 
Ought to be made to comprehend fully the 
Significance ef their relationship and the 
extent of their dependence on one another. 
Those who are leaders in the community 
should see to it that the great masses of 
population which are commonly character- 
ized as the poor should not only be fairly 
and considerately treated, but that they 
should be educated in the principles of jus- 
tice, industry, and social order, which un- 
derlie all good government. Personal con- 
tact and the establishment of sympathetic 
relations with those who actually need help 
will be found to be the most effective mis- 
sion work. Occasionally the mission relief 
worker may find it desirable to lend a poor 
age a small sum of money to help put 

im on his feet. A loan may sometimes be 
repaid, and it is a trait of human nature to 
want to discharge an obligation. 

The Bishop suggested the establishment 
of more trade and industrial schools. He 
remarked upon the benefits accruing to the 
Hebrew popuiation through the establish- 
ment of the Hirsch foundations. The speak- 
er thought there should be a wider devel- 
opment of the kind of work now being done 
by the Legal Aid Society in this city. He 
would like to see the Charity Organization 
Society direct its efforts to the bringing 
about of closer co-operation between em- 
ployers a-d working people. 

The question that underlies all mission 
work is, What is it that contributes in the 
largest and best degree to the actual help- 
fulness of humanity? It may be accepted 
@s a fact that real helpfulness means the 
restoration or re-creation of decayed pow- 
ers. The life of Jesus Christ illustrates 
this idea. Nothing was more indifferent 
to Jesus in the prosecution of. His work 
than the use of money. In every instance 
where He helped the poor or the distressed 
it was by the restoration of powers, either 
physical or mental. 

In the opinion of the speaker, there was 
nothing more indelicate and inadvisable 
than the indiscriminate giving of money 
fn so-called relief. Such uses of money 
encouraged a feeling of dependence and 
failed to accomplish the actual purpose of 
restoring the working powers of the needy 
one. Friendiy visitation and self-respecting 
eg te gee had unquestionably produced 
the t res its. 

The Rev. Dr. John Scudder of Jersey 
City related his experience in relief work 
in that community during an active period 
extending over several years, which re- 
sulted in an association being organized 
én the plan of requiring all applicants for 
aid to Seip themselves. Not a penny in 
money wa dled out, but every person ap- 
plying for help was afforded an opportunity 
of getting work enough to relieve their im- 
mediae nee:s. To some persons who dis- 

layed an honest desire to help themselves 
oans of moderate sums of money were 
made. 

Chairman Kate Bond and the Rev. Frank 
- North followed in a similar strain, and 
Mrs. Joseph Oppenheimer of the Bethel Sis- 
terhood, which does much practical relief 
work on the upper east side of this city, 
flescribed the methods followed by herself 
and her associate. The society extended 
the helping hand by assisting the worthy 

r to start in business. These philan- 
hropic women recently set up a butcher 
fn business and enabled him to partly pay 
his debt to them by supplying meat to their 
kindergarten; they gave a shoemaker and 
ka maker of blacking each a start, and both 
are now doing fairly well. 

Edward T. evine, General Secretary of 
the Charity Organization Society, spoke of 
the practical work of that society in re- 
lieving destitution. 

Miss Bond, the Chairman, in closing the 
meeting, uw thet all mission workers 
bear in mind that the fundamental principle 
of helpfulness was the building up of charac- 
ter and the stimulating of the best powers 
within men. 


BILL FOR PACIFIC CABLES. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 20.—Mr. Corliss of 
Michigan introduced a bill to-day to facili- 
tate the construction and maintenance of 


telegraph cables in the Pacific Ocean be- 
tween the United States and Hawaii, the 
Philippine Islands, Japan, and other coun- 
tries, 

In connection with the bill Mr. Corliss 
has written the Secretary of State that the 
Pacific Cable Company secured a concession 
from Hawaii on July 2 last under which it 
will have exclusive control of the cable line 
from the United States to Hawaii unless 
euch concession is disapproved by the Sec- 
retary of State within six months, 

Mr. Corliss calls attention to the fact 
that the six months expire on Jan. 2 next, 
and that early action is necessary if a dis- 
approval is to be made.

AMERICAN MEAT IN GERMANY. 


Law Regulating Importation Said to 
be in Preparation. 


BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The North German 
Gazette to-day, referring to Senator Mason’s 
resolution in the United States Senate yes- 
terdeay, directing the Committee on Agri- 
culture to inquire into certain legislation 
pending before the Reichstag, calculated 
to prohibit the importation into Germany of 
American sausages and other meat prod- 


ucts, and directing the committee, should 
the measure become law, to report imme- 
diately a bill to require the inspection of 
Sugars, meats, wines, and all other food 
products which are imported into the Unit- 
ed States from Germany, calls attention to 
the promise of Count Posadowsky-Wenner, 
Secretary of the Interior, made in the 
Reichstag, that an imperial law will be in- 
troduced oe general regulations for 
the importation of American meats, which. 
it is hoped, will avert the possibility of a 
conflict or claims upon the part of the Unit- 
ed States.

WHITE GUEST OF SALISBURY. 


American Charge d’Affaires Visits the 
British Premier at Hatfield. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—Henry White, the 
United States Chargé d’Affaires, to-day 
went on a two-days’ visit to Lord Salis- 
bury, the British Premier, at the latter’s 
country residence, Hatfield House, Hertford- 
shire, 

While the visit is said to be of a purely 
social nature, there is reason to believe that 
Lord Salisbury and Mr. White will discuss 
the attitude of Great Britain toward the 
proposal that the United States build the 
Nicaragua Canal, with the view of arriving 
at an understanding regarding the Bulwer- 
Clayton treaty. 


FRANK KNAAK ACQUITTED. 


Berlin Court Declines to Punish the 
New Yorker Held for Lese Majeste. 


BERLIN, Dec. 20.—The Provincial Court 
has acquitted Frank Knaak of New York of 
the charge of lése majesté, in referring to 
Emperor William as a sheep’s head, be- 
cause, it appears, Mr. Knaak was intoxi- 
cated when he committed the offense. 

A member of the United States Embassy 
was present during the court proceedings. 

Commercial Councilor Moeller was the 
principal witness for the prosecution. He 
deposed that he heard Mr, Knaak refer to 
the ‘‘miserable German nation,” adding 
that he generally condemned the Hohen- 
zollerns and said Emperor William was a 
*‘ blockhead,”’ not a ‘“‘ sheep’s head,” as re- 
ported, 

A doctor deposed that Mr. Knaak was a 
dipsomaniac, but the prosecution asked for 
a sentence of nine months’ imprisonment. 

The Court, after a long deliberation, de- 
cided to acquit the prisoner, on the ground 
that the evidence raised a doubt as to 
whether Mr. Knaak was in a condition to 
know what he was doing, and also in view 
of the fact that when he was sober Mr. 
Knaak always expressed high esteem for 
Germany and Emperor William. 


Mr. Knaak was arrested Nov. 2. Ac- 
cording to the dispatches, the remarks at- 
tributed to him were made while sitting in 
& restaurant with his wife. After his ar- 
rest J. B. Jackson, United States Chargé 
dad’ Affaires, became active in Mr. Knaak’s 
behalf, and a large amount of bail was 
offered for his release, but the German au- 
thorities refused to accept it. Mr. Knaak is 
a civil engineer and is interested in the 
Niagara water power. He came originally 
from Stettin. 


TO CHECK CONSUMPTION. 


Movement Started at a Meeting Con- 
venei by the Prince of Wales. 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—The Prince of Wales 
presided at a private meeting at Marlbor- 
ough House to-day, convened by him to take 
steps to check the spread of tuberculosis. 

The Marquis of Salibury, the Earl of 
Rosebery, and a number of noted scientists 
and physicians spoke of the urgent necessity 
of educating the people in the means of pre- 
venting consumption and of checking the 
spread of tuberculous disease among cattle. 
Special stress was laid upon the importance 
of erecting open-air sanitaria. 

The Prince of Wales, who promised his 
heartiest support to the movement, said 
Great Britain ought to follow the good ex- 
ample set before her in the United States, 
Germany, and elsewhere, in the effort to 
stamp out the disease. He mentioned the 
fact that the "Queen had ordered the de- 
struction of thirty-six of her dairy cows, 
which had ben found to be suffering from 
tuberculosis. It was an example, he urged, 
such as the farmers ought to follow. 


HEUREAUX NOT ASSASSINATED. 


Report of the Deoth of San Domingo’s 
President a Canard, 


PORT AU PRINCE, Haiti, Dec. 20.—There 
is no ground whatever for the rumor cir- 
culated here early to-day that President 
Heureaux of the Republic of San Domingo 
has been assassinated. 

Gen. Heureaux arrived this morning at 
Jacmel, about thirty miles southwest of 
Port au Prince, and is in excellent health.

THE KNEISEL QI 


Season Given Last Night. 


The second evening concert of the sev- 
enth season in New York City of the Knei- 
gel Quartet of Boston took place last night 
in the handsome hall of the Mendelssohn 
Glee Club, in West Fortieth Street. The 
audience was one of those assemblies which 
are now familiar sights at the concerts of 
this organization. It was composed of 
sound lovers of music, of connoisseurs of 
quartet playing, and of professionals, with 
a small sprinkling of those who like to be 
thought persons of refined taste. The pro- 
gramme was delightful and the performance 
excellent. 

The three numbers which comprised the 
evening’s list were Schubkert’s familiar quar- 
tet in D minor, Mozart’s quartet for oboe, 
violin, viola, and ’cella, and Dvorak’s piano 
quintet in A major, opus 81. This made a 
series of compositions by no means dis- 
similar in feeling. The Schubert work, as 
is well known to ali lovers of chamber 
music, is songlike in its melody and is fresh 
and unaffected in style. The Mozart work 
is full of the naive tunefulness of the 
glorious boy, while the Dvorak composi- 
tion is Schubertian in thought and treat- 
ment without failing to be characteristic 
also of its own composer, who is always 
frankly melodious. One may be permitted 
to wonder whether Mr. Kneisel presented 
Schubert’s D minor quartet just at this 
time with a mild exercise of his eyelid. 
We are hearing a good deal of Wagner’s 


Nibelung dramas just now, and if ever 
Wagner’s memory unconsciously reproduced 
anything, that thing was the theme of 
Schubert’s scherzo, which figures extensive- 
ly in the triologyeas the smithy motive. 

The Mozart oboe quartet has not been 
played in this city within the memory of 
the present writer, and it ig quite probable 
that Mr. Kneisel was correct in announcing 
last night’s as its first performance. It 
was written in Munich in 1780 at the re- 
quest of Mozart’s old friend Ramm. It bears 
all the evidences of the composer’s won- 
drous facility in production, It is not pro- 
found at all, but its melodies are full of 
that apparently artless spontaneity which 
keeps the charm of so many of Mozart’s 
works ever young. The string parts are 
planned with simplicity, the lion’s share of 
the work being given to the oboe. 

The part for this instrument offers con- 
siderable technical difficulty, though a fairly 
good oboe player might stumble through it 
in a plain style. Only a virtuoso of the 
very first rank would play it as it was 
played last night. The performer was Mr. 
Cc. Longy, the first oboist of the Boston 
Symphony Orchestra. In tone, in_ technic, 
in lovely cantilena, in delicate gradation of 
tone, and in musical spirit his performance 
was that of a master, and though not half 
his hearers could have appreciate the ease 
with which he conquered difficulties, he was 
called out several times with the warmest 
enthusiasm. 

The Dvorak quintet was played by Mr. 
Kneisel and his associates at Sherry’s on 
Sunday afternoon, when Mr. Arthur Whit- 
ing was at the piano. Last night the pianist 
was Mr. Harold Randolph, the head of the 
Peabody Institute of Baltimore. Mr. Ran- 
dolph’s work was excellently done in al- 
most every respect. If any fault is to be 
found it must be with the too generous 
force of his tone in the rapid passages of 
the “ Furiant”’ and of the finale, but it is 
likely that this was due to the fact that 
the lid of the plano was raised all the way 
and to the great resonance of the hall. But 
Mr. Randolph played musically and with 
evident understanding of ensemble work. 
The audience unquestionably enjoyed the 
whole concert thoroughly. 


MAY STOP “SORROWS OF SATAN.” 


A Misunderstanding About Royalties 
Miss Corelli Claims Due Her. 


The first performance of the dramatiza- 
tion of Marie Cuorelli’s novel “ The Sorrows 
of Satan,” which is advertised for to-night 
at the Broadway Theatre, may not come 
off on account of a misunderstanding about 
the royalties which Miss Corelli claims due 
her. A conference on the matter will be 
held this morning in the office of Vander- 
poel, Cuming & Goodwin, attorneys for 
Frank W. Sanger, Miss Corelli's agent in 


this country. 
Mr. Sanger said yesterday that the result 


of the conference to-day largely depended 
upon action on his part to protect Miss 
Corelli. If necessary, an injunction would 


be asked for to apg the performance. 
Mr. Sanger said that he would try to reach 
an understanding without resorting to law 
aoa interfering with the performance to- 
night. 

When A. H. Chamberlyn was seen last 
night, he said he had purchased the English 
rights of “The Sorrows of Satan” for a 
London syndicate when manager of the 
Shaftesbury Theatre, and had subsequently 
found, when he endeavored to prevent an 
unauthorized production of the piece, that 
Miss Corelli had not complied with the re- 
quirements of the laws of Great Britain. 
His attempt to prevent the production 
failed, and he could not see that Miss Cor- 
elli had any further claim upon him. He 
had been advised by his lawyers that she 
could not collect royalties for the use of 
the play in this country.

William H. Bellamy. 


William H. Bellamy, for many years con- 
nected with the Republican organization in 
this county, died yesterday at his home, 
101 West Sixty-eighth Street.

tate business. Mr. Bellamy was a native 
of New York State, and first came to this 
city in 1854. During the civil war he had

He was at that time Chairman of 
the Executive Committee of the West Side 
Republican Club, and a member of the 
Hamilton Club and of the New York Repub- 
lican Club. Mr. Bellamy was an active 
member of the County Committee for eight- 
een years. A meeting of the Executive 
Committee of the Republican County Com- 
mittee has been called for to-night by Col- 
lector Bidwell for the purpose of taking ac- 
tion on his death.

Mrs. Martha Field, better known through- 
out the South as Catherine Cole of The New 
Orleans Times-Democrat, died at Dr. Good- 
smith’s hospital, Chicago, on Monday night. 


Mrs. Field had been a sufferer from paraly- 
sis for a number of years, and complica- 
tions growing out of that disease caused 
her death. She was one of the most widely 
known newspaper writers of the South, and 
was dearly beloved throughout the section 
beyond the Ohio River. For a number of 
years she was connected with The New Or- 
leans Picayune. She had been a newspaper 
writer nearly twenty years. Ill-health com- 
pelled her to come to Chicago three or four 
months ago to recuperate, and take medical 
treatment. She was accompanied by her 
daughter, Miss Flora Field, who is also a 
well-known writer.

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Stock Market irregular. 


After a dull morning, during which prices 
eshowed a gagging tendency, with every 
rally succeeded by a discouraging set-back, 
the stock market strengthened and grew 
active yesterday afternoon, some issues 
making up in the last two hours more than 
they have lost in the reactions of the past 
five or six days.

The »ublic—the public which has bought 
and the public which is buying—goes on re- 
fusing to entertain any doubts as to the 
propriety of the present price level, and, in 
fact, of a much higher level. The public, 
with appreciation of the unprecedented ex- 
cellence of the American business situation, 
is convinced that American securities even 
now are chea». And with money so abun- 
dant, with railroad earnings showing steady 
substantial gains, with industrial reports 
uniformly cheerful, with nothing whatever 
depressing in the commercial or industrial 
situation, the public turns a deaf ear to 
those Wall Street oracles who insist that 
stock market values should now go down 
because they have risen too high. 

Meanwhile a short interest, composed of 
the professional talent of the Stock Ex- 
change, is piling up. As a rule the traders 
are aggressively bearish, opposing the pub- 
lic with all the more determination because 
of the whipping received at the public’s 
hands during the past three or four weeks 
of strength. In most all of the conspicuous 
stocks there is a substantial short account 
that has extended itself day by day with- 
out making any appreciable progress on the 
bear side. For a week and more stocks 
have been sold, thrown over in great blocks, 
out the market, taking them easily, has 
not gone down. Yet the bear party seems 
determined to fight the public’s confidence.

COTTON GOODS ACTIVITY. 


Not long ago the cotton goods market was 
one of the dullest. and most depressed of 
New England’s industries, Now those con- 
ditions are reversed and goods are selling 
very actively at a time that is usually 
quiet, while prices are invariably stronger 
and have in certain instances been ad- 
vanced. The causes of this improvement 
are partly of a nature peculiar to the in- 


dustry, while no doubt the market has been 
realty strengthened by a betterment in the 
general commercial situation of the coun- 
try. The low prices of cotton goods through- 
out the greater part of the year have dis- 
counted an expectedly sarge yield of the 
staple. But until recently the market’s ac- 
tivity has herdly been a question of price. 
Regular operators were not interested in 
stocks of goods at unprecedented terms. The 
market was languid and trading was desul-

the manufacture of cotton was yenerally 
‘considered the least capable of improve- 
ment. The unexpected has happened, Cot- 
ton goods are on a risi market, and the 
manufactures of wool and leather must fall 
into line.—Boston Commercial Bulletin. 


A FLURRY IN MONEY. 

Yesterday’s sudden advance in the call 
money rate wags somewhat of a surprise to 
Wall Street, and when the news twas first 
flashed on the news tickers considerable 
uneasiness was evinced. The quick drop 
in the rate, however, to 2% per cent. was 
reassuring and restored the Street’s equa- 
nimity. Throughout all the morning call 
money ruled at 24% and 2% per cent. It 
was in the last hour that the sudden ad- 
vance came. Transactions at higher fig- 


ures were limited. Only $10,000 loaned at 
the high rate—4% per cent.—and then a 
lot of people who became panicstricken 
jumped in and took between $200,000 and 
$300,000 at 4 per cent. Immediately there- 
after representatives of the big Wall Street 
banks appeared with plenty of funds to 
loan on call at 2% per cent., at which price 
money closeu. 

In banking circles there is little or no 
disagreement as to the probability of easy 
money for some time to come. That money 
may be scarce around the first of the year 
is not generally believed. It is pointed out 
that not only in New York, but everywhere 
throughout the country, money is cheap. 
Call loans over in Philadelphia are being 
made at 2% per cent., which is considerably 
below the usual rate for that class of ac- 
commodation. In Chicago and throughout 
the West much the same conditions pre- 
vail. Western banks are loaning money in 
New York. having no outlet at home for 
their surplus funds. 


SUGAR AND THE SHORTS. 


Sugar Trust was the most conspicuous 
stock in yesterday’s market, figuring for 
considerably more than 100,000 shares and 
making a net gain for the day of nearly 
5 points. During the greater part of the 
session Sugar Trust showed a strong ten- 


dency, being partly influenced by manipula- 
tion directed against the shorts. During 
the past four or five days the short interest 
in Sugar Trust has been extending, traders 
being particularly bearish on it and half- 
hearted bulls selling it short as a hedge 
against their long accounts. It was this 
short interest that was run in yesterday. 
Nothing new in the trust’s affairs devel- 
oped, nor did the quiet, persistent selling 
that has characterized the Sugar Trust 
stock market for some time past cease. 


THE ATCHISONS BUOYANT. 


In the last hour yesterday the Atchison 
stocks came to the front, showing more 
activity and buoyancy than for several 
days past. The preferred got up nearly 
2 points from its low price of the morn- 
ing, and the common sold at 19% What 
was remarkable about the Atchison ad- 
vance was the heavy blocks of the stocks 


that changed hands. Flower brokers and 
inside interests were persistent and ag- 
gressive buycrs of both stocks. The Street 
attributed the advance to the approach of 
the Dir:ctors’ meeting, (to-day,) at which 
Atchison preferred is, according to prom- 
ises, to be put upon the dividend list. It 
is also expected that arrangements will be 
made for the payment semi-annually of 2 
per cert. on the company’s adjustment 
bonds. 

Gossip as to the probable amount of the 
Atchison dividend and the period to be rep- 
resented by it was varied yesterday. Noth- 
ing definite regarding the matter—not even 
an intimauon from a source that could be 
considered authoritative—was to be ob- 
tained. But in some high ‘quarters stray 
hints were dropped that the Street may 
be .surpr‘sed by the action of Atchison’s 
Directors. 


UNION PACIFIC AND ALTON. 


On further talk of the probability of the 
purchase of the Alton. property by the 
Union Pacific, the stocks of the latter prop- 
erty showed strength yesterday, the com- 


mon selling at 405g and the preferred above 
72. Vanderbilt brokers were small buyers 
of beth, and representatives of some of the 
larger banking interests were quite active 
in the common. As previously noted in 
THE NEW YORK TIMES, it was current gos- 
sip yesterday that at the Union Pacific 
meeting on Jan. 10 the purchase of the 
Alton system may be officially sanctioned. 


CENTRAL AND SOUTHERN PACIF- 
Ics. 


Two notably strong and active stocks 
yesterday were Central Pacific and South- 
ern Pacific. The former, with-about 45,000 
shares to its credit, advanced from 39% to 
3, closing but fractionally lower, with a 


net gain of more than 3 points. Southern 
Pacific, on a considerably smaller volume 
of tradicg, sold up to 35, and made a net 
gain of between 1 and 2 points. Strong 
banking interests were buyers of both 
stocks, taking Central Pacific in a particu- 
larly aggressive manner. The company’s 
refunding plan is expected to be made pub- 
lic shortly, and interests identified with the 
syndicate were the conspicuous buyers yes- 
terday. Just when the plan will be out is 
not definitely known, although it is cur- 
rently believed that it will appear just 
after the fivst of the year. 


CHICAGO GREAT WESTERN. 

President A. B. Stickney of the Chicago 
Great Western Road was in Wall Street 
yesterday. Regarding the general prospect 
for business and the outlook for his own 
road, Mr, Stickney said: 

“The general prospect for business on our 
line is as good if not better than it was a 
year ago. Our elevator business has been 
considerably larger, and, as you know, our 
net earnings have shown a material in- 
crease, even at the lower rates which have 
been in forces We are rather fortunate in 
having our tonnage so well distributed. We 
have no very large single items, the loss 
of which would cut seriously into our rev- 
The business is made up of a great 
many small shipments, and as such it is 
very stable. We would rather have this 
kind of business than the other; believe it 
pays better. 

“The question of rates is one of condi- 
tions. Lines which haul corn and wheat 
from Kansas and Nebraska to the Gulf 
have a shorter route than any possible route 


to the Atlantic seaboard. They develop this 
business as well as they can, and the East- 
ern lines have to make rates in competition 
with the Gulf routes. Of course, they do 
not makes rates quite as low as those to 
the Gulf, because the longer sea voyage 
from the Gulf is a factor in the case, but it 
gets rates down, and will continue to do so. 
I doubt if we ever get anything like the old 
rates on grain. The whole method of han- 
dling the grain traffic is changed. We no 
longer run trains of grain through, as we 
used to, but use grain to fillin. The west- 
bound business is the class that pays and 
the local business is the traffic to be culti- 
vated. . 

‘““We could have earned more money this 
year if we had had more locomotives. We 
have just ordered ten of the largest type. 
The use of these heavy locomotives, how- 
ever, involves a good deal more. It means 
that where we have to spend $100,000 for 
locomotives, we have to spend $500,000 more 
in strengthening bridges, lengthening side- 
tracks, and getting in position to handle 
heavier trains, which is the main reason 
for using.the heavier locomotives. I remem- 
ber when we got our first large locomotives 
a dozen years ago. Railroad men from 
other lines came to see them, and expressed 
astonishment at their size. The locomotives 
we have lately ordered are nearly double 
the capacity of those which were then con- 
sidered monsters.

WHEAT MARKET STAGNANT. 


‘Says The Chicago Chronicle in discussing 
the wheat market outlook: 

“ Everybody at all conversant with condi- 
tions will readily acknowledge that wheat 
has sold some if not much lower than it 
would on this crop had speculation been 
active instead of practically dead. The pro- 
fessional has had control of the market for 
months, and has taken advantage of the 
apathy of speculation to hammer the price 
down. This is only history repeating itself 
—it is always thus when these conditions 
exist. This professional has made very Ht- 
tle, if any. money out of the deal. But he 
has the consolation, if it will help him any, 


of knowing that if he has not made any 
profit he has kept others from making any. 
Every now and then this outside or gen- 
eral speculator comes in, and then the pro- 
fessional takes a back seat, because he 
knows the man is a dangerous, as well as 
strong and vigorous, foe. It is not wholly 
the professionals of Wall Street who are 
responsible for the sharp advances in 
stocks, but rather the general or outside 
speculator. The professional is shrewd. It 
is unnecessary to tell him wheat receipts 
are dropping off; that stocks in American 
accumulative centres are very small; that 
the visible will show increases but a very 
few weeks longer; that demands have been 
and are exorbitant, both at home and on 
foreign account, and that one can easily 
discern ahead even smaller supplies than 
we at present have, with no positive assur- 
ances the demands will materially fall off. 
Dollar wheat in America is out of the 
question, but if we put the price between 
that current to-day and the dollar we shall 
then not have dear wheat. It is possible 
this holiday season is not just the time for 
prices to start up. Early in the new year, 
however, we may reasonably anticipate 
good markets. Speculation-is in the air—it 
is certain to infect the markets on ’change.”

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WOMEN FIGHT NORMONISH’ 


Board of Home Missions of the 
Presbyterian Church Meets. 


BITTERLY OPPOSES ROBERTS 


Eugene Young, Grandson of Brigham 
Young, Makes an Address Against 
the Representative-Elect 
from Utah. 


The Woman’s Board of Home Missions of 
the Presbyterian Church held an _ open 
meeting yesterday in the assembly hall of 
the Presbyterian Building to inaugurate 
an ageressive campaign to arouse public 
sentiment throughout the country to pre- 
vent the seating of Representative-elect 
Brigham H. Roberts of Utah. The objec- 
tions put forth against Mr. Roberts are 
that he ig an avowed polygamist, and the 
idea of the Woman’s Board in this move- 
ment is to array all women’s organizations 
of the country in a campaign against him. 
They purpose not to send general petitions 
to Congress, but to bring the matter home 
to each Representative-elect in his own 
district. 

Yesterday’s meeting, despite the inclem- 
ency of the weather was attended by sev- 
eral hundred representative Presbyterian 
women of New York and New Jersey, and 
also a number of women of other Church 
denominations and a number of clergy- 
men. The principal speaker of the occa- 
sion was Eugene Young, formerly of Salt 
Lake City, a grandson of Brigham Young 
and a well-known writer on Mormonism. 
Other speakers were the Rev. W. R. Camp- 
bell, a Presbyterian missionary resident of 
Salt Lake City; the Rev. Lewis R. Foote, 
D. D., of Brooklyn, and Mrs. Katherine 
Jones Bennett of the Board of Missions. 

Mrs. Darwin R. James, President of the 


Woman’s Board, introduced the Rev. D. 
Stuart Dodge, who outlined the purpose 
of the meeting. The Rev. William R. 
Campbell explained that Mr. Young was 
born in Utah, but had to leave there be- 
cause of his determination 
mind freely on political matters without the 
dictation of the Mormon Church. ‘‘ Though

@ grandson of the Mormons’ greatest lead- | 


er,” said Mr. Campbell. ‘ Mr. 
Stands squarely and uncompromisingly 
for the pure monogamic family which 
is the cornerstone of our Christian civ- 
ilzation and our republican institutions. 
However, let no one infer from Mr. Young’s 
position that Mormonism is waning. Far 
from it. Mormonism was never so strong, 
so well equipped, so impregnably in- 
trenched, so thoroughly united, so aggres- 
sive, so triumphant as to-day. Mr. Young 
is with us in this fight not because of his 
relationship to Brigham Young, but because 
of hig relationship to his grandmother on 
the maternal side, Mrs. Stenhouse, that 
heroic woman who dared to throw off the 
yoke of Mormonism for herself and her 
entire family, and then to make a splendid 
fight to save ‘her sisters from a worse than 
Egyptian bondage.”’ 

Mr. Young spoke in part as follows: 
“There is an inclination to view the elec- 
tion to Congress of B. H. Roberts—a three 
or four ply polygamist, still living in polyg- 
amy—as an unavoidable outcome of old 
conditions in Utah and a mere question of 
personal morality. Let those who take 
such views beware of the awakening. 
Some day they will see, as those who know 
Mormon ambitions see now, that Mr. Rob- 
erts is a mere instrument, the representa- 
tive of mighty forces. They will learn that 
through hig election a people, 300,000 strong, 
have turned from American liberty and 
American morality and have taken the in- 
itial step toward the establishment of a 
hierarchy foreign to our institutions and 
our social laws in the midst of our Re- 
public.

Roberts is nothing, has nothing out- 
his Mormonism. He bound himself 
Church years ago, when he sacrificed

missionary work, and he has never broken 
the chain. He has proved on more than 
one occasion that the word of the Mormon 
leaders is his law, and that he is willing to 
sacrifice his American liberty to carry out 
the demands of his Church superiors. 
“Gov. Wells—himself a Mormon—did ut- 
ter a protest against Mr. Roberts being 
sent to Congress. But he made no appeal 
to his people to rebuke the lawibreaker, and 
he only demanded Mr. Roberts’s de feat_be- 
cause the presenting of polygamy to Con- 
gress would create a storm against Utah 
and would ‘ place some of his brethren in 
eril, 

“Should he be 
be hailed throughout 


seated his triumph would 
Utah as a manifesta. 
tion of God’s power ‘turning the hearts of 
the Nation toward the Mormon people.’ It 
would carry gloom to the women of Utah, 
whose martyrdom has been too grevious 
already. It would serve notice on the 
young men of Mormondom that their only 
hope of political advancement is through 
obedience to the priesthood. It would em- 
bolden the Church leaders to bind their 
tyranny more securely on their followers, 
to reach out more aggressively into other 
States, and to plan for that National power 
which has been the ambition of Mormon- 
dom since the first ‘ prophet,’ Joseph Smith, 
posed as a candidate for President of the 
United States. More, it will bring Mor- 
monism, more aggressive than ever, to the 
doors of your hemes. It will increase ten- 
fold the activity of the missionaries, a de- 
tachment of whom are even now making a 
house-to-house canvass of Brooklyn.” 

Mr. Young’s address, which drew forth 
frequent applause, was followed by a short 
talk by Dr. Foote, who characterized the 
subject as a matter of the first magnitude 
to every one who loves his land and his 
Lord. He also said: ‘‘ The opposition, there- 
fore, which we seek to arouse against B. H. 
Roberts is simply a moral and patriotic 
one. It is as a representative of this foul, 
dishonest, and treasonable organization that 
this defiant lygamist, confessed lawbreak- 
er, and crimin nal, not a citizen, because never 
restored after the disfranchisement of the 
Edmunds-Tucker law, a man without a 
country, presents himself to be seated in 

ty-sixth Congress.” 
= Bennett’s address was an earnest 
appeal to every woman in the land to rise 
in defense of her sister in Utah, and assist 
in urging upon the members of Congress to 
unseat the Mormon Representative-elect.

Residents of New York Born in That 
State Form a New Organization. 


About sixty Marylanders living in this 
city met in the Waldorf-Astoria Hotel Mon- 
day night and organized a Maryland Soci- 
ety. John Hanway acted as temporary 
Chairman of the meeting... Edward C. Cock- 
ey, who began the movement, Chairman of 
the Committee on Constitution, reported a 
written constitution, which was adopted.

THE WOMEN FICHT MORMONISM | THE CASE IN AGAINST HALLEN.| IN AGAINST HALLEN. 


Much Evidence Damaging to the Law- 
yer-Defendant Introduced by 


the Prosecution. 


During the trial of Lawyer James D. Hal- 
len before Judge McMahon yesterday the 
prosecution sprung a surprise which prac- 
tically exonerated the late Ira S. Elkins of 
the charge of forging the deeds and mort- 
gages produced by the complainant, Mrs. 
Caldwell. William S. Jemmott, who was 
first called to the stand, said he was a ste- 
nographer for Mr. Elkins when the latter 
was head of the Consolidated Gas and Im- 
provement Company. The forged docu- 
ments were shown to him, and he identified 
the engrossing in the body of the instru- 
ments as the work of Secretary Willis of 
the company. The forged signatures of 
Henry E. Jones, he said, were not in the 
handwriting of Mr. Elkins. Hallen subject- 
ed Jemmott to a sharp cross-examination, 
but failed to shake his testimony. 

Riverias Marsh, a stockholder in the con- 
cern, was then called to the stand. Upon 
the request of Mr. Osborne he examined the 


minute book of the company, which the de- 
fense asserted to be in Mr. Elkins’s hand- 
writing. He said that the writing in the 
book was not that of Mr. Elkins, nor were 
the signatures to the forged mortgage. 

Platt Brush, stepson of Mrs. Hayne, who 
charges Hallen with bigamy, was next 
called to the chair. He said that he had 
seen Hallen, whom he knew as J. D. Hayne, 
at Honolulu on frequent occasions. He also 
met Hayne at Jacksonville, Fla., and in San 
Francisco 

George W. Swift, clerk at the Plaza Hotel, 
said that Hallen registered under the name 
of Julian D. Hayne on July 30, 1896, at the 
hotel. The witness produced a page of the 
register, on which wags the signature 
* Julian D. Hayne, Honolulu.’ 

Alvin L. Brush, assistant cashier of the 
First National Bank of Osage, Iowa, testi- 
fied that the defendant married his mother, 
Mrs. Sarah Brush, at Melbourne, Fla. 

After recess zhe Rev. William C. Barnes 
of Melbourne, Fla., was called to the stand. 
He said that he had a church at that place, 
and had there married Hallen, who was 
known as J. D. Hayne, and Sarah A. Brush. 
Mr. Osborne then asked Mrs. Hayne to 
stand up, and Mr. Barnes said she was the 
Mrs. Sarah Brush and the prisoner the J. D. 
Hayne. Hallen cross-examined the minister, 
but failed to shake his testimony. 

Mr. Osborne then stated that all the testi- 
mony for the prosecution had been present- 

ed, and Judge McMahon then adjourned 
court until this morning to allow the law- 
yers time to repare their closing ad- 
dresses. Just before adjournment was taken 
Hallen asked Judge McMahon to allow him 
to shave, as the Warden of the Tombs had 
refused him permission to do so. The Judge 
granted the request, and as Hallen was 
leaving the courtroom he said that he in- 
tended to “‘ pass the lie on the numerous 
witnesses ’’ who had appeared against him 
and identified him as Julian D. Hayne. 


LEGAL NOTES. 


THE GUARANTEE Was NoT ENFORCEABLE. 
—Thyele M. Lamb, in his suit in the 
preme ,Court against Francis D. Carley, 
charged that the latter solicited him to re- 
mit money to the Monetary Trust, of which 
Carley was President, for investment, and 
undertook, if Lamb would do so, to guaran- 
tee him against loss on the account until 
the Monetary Trust had made up a good 
sum in his (Lamb’s) favor. The agreement 
to guarantee was sought to be proved on 
the trial by correspondence, In his letter to 
Lamb on Jan. 6, 1896, Carley wrote: “If 
you will, as soon as possible, make a re- 
mittance such as you intimate, I will guar- 
antee you against loss on that account for 
a given period, until we have made up a 
good sum in your favor. I will go into de- 
tails more definitely when you send the 
money.’’ The plaintiff remitted a credit of 
about $3,000, but soon after withdrew $2,009, 
for the return of which several demands 
were made. With the last remittance 
plaintiff referred to defendant’s “ kind offer 
granting indemnity egainst loss.” A judg- 
ment on a verdict in favor of plaintiff 
in a suit to reduce the remittance has 
been reversed by the First Appellate Divis- 
ion. “‘ We do not think that there was here 
such a definite agreement as could be en- 
forced,’’ Justice Ingraham, giving the opin- 
ion, said. ‘The details of the guarantee, 
including the period for which it should con- 
tinue, and the speculation to be conducted, 
were to be definitely settled when the money 
was sent. Here was a fair intimation that 
the proposal was to be subject to subse- 
quent arrangement as to the details of the 
agreement. * * * Assuming, however, that 
there was such an agreement as could be 
enforced, we think that the plaintiff failed 
to keep his part of the contract, thereby re- 
lieving the defendant from any obligation 
to pay the plaintiff the loss’. sustained. 
* * * To make this agreement obligatory 
it is quite apparent that such remittance, 
when made, must be continued in the spec- 
ulation or investment until a result is real- 
ized. If the plaintiff, having made the re- 
mittance, shortly afterward withdraws it 
before the closing out of the investment or 
speculation, it is quite apparent that the 
condition upon which the guarantee was 
given had not been fulfilled by plaintiff, and 
any loss which resulted would not be one 
within the contemplation of the parties at 
the time that the agreement was made.”

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INTERES® UPON AWARDS TO UNKNOWN 
OWNERS —In the proceedings by the Board 
of Street "Openings to acquire title to land 
in the Twenty-third and Twenty-fourth 
Wards of this city, commenced in Decem- 
ber, 1894, was an award of $2,884.33 to un- 
known owners tor the parcel of land known 
as “‘ Damage Parcel No. 10.” The Supreme 
Court, at Special Term, directed the Con- 
troller to pay this sum in court, with in- 
terest from June, 1895, and a referee was 
appointed to take proof as to the owner- 
ship of the land. In May last, after the 
report of the Commissioners had been filed 
and confirmed. Emmeline C. and Cecilia 


B. Davies made application for the money, 
with interest. An order to that effect, from 
which the city appealed, has been affirmed 
by the First Appellate Division, in an opin- 
ion by Justice Barrett. The sole question 
was as to the amount of interest which 
the city was required to pay. Section 992 
of the Consolidation act, as amended in 
1893, containing the general provisions re- 
lating to condemnation proceedings, pro- 
vides tha: “all damages awarded by the 
Commissioners of Estimate and Assessment, 
with interest thereon from the date when 
title to the land shall have vested in the 
Mayor, &c., and all costs or expenses which 
may be taxed, shall be paid by the Mayor, 
&c., to the respective persons or bodies 
politic or corporate mentioned or referred 
to in said report or in whose favor such 
costs of expenses shall be taxed.” The 
conclusion of the Court is “‘ that the owner 
here is entitled to interest from the date 
when title vested In the city down to the 
date when the amount of the award is paid 
into court.”

PURCHASE AT FORECLOSURE SALE.—Harri- 
son C, Fales, a purchaser on a forecl@sure 
sale in Brooklyn in a suit by Teunis Schenck 
Remsen against Sarah A. Storm and others, 
was, on petition to the Supreme Court, at 
Special Term, relieved from two purchases 
made by hini, the court having found on 
conflicting evidence that the purchaser was 
not fairly apprised of the character of the 
title he would obtain by the sale under the 
judgment. The Court of Appeals has now 
affirmed an order of the Second Appellate 


Division, which held, affirming decision be- 
low, that when property to which a perfect 
title cannot be given is sold at a judicial sale 
the biaders must be fairly apprised of the 
nature and extent of the title to be ac- 
quired or given notice that they them- 
selves must inquire into the state of the 
title and take it entirély at their own risk, 
and that the purchaser is not bound by 
every declaration of an authorized person 
making it in the auction room. The condi- 
tions of the sale and the character of the 
title, it was held, should be announced by the 
auctioneer or Sheriff, and the purchaser had 
the right to rely upon the announcement as 
made by him

of 1900, has appointed John B. Cauldwell 
Director of Fine Arts.

WORE “ACTOR SUIT” TO COURT. 


Keeler, Sued for Non-Support, Donned 
Shabby Clothes, Wife’s Lawyer Said. 


Charles C. Keeler, a lawyer with an office 
in the Vanderbilt Building and a hand- 
somely furnished residence at 60 West Nine- 
ty-second Street, was arraigned in the 
West Side Police Court yesterday on a 
charge of non-support preferred by Mrs. 
Mary Keeler of 374 Central Park West. 
The defendant, according to Mrs..Keeler’s 
counsel, was in court in his “actor suit,” 
a faded, threadbare coat and trousers. The 
lawyer told Magistrate Brann that when 
visiting and at his own office down town 
Mr. Keeler wore handsome, well-fitting 
clothing, but in the court he wished to ex- 
cite the Magistrate’s pity, so wore his 
“actor suit.” 

Keeler was represented by Lawyer George 
W. Stevens and the plaintiff by Henry 
Brill. The couple have beer married forty- 


one years. They separated in 1884, after 
Keeler had lost his $8,000 yearly income 
as manager of a fruit- -preserving concern 
in Elizabeth. He was then brought before 
Judge Smyth, and an agreement was 
made, by which Keeler wag to pay his 
wife $50 a month, their daughter to live 
with her mother. Lawyer Brill further 
told the Magistrate that Mr. Keeler lived 
with Mrs. Keeler’s niece, Miss Sarah Still- 
well, at 60 West Ninety- second Street, 
while his wife had four rear rooms, the 
rent of which is $19 a month. 

Mr. Brill said that once before, when sum- 
moned to court, Keeler gave up his law 
office and for two weeks worked as a clerk 
in a dry goods store, in order to wstk upon 
the sympathies of the Magistrate and keep 
down the amount which he must pay his 
wife, and, further, that in 1882 a jury de- 
cided that the ouse in Ninety-second 
Street belonred to Keeler, though in Miss 
Stillwell’s name. It was formerly owned 
by Mrs. Keeler, but, Mr. Brill said, she 
was induced to part with it, and now Miss 
Stillwell and Keeler live there. 

Mrs. Keeler, a worn little woman, was 
accompanied to court by several well- 
dressed women, who gazed through lorgn- 
ettes at the court habitues and scenes. 
Magistrate Brann decided that Keeler must 
pay his wif« $10 a week.

Republican Aldermen Oppose the 
Mayor’s East River Plans.

SUSPICIOUS OF THEIR OBJECT 


Mr. Goodman Intimates that the Inten- 
tion Is to Kill the Underground 
Railway Scheme. 


Mayor Van Wyck’s plan for two new 
bridges over the East River met with some 
opposition yesterday in the Board of Alder- 
men, when a resolution authorizing the is- 
sue of $100,000 in bonds for preliminary 
work on the proposed-bridges was sent over 
from the Municipal Council. This opposi- 
tion made it clear that the Republican mem- 
bers of the board do not intend to agree to 
the construction of the bridges if the in- 
terests of rapid transit are to be sacrificed. 

The resolution had been introduced in the 
Council at the request of the Board of 
Estimate, which has incorporated the $100,- 
000 bond issue in the budget for 1899. The 
money secured by the issue of these bonds 
is intended to be used in making soundings 
and surveys for determining the most suit- 
able locations for the proposed bridges. 
When it was read in the Board of Alder- 
men yesterday Alderman Goodman offered 
these resolutions: 

Resolved, That while the proposed Rast River 
bridges are of great need, still these desirable 
public improvements should not be authorized or 
permitted at this time if they will have, in any 
degree, a tendency toward interfering with the 
prospects, or retarding the work of rapid transit 
facilities in the Boroughs of Manhattan and the 
Bronx, 

Resolved,- That the Committee on Bridges and 
Tunnels have public hearings with a view of 
obtaining a consensus of public opinion on the 
advisability of inaugurating any new work of 
ga that may delay rapid transit in this 

Immediately there was a struggle on the 
Democratic side to see who would be first 
to move that the resolution be referred to 
the Finance Committee, along with the 
resolution to authorize the bond issue. The 
honor finally fell to Alderman McCall,, but 
Mr. Goodman succeeded in making a motion 
which the Prestdent of the board enter- 
tained to place the resolution on its adop- 
tion. This gave Alderman Goodman an 
opportunity to make a speech, in which he 
declared that he was in favor of more 
bridges, but that he was opposed to any bond 
issues for pwbiic works which had for their 


ultimate obiect the killing off of rapid 
transit. Rapid transit, he said, had been 
demanded by the people in a public election. 
It had taken up the time of the State Leg- 
islature and had engaged the services of a 
special commission, at great expense, for 
several years. Besides, it had the right of 
priority over any new bridges, and he was 
unwilling to see it forced into the back- 
ground. Hearings on the proposed bond 
issue would not hurt the prospects of the 
new bridges, he said, and he felt that the 
people would sustain his views. 

Mr. McCall succeeded in having the reso- 
lution referred to the Finance Committee, 
with instructions to report at next Tues- 
day’s meeting of the board, after Alderman 
Bridges had made a brief speech in favor 
of reference, and also of having public 
hearings. 


DEFECTIVE ASPHALT PAVING. 


Commissioners of Accounts Say It Was 
Laid During Collis’s Term. 


The Commissioners of Accounts yesterday 
made a report to the Mayor,-in which they 
declared that the asphalt of block pave- 
ments laid in Mayor Strong’s administra- 
tion was defective. They advise that final 
payments on contracts in which the speci- 
fications have not been lived up to, be with- 
held until after an inquiry by the Depart- 
ment of Highways with reference to specific 
evasions of the terms of the specifications.

Another Coal Shortage Alleged. 


The Commissioners of Accounts claim to 
have discovered a shortage of coal in the 
Bureau of the Chief Engineer of the Croton 
Aqueduct of the former Department of Pub- 
lic Works. In a long report submitted to 
the Mayor yesterday the Commissioners 
say that in the three years beginning Jan. 
1, 1895, a shortage of 3,432 tons, valued at 
about $15,000, had been found. The Finance 
Department, the report continues, is lax in 
auditing the vouchers. Controller Coler 
declared yesterday that the strictures on 
his ddpartment were unjustified. Chief 
Engineer Birdsall said that the only way 
he could account for the apparent shortage 
was that it might be due to waste. 


Peace Jubilee Proposal Vetoed.

PRICE OF ENVELOPES CUT. 


The Post Office éeiaNtiene Reduces 
Cost After Trade Advance. 


A reduction in the price of stamped en- 
velopes furnished by the United States Post 
Office Department has followed so closely 
upon the increase-in prices announced by 
the so-called ‘‘ Envelope Trust” that it 
has excited surprise. In certain quarters 
stories of an active conflict between the 
Government. and the ‘“ Pnvelope Trust’ 
have appeared, but according to state- 
ments made by members of the envelope 
trade in this city no relations favorable or 
otherwise exist between the Post Office De- 
partment and the ‘“‘ Envelope Trust.’”’ The 
Government’s source of supply of envelopes 
is outside of the “ trust.’’ 

Postmaster Van Cott said yesterday that, 
although not officially informed as to the 
fact, he understood that the Post Office 
Department had been preparing to reduce 
the price of stamped envelopes. From oth- 
er sources it was ascertained that the chief 
reductions to be made by the Government 
in the price of two-cent stamped envelopes 
will be as follows: ‘Twenty-four cents per 
thousand on Size No. 1, 36 cents on No. 2, 
40 cents on No. 3, 52 cents on No. 5, 60 
cents on No. 6, 60 cents on No. 11, 76 cents 
on No. 18, and 60 cents on No. 16. This is 
declared to be the heaviest cut in prices 
ever made by the Post Office Department at 
one time.

- DEATH OF FLORIST COLIN. 


The Autopsy snaie that He Was Mur« 
dered in His Cellar. 

Capt. Stevenson 

Street Police 


The theory advanced by 
of the West :Thirty-seventh 
Station that Jean Baptiste Colin, the old 
vendor of Christmas wreaths, who wags 
found dead in the cellar of 217 West Twen- 
ty-eighth Street, on Monday, died from nat- 
ural causes, and that the wounds in the 
throat and the top of the head were caused 
by rats was completely upset yesterday 
when the result of the autopsy was an- 
nounced. It is shown conclusively that 
Colin had been murdered, and that there 
had been a struggle in the gloomy cellar. 

The autopsy was performed at Bellevue 
Hospital yesterday by Coroner’s Physician 
Williams. At its conclusion Dr. Williams 
said: ‘‘ There is no doubt that Colin was 
murdered. The wounds in the neck are 
so clean and so deep that they could not 
have been inflicted by anything but a 
knife or a dirk, and could not have been 
self-inflicted. The skull was not fractured. 
There are three parallel cuts across the 
head which could not have been made by 
anything but a knife. These wounds could 
not have been caused by a broken bottle, 
and had an axe been used there would have 
been a fracture of the skull. Nor could the 
wounds have been caused by rats. The au- 
topsy showed that the rats had gnawed at 
one of the wounds in the head, and this 
wound was easily discernible from’ the 
others. All the rats in the cellar could not 
have caused the wounds in the throat and 
head.’’ 

“Tt’s a very mysterious case,’’ said Capt. 
Stevenson yesterday. ‘‘ The result of the 
autopsy has altered my opinion, and I have 
been working with the detectives in the 
hope of establishing some motive for the 
murder, but we have not succeeded. Neither 
have we been able to discover a single clue 
that would lead to the identity of the mur- 
derer.”’ 

Mrs. Augustine Villeamnie, the sister of 
the florist, for whom Colin had formerly 
worked, said on Monday that Colin, when 
she saw him, less than a week ago, showed 
her a roll of bills containing about $125. 

Alfred Pellet, the proprietor of the saloon 
frequented by Colin, declared that he had 
never seen Colin with an abundance of 
money. All the property in the cellar was

not worth more than $5.
